That  said  census  shall  be  taken  by  school  dis-  Census  br  school 
tricts  and  shall  show  the  number  of  children  of  the  respective  districts. 
districts,  the  age,  sex,   race,  and  illiterates  of  said   district  by 
districts;  it  shall  show  the  school  property  and  give  the  number  Specifications. 
of  school  buildings,  the  value  of  the  school  property,  including 
equipment,  the  condition  of  the  building,  and  under  the  general 
head  of  equipment  show  the  need  of  each  building  in  respect  to 
paint  or  repairs. 

Sec.  3.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  county  school  census  taker  Blanks  to  be 
to  inscribe  all  of  the  information  required  by  section  two  (2)   of  *^'''''^*''''^- 
this  act  upon  suitable  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  State  De-

Section  1.  That  the  chairmen  of  the  several  highway  commis- 
sions in  the  townships  of  Ellijay,  Cowee,  Smiths  Bridge,  Car- 
toogechaye,  and  Franklin,  in  Macon  County,  shall  at  the  first 
meeting  after  the  ratification  of  this  act  appoint  two  of  their 
number,  who,  with  himself,  shall  transact  all  road  business  neces- 
sary to  be  done  for  each  township  under  existing  law.

Section  1.  That  one  man  from  each  township  in  Warren  County 
be  herein  appointed  as  highway  commissioners  of  said  county, 
and  these  herein  appointed  shall  constitute  the  highway  commis- 
sion for  said  county,  and  that  said  highway  commission  shall 
be  vested  with  all  the  rights,  powers,  and  duties  respecting  the

two  years  from  the  date  of  their  appointment. 

Sec.  3.  The  term  of  office  of  the  said  highway  commissioners

Section  1.  That  Caleb  H.  Haynes  and  T.  W.  Davis,  former 
sheriffs  of  Surry  County,  North  Carolina,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  collect  all  arrears  of  taxes,  includ- 
ing poll  taxes,  taxes  on  property,  real  and  personal,  county  and 
State  taxes,  special  school  taxes,  township  and  road  taxes,  all 
railroad  taxes,  corporation  excess  taxes,  and  all  other  taxes  in 
their  hands,  charged  to  them,  said  former  sheriffs,  for  the  years 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  nine,  ten,  eleven,  and  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  twelve,  and  all  taxes  charged  to  T.  W. 
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Davis,  former  sheriff,  for  the  years  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  thirteen,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fourteen,  and  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  lifteen,  and  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  sixteen,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  are  pro- 
vided by  law  for  the  collection  of  taxes  according  to  provisions 
of  chapter  seventy-two  of  the  Revisal  of  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  five,  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  for  the  collection 
of  taxes. 

Sec.  2.  That  Caleb  H.  Haynes,  former  sheriff,  is  hereby  author-  Agents  appointed 
ized  and  empowered  to  appoint  as  his  agents  such  persons  as  he 
may  designate  in  each  township  in  Surry  County,  who,  when 
sworn  by  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Surry  County  to 
faithfully  perform  such  duties,  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered, as  such  agents,  to  likewise  collect  for  the  benefit  of 
Caleb  H.  Haynes  any  and  all  taxes  mentioned  and  defined  in  sec- 
tion one  of  this  act;  and  all  such  powers  as  are  vested  in  the 
sheriffs  for  the  collection  of  taxes  are  hereby  vested  in  such 
sworn  agents  or  deputies  of  Caleb  H.  Haynes.

ever,  the   sheriff's   receipt  of   such   tax  shall   show   an   itemized  itemized   receipt. 
cost' of   the    material    used    in    the    construction    of    every    such 
bridge.     The  county  commissioners   are  herein  empowered   and  Un.tormity. 
requested  to  establish  and  maintain,  so  far  as  possible,  an  uni- 
formity in  its  design,  construction  and  maintenance  of  bridges 
of  similar  size  and  dimensions. 

Sec.  3.     All  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.   4.     That   this  act   shall    be  in   force   from    and   after   its 

ratification.

CHAPTER  46 


AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE   FOR  THE   MORE   ECONOMICAL   DIS- 
BURSEMENT   OF    PUBLIC    FUNDS    IN    THE    COUNTY    OF 
ROBESON. 
The  General  Asseinbly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.     That  the  office  of  county  treasurer  in  the  county  Offi^'^jJjjJ^^^^^- 
of  Robeson  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  abolished. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  board  of  commissioners  of  Robeson  County  Financial  agent 
is  hereby  authorized,  empowered,  and  directed  to  appoint  one 
or  more  solvent  banks  or  trust  companies  located  in  the  county 
of  Robeson  as  a  depository  and  financial  agent  for  said  county 
of  Robeson  as  hereinafter  provided,  but  no  bank  or  trust  com- 
pany shall  be  eligible  for  appointment  as  aforesaid  unless  the 
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same  is  authorized  to  conduct  the  business  of  banking  as  now 
provided  by  the  laws  of  North  Carolina. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  bank  or  trust  company  appointed  as  herein 
provided  shall  perform  all  the  duties  heretofore  performed,  or 
required  by  law  to  be  performed  by  the  treasurer  of  Robeson 
County  and  the  sheriff  of  Robeson  County  in  respect  to  the  dis- 
bursement of  public  funds  coming  into  their  hands  by  virtue 
of  their  office,  as  well  as  certain  other  duties  specified  in  this 
act:  Provided,  that  such  bank  or  trust  company  shall  not 
charge  nor  receive  any  compensation  for  its  services  as  county 
depositary  or  financial  agent  other  than  such  advantages  or 
benefits  as  may  accrue  to  it  from  the  deposit  and  disbursement 
of  the  public  funds  of  Robeson  County  in  the  usual  course  of 
banking. 

Sec.  4.  That  all  moneys  coming  into  the  hands  of  the  sheriff 
of  Robeson  County  by  virtue  of  his  office  as  such  sheriff,  or  by 
virtue  of  his  office  as  ex  efficio  treasurer  of  Robeson  County, 
whether  belonging  to  the  general  county  fund,  general  road 
fund,  any  district  or  township  road  fund,  general  school  fund, 
any  special  school  tax  fund,  county  sinking  fund  or  otherwise, 
and  any  and  all  public  moneys  from  whatever  source  derived 
and  coming  into  the  hands  of  the  sheriff  of  Robeson  County  by 
virtue  of  his .  office  as  sheriff,  or  by  virtue  of  his  office  as  ex 
officio  treasurer  of  Robeson  County  or  custodian  of  any  public 
funds  of  said  county,  shall  be  deposited  by  the  said  sheriff  in 
such  bank  or  banks  as  may  be  designated  by  the  board  of  com- 
missioners of  Robeson  County  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  commissioners  of 
of  Robeson  County  and  the  board  of  education  of  Robeson 
County,  any  and  all  boards  of  road  trustees  of  Robeson  County, 
as  well  as  all  other  officers  or  authorities  having  control  of 
the  disbursement  of  the  public  funds  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
to  direct  the  sheriff  of  Robeson  County  or  any  other  public  offi- 
cers, having  at  any  time  the  custody  and  control  of  any  of  the 
public  funds  of  said  county  as  hereinbefore  mentioned,  to  de- 
posit all  of  said  funds  in  such  bank  or  banks  as  shall  be  desig- 
nated by  the  board  of  commissioners  of  Robeson  County  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act.

thereafter  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  com- 
missioners of  said  county  of  Robeson  to  publish  at  the  court- 
house door  and  in  every  other  town  in  the  county  of  Robeson  in 
which  a  bank  is  located  and  also  in  some  newspaper  in  general 
circulation  in  said  county,  for  a  period  of  four  weeks  preceding 
the  first  Monday  in  May  in  each  year,  a  notice  which  shall  set 
forth  in  substance  that  on  the  first  Monday  in  May  thereafter 
the  board  of  commissioners  of  Robeson  County  will  meet  at 
the  courthouse  in  Lumberton  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  and 
opening  bids  for  the  deposit  of  all  public  moneys  and  for  the 
purpose  of  designating  a  depository  and  financial  agent  of  said 
county  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  said  notice  shall  Notice  to  contain 
also  contain  in  a  brief  way  the  conditions  and  terms  upon 
which  the  said  depository  and  financial  agent  is  to  be  desig- 
nated under  the  provisions  of  this  act.

deposit,  and  as  shall  agree  to  loan  to  the  board  of  commissioners 
of  Robeson  County  for  the  use  of  the  county  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  required,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars  at  any  one  time,  and  to  the  board  of  edu- 
cation of  Robeson  County  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  said  board,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  fifteen  thou- 
sand dollars  at  any  one  time,  and  to  any  board  having  charge 
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and  control  of  the  work  of  public  roads  of  Robeson  County  such 
sums  of  money  as  they  may  be  authorized  to  borrow  by  virtue 
of  any  law  then  in  force,  for  the  use  of  such  board  or  boards, 
rioit  exceeding  at  any  one  time,  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars, 
at  the  lowest  rate  of  interest,  and  s'hall  execute  the  undertaking 
and  perform  all  other  duties  required  by  this  act. 

Sec.  9.  If  the  bids  submitted  by  any  two  or  more  banks  shall 
be  the  same,  but  higher  and  more  advantageous  to  the  public 
than  the  other  bids  received,  then  said  banks  so  submitting  the 
same  bids  shall  be  designated  as  depositordeis  and  financial 
agents  jointly,  and  all  public  moneys  required  to  be  deposited 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  divided  between  or 
among  the  said  banks  'pro  rata. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said  board  of

Before  receiving  any  deposit  of  public  money  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  bank  or  banks  which  have  been 
designated  as  depository  or  financial  agent  for  said  county  of 
Robeson,  shall  enter  into  an  undertaking  payable  to  the  State 
of  North  Carolina,  in  some  solvent  surety  company  doing  busi- 
ness in  North  Carolina,  and  approved  by  the  insurance  commis- 
sioner of  said  State  in  the  penal  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
conditioned  upon  the  safe  keeping,  proper  disbursing  and  ac- 
counting for  to  the  authorities  of  said  county  having  control  of 
the  disbursement  of  said  funds,  of  all  public  moneys  which  may 
be  deposited  with,  or  which  may  come  into  the  possession  and

The  said  undertaking  shall  be  filed  with  the 
board  of  commissioners  of  said  county  and  shall  be  approved 
by  them  if  given  in  accordance  with  this  act,  and  thereupon  the 
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said    undertaking    shall    be    recorded    and    filed    lin    the    same 

manner  as  is  now  required  by  law  for  the  filing  and  recording 

of  other  official  bonds  of  said  county:     Provided,  however,  that  Proviso:    Bonds

if  more  than  one  bank  is  designated  as  a  depository  under  the

LAW.

Section  1.  That  chapter  three  hundred  and  thirty-four  of 
the  Public-Local  Laws  of  North  Carolina,  session  or  nineteen 
hundred  and  fifteen,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  and 
revised  as  follows:  Amend  section  one  of  this  act  by  adding 
thereto  this  proviso:  The  term  of  all  the  members  of  the 
board  of  road  commissioners,  except  B.  J.  Buchanan  and  L.  A. 
Smith,  created  under  this  section,  shall  expire  on  the  first 
Monday  in  December  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eight- 
een, or  until  their  successors  are  duly  qualified.  That  the 
successors  to  the  present  board  of  road  commissioners  of  David- 
son County,  except  the  successors  of  E.  J.  Buchanan  and  L.  A. 
Smith,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  remaining  members  of  the 
present  board,  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  at  all  succeed- 
ing general  elections  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other  county 
officers  and  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  David- 
son County,  except  that  the  said  board  shall  consist  of  four 
members  instead  of  six  as  at  present  constituted.

or  repair  said  road,  anid  to  enter  upon  any  land  adjoining  or 
lying  near  the  road,  to  make  such  drains  or  ditches  through  the 
same  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  benefit  of  the  road,  doing  as 
little  injury  to  the  land  as  possible;  and  any  person  willfully 
obstructing  such  drains  or  ditches  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  five  dollars  for  each  day  the  obstruction  remains.  Any

ance of  said  public  roads  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  not 
inconsistent  with  the  Laws  of  North  Carolina  in  regard  thereto. 

Sec.  5.     The  said  board  of  road  commissioners  shall  have  full  Control  of  chain- 
and  complete  charge  of  and  control  of  the  chain-gamg  and  con-  ^^''^-

complete  a  manner  as  the  county  commissioners  may  now  have 
or  may  hereafter  have. 

Sec.  6.  That  all  rights,  powers  and  privileges  now  vested  in 
the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Transylvania  County  as  to 
the  laying  out,  construction,  altering,  amending,  repairing  and 
maintaining  the  public  roads,  cartways  and  bridges  in  said 
county,  are  hereby  transferred  to  and  vested  in  said  board  of  road 
commissioners,  and  the  said  board  of  road  commissioners  shall 
have  as  full  and  complete  control  of  all  said  public  roads,  cart- 
ways and  bridges  in  said  county  in  as  full  and  complete  a  man- 
ner as  same  have  heretofore  been,  or  may  hereafter  be  vested  in 
said  board  of  county  commissioners. 

Sec.  7.  Tliat  all  reports  heretofore  or  hereafter  required  to  be 
made  by  the  several  road  overseers,  or  other  persons  in  said 
county  to  said  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  hereafter  be 
made  to  said  board  of  road  commissioners. 

Sec.  8.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  it  may  deem  neces- 
sary to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  receive  as 
a  compensation  a  sum  not  to  exceed  two  ($2)  dollars  per  day  and 
necessary  expenses  while  in  performance  of  their  duties.  Said 
board  shall  annually  i»  the  Sylvan  Valley  Neios,  or  other  news- 
papers published  in  the  county  of  Transylvania,  publish  a  state- 
ment showing  its  receipts  and   disbursements. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Transyl- 
vania County  shall  place  all  taxes,  assessments,  moneys  received 
from  the  sale  of  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  with 
the  treasurer  of  Transylvania  County  to  the  credit  of  the  said 
board  of  road  commissioners,  said  moneys  to  be  deposited  with 
said  county  treasurer  as  soon  as  same  is  collected. 

Sec.  10.  Said  board  of  road  commissioners  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  make  orders  as  they  deem  necessary  upon 
the  said  county  treasurer  for  any  and  all  moneys  in  his  hands  to 
their  credit.  All  said  orders  to  be  signed  by  the  chairman  of 
said  board  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  thereof.  The  said 
county  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  and  he 
shall  pay  all  such  orders  as  may  be  drawn  by  said  board  of  road 
commissioners  when  the  funds  heretofore  mentioned  shall  be 
turned  over  to  him  by  the  said  board  of  county  commissioners  or 
the  tax  collector  of  said  county.  The  tax  collector  of  Transyl- 
vania County,  or  any  other  person  or  persons  collecting  any  gen-

tion with  the  public  roads  of  Transylvania  County  shall  be 
amended  by  substituting  "The  Board  of  Road  Commissioners  of 
Transylvania  County"  in  lieu  and  in  place  of  the  words  "Board  of 
County  Commissioners  of  Transylvania  County." 

Sec.  12.     That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  which  in  any  way  Repealing  clause. 
conflict  with  this  act  or  any  of  its  provisions  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  13.     That  this   act  shall  be  in  effect  from  and  after   its 
ratification.

AND  THE  SEVERAL  TOWNSHIPS  THEREIN,  AND  TO  RE- 
FUND THE  DEBT  OF  SAID  COUNTY  INCURRED  FOR 
BUILDING  ROADS  AND  BRIDGES  IN   SAID  COUNTY. 

77ie  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    That  for  the  purpose  of  grading,  building  and  con-  Purpose  of  bond 
structing  of  macadam,  gravel,  soil,  sand-clay,  or  other  material,  ^ 
and  otherwise  improving  and  maintaining  the   public   roads   of 
Caldwell  County,  the  board  of  commissioners  of  said  county  is  Bond  i^sue 
hereby   authorized,   empowered,  and   directed   to   issue  bonds   of 
said  county  to  am  amount  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  Amount, 
thousand   (|250,000)   dollars  in  denominations  not  exceeding  one  Denomination.";, 
thousand  ($1,000)  dollars,  bearing  interest  from  the  date  thereof  interest, 
at.  not  exceeding  the  rate  of  five  per  cent  per  annum,  with  inter- 
est  coupons   attached,   payable   semia;ninually   at   such    time   and 
place  as  may  be  directed  by  said  board  of  commissioners;   such 
bonds   to  be  of  such  form  and  tenor,  and  transferable  in  such 
way,  and  the  principal  thereof  payable  at  such  time   or  times,  Maturity. 
not  exceeding  forty  years  from  the  date  thereof,  and  at  such  place 
or  places  as  the   said   board   of  county   commissioners   may   de- 
termine; and  the  said  board  of  county  commissioners  may  divide 
the  said  issue  into  three  series:     Provided,  that  none  of  the  bonds  P^"™^^  ^«J.® 
authorized    by    this    act    shall    be    disposed    of    either    by    sale,  bidden, 
exchange,  hypothecation,  or  otherwise,  for  a  less  price  than  their 
face  value. 

Sec.  2.     Such  bonds  shall  be  numbered  and  shall  be  signed  by  Authentication. 
the  chairman  of  the  said  board   of  commissioners  and  attested 
by  the  register  of  deeds  of  said  county  and  clerk  of  said  board, 
and  shall  bear  the  corporate  seal  of  said  county.  And  the  coupons 
attached  to  each  bond  shall  bear  the  number  of  the  bond  as  well 
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as  the  raiumber  of  the  coupon,  shall  be  executed  either  by  the 
signing  by  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
and  the  register  of  deeds  of  Caldwell  County  and  the  official  of 
said  board,  or  with  their  lithographed  signatures. 

Sec.  3.  A  record  shall  be  kept  by  the  said  board  of  commis- 
sioners in  a  separate  book  for  that  purpose  of  all  the  bonds  sold, 
and  to  whom,  the  amount  and  date  of  sale,  and  the  issuing  of 
each  bond  and  its  number. 

Sec.  4.  In  order  to  pay  the  in'terest  on  said  bonds,  create  a 
sinking  fund  for  taking  up  said  bonds  at  maturity,  and  support  a 
chain-gang  and  convict  force,  establish,  alter,  repair  and  main- 
tain the  public  roads  and  highways  of  said  county  in  good  con- 
dition, the  board  of  commissioners  for  the  county  of  Caldwell,  or 
other  authorities  vested  with  the  power  of  levying  taxes  for  said 
county,  shall  annually  compute  and  levy,  at  the  time  of  levying 
other  county  taxes,  a  sufficient  tax  on  all  polls,  all  real  estate  and 
personal  property,  and  all  other  subjects  of  taxation,  which  the 
said  commissioners  or  other  authorities  now  or  hereafter  may 
be  allowed  to  levy  taxes  upon  for  any  purpose  whatever,  always 
observing  the  constitutional  equation-  between  the  taxes  on 
property  and  the  taxes  on  polls:  Provided,  there  shall  not  be 
at  any  time  levied  in  the  county  of  Caldwell  for  the  purpose  of 
road  improvement,  and  including  all  expenditures  made  neces- 
sary by  this  act  or  any  act  or  statute  now  existing,  a  tax  greater 
than  thirty  cents  upon  the  hundred  dollars  of  property  and 
ninety  cents  on  each  poll. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  kept  separate 
and  apart  from  the  other  taxes,  and  shall  be  used  only  for  the 
purpose  for  which  they  were  collected. 

Sec.  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  commission- 
ers for  the  county  of  Caldweir  to  annually  invest  any  and  all 
moneys  received  from  the  special  tax  for  sinkimg  fund  in  the 
purchase  of  any  of  said  bonds,  at  a  price  deemed  advantageous 
to  said  county  by  said  board  of  commissioners,  and  to  be  agreed 
upon  by  them  and  the  owners  thereof.  But  in  case  said  county 
bonds  cannot  be  purchased  at  a  satisfactory  price,  then  the  said 
commissioners  are  authorized  and  directed  to  invest  said  sinking 
fund  upon  security  secured  by  them  and  upon  terms  advan- 
tageous to  said  county.  And  any  money  of  said  sinking  fund  so 
loaned  and  invested  shall  bear  a  rate  of  interest  no  less  than 
five  per  cent  per  annum,  and  any  interest  from  said  fund  shall 
be  annually  invested  in  the  same  way,  and  the  notes  taken  from 
said  loans  shall  express  on  their  face  that  the  money  borrowed 
belongs  to  said  sinking  fund.

CHAPTER  68 


AN  ACT  TO  CREATE  A  SPECIAL  ROAD  DISTRICT  IN 
WAKE  COUNTY,  INCLUDING  PARTS  OF  HOUSE  CREEK 
AND  SWIFT  CREEK  AND  GARY  TOWNSHIPS. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.     That  the  following  territory  lying  and  being   in  Road  district 
Wake  County,  North  Carolina,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  con-  "^"^^  i  u  e  . 
stituted   a   special    road    district   under   the   name    and    style    of 
"Western  Wake  County  Highway  District,"  to  wit: 

All  parts  of  House  Creek  and  Swift  Creek  and  Cary  townships  Boundary. 
embraced  within   the  following  bounds  to  wit:      Bounded  by  a 
line  beginning  at  the  point  where  the  center  line  of  the  main 
line  track  of  the  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway  is  intersected  by 
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the  cemter  line  of  the  spur  track  which  runs  into  the  exposition 
grounds  of  the  North  Carolina  Agricultural  Society;  and  runs 
thence  northwardly  along  the  center  line  of  said  spur  track  to 
where  the  said  track  intersects  the  southern  line  of  the  land  of 
the  North  Carolina  Agricultural  Society;  thence  eastwardly, 
northwardly  and  westwardly  with  the  land  of  the  said  North 
Carolina  Agricultural  Society  to  the  land  of  the  North  Carolina 
Experiment  Station;  thence  with  the  northern  and  western 
line  of  said  lands  of  the  North  Carolina  Experiment  Station  to 
the  lands  formerly  belonging  to  the  late  W.  R.  Crawford;  thence 
with  the  north  line  of  said  lands  of  the  said  Crawford's  heirs  to 
the  lands  of  H.  B.  Bagwell;  thence  with  the  north  line  of  the  said 
H.  B.  Bagwell  to  the  center  of  the  Highland  Farms  road;  thence 
northwardly  with  the  center  of  the  said  Highland  Farms  road 
to  the  eastern  line  of  the  right  of  way  of  the  Carolina  Power  & 
Light  Co.,  now  occupied  by  its  power  transmission  linte  (run- 
ning from  the  Method  substation  to  Henderson,  N.  C.) ;  thence 
with  the  said  eastern  line  of  said  right  of  way  to  where  said 
right  of  way  intersects  the  road  running  from  Beaver  Dam 
Creek  to  Method  near  the  Leesville  highway;  thence  westwardly 
with  said  Beaver  Dam  Creek-Method  road,  by,  through  or  near 
the  farm  of  F.  B.  Arendell  and  others  to  the  intersection  of  said

of  the  permanent  records  of  the  county.  The  treasurer  of  Wake 
County  shall  ex-officio  be  the  treasurer  of  all  funds  belonging  to 
the  said  board  of  highway  commissioners  or  applicable  by  them 
under  the  provision  of  this  act,  and  the  said  fund  in  the  hands 
of  said  county  treasurer  shall  be  disbursed  by  him  upon  the 
written  order  of  the  said  board  of  highway  commissioners, 
signed  by  the  chairman  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  of 
the  said  board.  The  bond  given  by  the  said  county  treasurer 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  said  funds  while  in  his  hands  or  sub- 
ject to  his  control.  The  accounts  of  the  said  fund  shall  be  kept

The  candidate  for  recorder 
of  the  "Western  District  of  Columbus  County"  receiving  the 
majority  of  the  votes  cast,  throughout  the  whole  coumty  of  Co- 
lumbus, in  said  general  election,  shall  be  declared  elected  re- 
corder for  the  said  "Western  District  of  Columbus  County." 

SuBSEC.  (C).  The  regular  term  of  office  of  the  recorder 
herein  provided  for  in  the  said  "Western  District  of  Columbus 
County"  herein  designated,  and  established,  shall  begin  on  the 
first  Monday  in  December,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eight- 
een, and  until  that  time  Ira  Lennon  be  and  he  is  hereby  ap- 
pointed recorder  for  said  "Western  District  of  Columbus 
County." 

Sec.  14.  That  the  court  for  the  Western  District  of  Colum- 
bus County  herein  created  and  established  shall  be  a  court  of 
record  and  shall  be  presided  over  by  the  recorder  herein  ap- 
pointed and  hereinafter  elected,  who  shall  be  a  qualified  elector 
of  said  district.

Said  court  for  the  Western  District  of  Columbus 
County  shall  have  a  seal  bearing  the  name  of  the  court,  which 
seal  shall  be  used  in  attestation  of  writs,  warrants,  or  other 
proceedings,  acts  and  judgments  of  said  court,  as  required  and 
in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  effect  as  the  seal  of  other 
courts  of  record  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 
Sessions.  Sec.  17.     The    court    for    said    Western    District    of    Columbus 

County  shall  hold  session  at  such  times  and  places  as  he  deems 
necessary  and  expedient,  Sundays  and  legal  holidays  excepted, 
in  the  town  of  Chadbourn  in  said  county. 
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Sec.  18.  The  jurisdiction  for  the  said  court  for  the  Western  Jurisdiction. 
District  of  Columbus  County  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit:  Final, 
concurrent  and  original  jurisdiction  of  all  criminal  offenses 
committed  in  Columbus  County,  which  are  now  or  hereafter  may 
be  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  justices  of  the  peace,  manufac- 
turing spirituous  and  vinous  liquors  and  wines,  carrying  con- 
cealed weapons,  gaming,  gambling,  keeping  gambling  places, 
keeping  bawdy  houses,  and  larceny  and  the  receiving  stolen 
goods  knowing  them  to  be  stolen  when  the  property  stolen  does 
not  exceed  twenty  dollars  in  value;  the  failure  to  list  taxes,  as- 
sault and  battery  with  deadly  weapons  or  where  serious  damage 
is  done,  fornication  and  adultery,  abandonment,  failure  to  provide 
adequate  support,  cruelty  to  animals,  malicious  injury  to  prop- 
erty, trespassing  on  lands  after  being  forbidden,  forcible  tres- 
pass, enticing  servants  to  leave  masters,  retailing  spiritous 
liquors  and  wines  without  license,  selling  or  giving  away  spirit- 
uous liquors  to  minors,  selling  or  giving  away  cigarettes  to 
mimors,  obtaining  advances  under  promise  to  work  and  failing 
to  perform  the  services  according  to  agreement,  false  pretense, 
disposing  of  mortgaged  property,  maintaining  nuisances,  all 
crimes  against  health  as  contained  in  the  Revisal  of  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  five,  from  section  three  thousand  four 
hundred  and  forty  to  section  three  thousand  four  hundred  and 
forty-four  inclusive,  and  not  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
justices  of  the  peace  or  misdemeanors  contained  in  chapter 
eighty-one  of  the  Revisal  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  five, 
and  acts  amendatory  thereof,  and  which  are  not  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  justices  of  the  peace,  and  all  crimes  which  at 
common  law  are  misdemeanors  wherein  the  punishment  is 
within  the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  all  such  crimes  herein- 
before enumerated  are  hereby  declared  by  this  act  to  be  petty 
misdemeanors  and  punishment  thereof  shall  be  as  now  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

(A)  In  any  other  criminal  matters  wherein  said  court  for  Jurisdiction  as 
the  "Western  District  of  Columbus  County"  has  not  final  juris-  ''*"^''*  ***  inquiry, 
diction,  it  shall  have  power  and  is  hereby  fully  authorized  to 
hear  and  bind  over  to  the  county  court  of  Columbus  County, 
all  persons  charged  with  any  crime  committed  within  the 
county  of  Columbus  and  to  render  such  judgment  in  such 
matters  as  are  now  provided  by  law  for  justices  of  the  peace, 
and  provided  prosecutiom  has  been  commenced  prior  to  the  rati- 
fication of  this  act,  the  court  in  which  said  prosecution  has 
been  instituted  shall  have  jurisdiction  thereof,  and  in  any  and 
all  such  cases  heard  by  the  court  for  the  "Western  District  of

That  at  said  election  the  voters  shall  vote  a  ticket  written  or 
printed  thereon  "For  Road  Improvement  Bonds"  or  "Against 
Road  Improvement  Bonds";  that  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast 
at  said  election  shall  be  in  favor  of  the  said  bond  issue,  then 
the  Central  Highway  Commission  of  Person  County,  which  is 
hereinafter  provided  for,  shall  sell  the  said  bonds  herein  au- 
thorized, after  thirty  days  advertisement,  at  public  auction  to 
the  highest  bidder  at  the  courthouse  door  in  Roxboro,  North 
Carolina;  and  in  the  event  the  bonds  are  not  all  thus  disposed 
of,  the  said  Central  Highway  Commission  may  receive  sealed 
bids  for  t'he  remainder  of  said  issue  or  of  such  portion  thereof 
as  they  may  see  fit  to  sell,  and  shall  dispose  of  the  said  bonds 
as  other  bonds  are  ordinarily  sold.  The  bonds  so  issued  shall 
bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  not  to  exceed  five  per  cent,  payable 
the  first  day  of  January  and  July  of  each  year,  and  shall  run 
for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  forty  years  from  date  of  issue.

Sec.  11.  For  the  purpose  of  construction,  improving  or  re- 
pairing public  roads,  the  superintendent  of  road  work,  or  other 
person  engaged  in  or  connected  with  the  road  work,  after  first 
consulting  the  owner  or  his  agent,  shall  have  the  authority  to 
enter  upon  any  uncultivated  land  near  to  or  adjoining  the 
roads,  to  cut  or  carry  away  any  timber  except  trees  left  for 
ornament  or  shade,  to  dig  or  cause  to  be  dug  and  carried  away 
any  stones,  gravel,  earth  or  sand  which  may  be  necessary  to 
construct,  improve  or  repair  said  road,  and  to  enter  upon  any 
land  adjoining  or  lying  near  the  road,  to  make  such  drains  or 
ditches  through  the  same  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  benefit 
of  the  road,  doing  as  little  injury  to  the  land  as  possible,  and 
any  person  willfully  constructing  such  drains  or  ditches  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  five  dollars  for  each  day  the  obstruction  re- 
mains. Any  landowner  considering  himself  damaged  by  reason

Thfe  said  bonds  when  issued  and  sold  by  the  several 
road  commissioners  as  provided  for  in  this  act  shall  constitute 
a  valid  debt  against  the  respective  townships  for  which  they 
are  issued,  and  shall  be  a  valid  lien  upon  all  the  property  of 
whatever  kind  subject  to  taxation  in  such  township.

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Sec.  3.  That  in  order  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds  and 
create  a  sinking  fund  for  the  taking  up  of  said  bonds  at  matur- 
ity, the  board  of  commissioners  of  said  county  shall,  annually, 
at  the  time  of  levying  other  taxes,  levy  a  special  tax  on  all  prop- 
erty and  polls  of  said  county,  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on 
said  bonds  and  provide  a  sinking  fund  for  paying  them  off  at 
maturity. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  kept  separate 
and  apart  from  all  other  taxes,  and  shall  be  used  for  the  pur- 
poses for  which  collected.

Mayberry  be  and  are  hereby  appointed  a  board  of  road 
commissioners  for  Yadkin  County,  each  to  serve  for  a  term  of 
four  years  from  and  after  the  ratification  of  this  act.  That  the 
first  named  shall  be  chairman  of  said  board;  and  that  they  shall 
further  organize  by  electing  one  of  their  members  secretary.

six  dollars  on  said  poll,  the  board  of  commissioners  shall  within  Order  for  election, 
thirty  days  order  an  election  to  be  held  in  such  township  and 
submit  to  the  qualified  voters  tlierein  the  question  of  increasing 
poll  tax  to  the  amount  specified,  at  which  election  all  those  qual- 
ified to  vote  who  are  in  favor  of  the  proposition,  shall  vote  a  Ballots. 
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ballot  upon  "which  shall  be  written  or  printed  the  words  "For 
Poll  Tax  for  Road  Maintenance,"  and  those  opposed  to  the  prop- 
osition shall  vote  a  ballot  upon  which  shall  be  written  or 
printed  "Against  Poll  Tax  for  Road  Maintenance,"  and  the  elec- 
tion for  this  purpose  shall  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner  and 
subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  are  or  may  be  pro- 
vided for  the  election  of  township  officers  by  the  general  election 
laws  of  this  State,  unless  in  any  manner  otherwise  provided  for 
in  this  act.  That  it  shall  be  optional  with  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  of  Pitt  County  whether  a  new  registration  shall 
be  ordered  for  said  election  or  not:  Provided,  that  should  a  new 
registration  be  ordered,  the  board  of  county  commissioners  shall 
at  the  time  of  ordering  said  election  appoint  one  registrar  and 
two  judges  of  election  in  said  township  to  hold  said  election.  The 
books  shall  be  kept  open  for  the  registration  of  voters  for  twenty 
days  preseding  the  day  of  election.  And  for  the  purpose  of 
registration,  the  books  used  in  the  general  election  shall  be  de- 
livered to  and  revised  by  the  registrar;  and  in  case  of  a  new 
registration,  thirty  days  notice  thereof  shall  be  given:  Provided, 
that  elections  may  be  ordered  and  held  upon  petitions  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  not  oftener  than  every  twelve  months 
in  any  township  until  the  poll  tax  limit  specified  in  this  act 
shall  have  been  reached:  Provided  further,  that  all  funds  de- 
rived from  said  poll  tax  levy  shall  be  applied  solely  to  the  main- 
tenance and  improvement  of  the  roads  within  the  township 
voting  for  said  poll  tax. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  board  of  commissioners  of  Pitt  County 
shall  have  authority  to  designate  any  person  or  persons  being 
freeholders  and  residents  within  said  township  and  properly 
qualified  to  collect  the  said  poll  road  tax  provided  for  in  this  bill 
and  allow  the  proper  compensation  for  the  same.  That  the  said 
board  of  county  commissioners  of  Pitt  County  shall  also  have 
authority  to  designate  any  person  or  persons  properly  qualified 
either  by' appointment  or  on  contract  to  take  charge  and  main- 
tain the  roads  of  said  township,  for  which  they  shall  be  com- 
pensated out  of  the  funds  derived  from  the  tax  levied  by  reason 
of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  That  whenever  any  township  in  Pitt  County  shall  vote 
upon  itself  an  increased  poll  tax  as  provided  in  this  act,  the  citi- 
zens of  such  township  so  voting  shall  thereafter  be  relieved  of 
all  liability  to  personal  road  services  or  duties  as  is  now  required 
by  Revisal,  section  two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  tweniy-five. 

Sec.  4.  Tlaat  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  confiict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  5.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
ratification.

CHAPTER  119

CHAPTER  120 

AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  BOARD  OF  COMMISSIONERS 
OF  ALLEGHANY  COUNTY  TO  ISSUE  BONDS  FOR  THE 
PURPOSE  OF  LAYING  OUT,  ESTABLISHING,  BUILDING, 
CONSTRUCTING,  AND  REPAIRING  PUBLIC  ROADS  AND 
BRIDGES  IN  SAID  COUNTY  AND  PROVIDING  FOR  THE 
MAINTENANCE  OF  THE  SAME. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.     That  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out,  establishing  Election  to  be 
building,  repairing,  and  maintaining  public  roads  and  bridges  in  ti^on!"^^*^  °°  ^^*'' 
Alleghany  County,  the  board   of  commissioners   of  said   county, 
upon  a  petition   of  not   less   than   three   hundred    (300)    of   the 
qualified  voters  and  freeholders  of  said  county,  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  submit  to  a  vote  of  the  qualified  voters  of

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Alleghany  County,  on  such  a  day  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  said 
board  of  county  commissioners,  after  thirty  (30)  days  notice, 
during  the  year  A.  D.  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventeen, 
the  question,  "Shall  Alleghany  County,  North  Carolina,  issue 
one  hundred  thousan-d  ($100,000)  dollars  of  its  bonds,  with  in- 
terest coupons  attached,  and  authorize  the  levy  of  a  tax  suffi- 
cient and  available  to  pay  the  interest  thereon  and  provide  a 
sinking  fund  for  their  redemption,  the  proceeds  of  which  bonds 
to  be  used  in  laying  out,  establishing,  building,  repairing,  and 
maintaining  the  public  roads  and  bridges  in  said  county?"  The 
said  board  of  commissioners  shall  for  at  least  thirty  days  before 
said  election  give  public  notice  of  such  election,  and  the  purpose 
thereof,  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  published  in  said  county, 
and  public  notice  posted  at  the  courthouse  door  of  said  county. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  election  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  conducted  in  the  same  man-ner  as  is  now  or  may  here- 
after be  prescribed  by  law  for  holding  elections  for  the  members 
01  the  General  Assembly,  except  as  herein  otherwise  stated.  The 
said  board  of  commissioners  shall  appoint  the  registrars  and 
'judges  of  election  and  any  other  election  officers,  and  registration 
and  challenge  of  voters  shall  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as 
is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  provided  for  election  of  members  of 
the  General  Assemhly  except  as  herein  set  forth.  The  said  board 
of  county  commissioners  may  or  may  not,  in  their  discretion, 
order  a  new  registration  for  any  election  held  under  this  act. 
In  case  no  r/ew  registration  is  ordered  the  registratioh  books  of 
each  township  shall  be  kept  open  for  twenty  days  prior  to  the

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the  discharge  of  such  duties  as  such  committee  can  properly  dis- 
charge and  legally  perform,  or  as  they  may  be  allowed  to  perform.

Upon  the  entry  of  the  said  road  commission  upon  the  duties  of 
their  office,  the  jurisdiction  of  the  board  of  county  commission- 
ers, heretofore  exercised  by  law  with  respect  to  the  roads  of  the 
county,  shall  cease  to  exist,  and  they  shall  turn  over  all  road 
tools  and  machinery  to  the  board  of  road  commissioners.  And 
all  orders  made  by  said  board  of  county  commissioners  during 
their  term  of  office  shall  be  fulfilled  and  carried  out  by  the  board 
of  road  commissioners,  unless  such  order  shall  be  rescinded  or 
altered  for  good  cause  by  said  board  of  road  commissioners: 
Provided,  however,  that  this  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent 
the  board  of  county  commissioners  from  extending  any  financial 
aid  they  may  be  enabled  to  do,  to  aid  in  the  blasting  of  rock  or 
building  of  bridges  for  the  public  roads  of  said  county:  Provided 
further,  that  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  interfere  with  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  justices  of  peace  as  such  justices  or  as  road 
supervisors  in  the  laying  out  or  discontinuance  of  cartways.  A 
majority  of  said  board  of  road  commissioners  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  to  transact  business. 

Sec.  11.  Said  board  of  road  commissioners  are  authorized  to 
employ  a  road  engineer,  to  lay  out  and  supervise  the  construction 
of  the  roads  of  the  county,  and  also  to  appoint  such  assistants, 
overseers,  etc.,  as  may  in  their  judgment  be  needed  to  construct 
and  keep  in  repair  the  public  roads  of  the  county,  and  such  roads 
shall  be  so  laid  out  as  far  as  practicable,  to  give  the  county  a 
general  system  of  roads  connecting  its  principal  points  of  busi- 
ness and  centers  of  population,  said  board  of  road  commissioners 
are  authorized  and  empowered  to  give  the  overseer  or  overseers 
constructing  or  repairing  roads  all  such  powers,  not  inconsistent 
with  law,  as  will  enable  them  fully  to  discharge  their  duties  and 
carry  out  the  orders  of  the  board  of  road  commissioners.  Said 
board  of  road  commissioners  are  authorized  through  themselves 
or  their  executive  committee,  or  agents  duly  appointed  by  them, 
to  go  upon  the  lands  of  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  in  Alle- 
ghany County  and  lay  out  and  construct  new  roads,  widen  and 
improve  the  roads  now  already  laid  out,  or  take  material  for  re- 
pairing the  same  by  first  giving  the  owner  five  days  notice  if 
they  are  unable  to  purchase  the  same  on  reasonable  terms;  and 
if  the  board  of  road  commissioners  or  those  representing  them 
as  overseer  or  otherwise,  and  the  owner  of  the  land  are  unable 
to  agree  upon  the  amount  of  damages  sustained  by  the  owner 
or  the  land,  if  any,  then  within  sixty  days  after  the  completion 
of  the  road  or  the  taking  of  such  material,  said  board  shall  cause 
three  freeholders  of  the  county,  qualified  to  act  as  jurors  and 
deemed  by  said  board  to  be    tmpartial  men,  to  be  summoned,  who 
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shall  go  upon  the  lands  and  assess  the  damages  sustain-ed  by  the

Sec.  12.     That  the  proceeds  arising  from  a  sale  of  the  bonds  Moneys  paid  to 
herein  provided  for,  and  all  moneys  collected  by  virtue  of  taxes  *^''®*®'^^®'^- 
herein  authorized  or  other  law  shall  be  placed  with  or  paid  to 
the  treasurer  or  ex  officio  treasurer  of  Alleghany  County,  who  Funds  kept 
shall  keep  them  separate'  from  other  funds,  and  the  bond  of  said  ^^p^^^^^- 
treasurer  shall  be  liable  for  the  faithful  accounting  for  of  the  on^bonds^   ^^^^ 
funds  received  by  him,  and  he  may  be  required  to  execute  such  Additional  bond. 
additional  bond  or  bonds  as  may  be  necessary  to  fully  protect  the 
funds  in  his  hands  arising  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  and 
to  secure  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  in  respect  to  the 
same,  which  bond  shall  be  executed,  taken,  and  approved  by  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  of  said  county  as  other  like  bonds 
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are  taken'  and  approved.  He  shall  disburse  salid  funds  upon  tlie 
order  of  the  board  of  road  commissioners,  which  order  shall  be 
signed  by  the  chairman  thereof  and  countersigned  by  its  secre- 
tary. He  shall  receive  as  his  compensation  for  paying  out  funds 
belonging  to  the  road  fund  one-half  of  one  per  cent  of  his  dis- 
bursements or  such  sum  as  he  and  the  board  of  road  commis- 
sioners may  agree  on.  The  taxes  herein  authorized  shall  be  levied 
by  the  board  of  county  commissioners  as  other  taxes  are  levied 
and  collected,  and  he  shall  receive  for  his  compensation  two  and 
one-half  per  cent  of  all  said  taxes  collected  by  him.  The  said 
board  of  road  commissioners  shall  publish  annually  in  some 
newspaper  published  in  the  county  a  full  and  itemized  statement 
showing  all  receipts  and  disbursements  of  funds  coming  into  the 
hands  of  the  sheriff  or  treasurer  by  virtue  of  this  act,  and  the 
sheriff  shall  aid  in  the  making  of  said  report  for  publication. 
And  the  sheriff  shall  make  his  settlement  of  said  road  fund  by 
or  before  March  the  first  of  each  year  with  said  commission  and 
pay  over  and  account  to  the  treasurer  of  said  fund  for  the  same, 
and  otherwise  comply  with  his  duties  as  prescribed  in  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  That  said  board  of  road  commissioners  herein  created, 
and  their  successors  are  constituted  a  body  politic,  with  power 
to  sue  OT  be  sued  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  State  for  the 
enforcement  of,  or  for  the  violation  of,  any  contract  made  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  make  such  contracts  and  exer- 
cise such  rights  and  privileges  as  are  incident  to  other  municipal 
corporations,  and  may  adopt  a  common  seal  and  shall  be  styled 
"The  Board  of  Road  Commissioners  of  Alleghany  County." 

Sec.  14.  That  every  able-bodied  male  person,  between  the  ages 
of  eighteen  and  fifty  years,  residing  in  said  county,  shall  be  liable 
annually  to  perform  ten  days  labor  upon  the  roads  of  said 
county,  and  in  the  township  of  his  residence,  under  the  super- 
vision and  direction  of  the  said  board  of  road  commissioners,  or 
any  supervisor,  overseer,  or  other  officer  appointed  by  said  board 
of  road  commissioners,  and  not  more  than  four  days  of  such  time 
shall  be  in  constructing  new  roads,  and  said  commission,  over- 
seer, supervisor,  or  other  person  authorized  by  said  commission, 
shall  assign  each  person  liable  to  road  duty  to  any  road  or  por- 
tion of  the  road  in  the  township  of  his  residenice:  Provided, 
lioivever,  that  such  person  shall  be  discharged  from  such  labor 
for  each  day  that  he  is  liable  to  work,  upon  the  payment,  to  the 
overseer,  supervisor,  or  other  person  in  charge  of  the  work,  the 
sum  of  one  dollar,  which  money  shall  be  paid  on  or  prior  to  the 
day  the  performance  of  the  work  or  labor  is  required,  and  the 
person  receiving  such  money  shall  pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  road  funds  and  take  his  receipt  for  the  same.  A  day's 
work,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  not  be  less  than  eight 
hours.     Notice,  either  personally  or  in  writing,  shall  be  given  at 
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least  two  days  prior  to  the  time  when  said  work  shall  be  re- 
quired. Said  notice  shall  specify  the  tool  or  implements  to  be 
used  by  the  person  liable  to  work,  and  the  place  where  the  work 
shall  begin.  It  shall  not  be  necessary  to  give  the  warning  or 
notice  required  in  this  act  by  an  officer,  but  it  shall  be  sufficient 
if  given  by  the  overseer,  supervisor,  or  other  person  authorized 
to  work  upon  said  road,  under  this  act.  and  said  notice  may  be 
either  oral  or  in  writing:  Provided,  that  any  one  liable  to  road  Proviso:  Substi- 
duty  who  shall  furnish  an  able-bodied  hand  who  shall  perform 
satisfactory  work  as  a  substitute,  shall  be  held  to  have  complied 
with  this  section.

Sec.  15.  Said  board  of  road  commissioners  shall  have  full  power  Methods  of  work, 
and  discretion  to  adopt  such  methods,  means  and  agencies  and 
by-laws  in  the  construction,   improvement,   and   working  of  the 
roads  of  said  county  as  they  may  determine  to  be  wise  and  best.

Sec.  16.  That  all  main  highways  or  trunk  lines  of  road  con- 
struction under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  have  a  right  of 
way  of  thirty  feet  wide  and  the  grade  shall  not  be  more  than  six 
feet  in  one  hundred  feet,  except  for  good  cause  the  grade  may  be 
slightly  increased  for  a  short  distance.  All  other  public  roads 
constructed  under  this  act  shall  have  a  right  of  way  of  not  less 
than  twenty  feet  wide;  that  for  all  other  public  roads  within 
the  limits  of  the  right  of  way,  the  width  of  the  roadbed  shall  be 
determined  by  the  board  of  road  commissioners,  but  shall  n'Ot  be 
less  than  ten  feet  clear  of  trees,  ditches  and  other  obstructions: 
Provided,  that  on  account  of  rock  or  for  other  good  cause  the 
v/idth  may  be  decreased  for  short  distances,  and  the  roads  not 
extensively  used  by  the  public  may  be  of  less  width,  if  the 
road  commissioners  shall  deem  it  proper  after  considering  the 
interest  of  the  public:  Provided,  that  said  board  of  road  com- 
missioners shall  have  the  same  authority  to  remove  fences  and 
obstructions  as  was  vested  in  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
by  section  sixty-five  of  the  Revisal  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  five,  or  the  law  in  force  prior  to  the  ratification  of  this  act. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  roads  constructed,  improved,  or  altered  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  chiefly  be  the  main  thoroughfares 
or  trunk  lines  of  road,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  road  com- 
mission created  under  this  act,  in  discharging  its  duty,  to  take 
into  consideration  the  needs  of  the  whole  county,  and  every  part 
thereof,  and  cause  to  be  constructed,  altered,  or  improved  those 
roads  which,  in  its  opinion,  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  greatest 
number  of  people  of  the  county,  treating  every  section  thereof 
with  equity  and  equal  benefits  as  near  as  may  be  practical,  con- 
sidering at  all  times  the  ends  in  view  or  needs  of  the  county  and 
the  money  or  funds  available  to  accomplish  the  work:  Provided, 
said  board  of  road  commissioners  are  authorized  to  construct  or 
have  constructed  or  improved  such  roads  as  in  their  discretion 
should  be  done  for  the  benefit  of  the  public. 

Sec.  18.  That  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  interest  upon  the 
bonds  provided  for  in  this  act  and  providing  a  redemption  or 
sinking  fund  for  same,  and  securing  a  fund  to  aid  in  repairing 
the  public  roads  of  the  county,  and  to  pay  damages  to  the  own- 
ers of  land  or  personal  property  condemned  or  purchased  for 
road  use  or  benefits  under  this  act,  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners of  Alleghany  County  shall,  annually  at  the  time  of 
levying  the  other  taxes  of  the  county,  levy  a  special  tax  on  all 
property  and  polls  subject  to  taxation  within  the  limits  or  juris- 
diction of  the  county,  of  not  more  than  forty  cents  and  not  less 
than  twenty-five  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  valuation  of  real, 
personal    and    mixed    property,    and    not    more    than    one    and 
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twenty    one-hundredths    dollars    and    not    less    than    seventy-five 

cents  on  each  poll,  observing  the  constitutional  equation  between  Constitutional 

property  and  polls.     The  tax  so  levied  shall  be  collected  by  the  ^^^^  ^^^'^  ^^^ 

sheriff  or   other  person  authorized  by   law  to   collect  the   other  settlements.

Sec.  19.     That  the  board  of  road  commissioners  of  said  county  State  and  national 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  accept  any  appropria- 
tions, funds,  or  aid  that  may  be  extended  under  the  provisions 
of  law  by  either  the  State  or  National  Government  or  both,  and 
to  cooperate  with  either  in  any  manner  allowed  by  law  or  that  Cooiseration. 
may  be  of  benefit  to  the  public  roads  of  said  county.     They  are 
authorized    to   accept    from    the    State    or    National    Government 
any  benefits,  moneys,  or  aid  that  such  State  or  National  Govern- 
ment, or  officers  acting  under  either,  may  be  allowed  to  extend 
or  give  in  aid  of  road  construction  in  said  county,  and  the  said 
board  of  road  commissioners  are  authorized  to  confer  with  the 
agents,    officers,    or   representatives    of   said    State    and    National 
Governments,    or    either,    in   the    location    and    building    of    any 
roads  that  may  be  constructed  or  improved  under  this  act.     If  State  aid  in  en- 
the  State  furnishes  to  the  county  at  any  time  engineering  assist-  fuperiSendence. 
ance  and  supervision   of  their   road   work,   then   the   acceptance 
of  the  same  from  the  State  by  the  Board  of  Road  Commissioners 
shall   be  considered   as   fulfilling  the   requirements   by   the   said 
commissioners.

That  in  case  an  election  is  not  held  and  the  issuance  Special  road  tax, 
of  the  road  bonds  provided  for  is  n'Ot  carried  by  an  affirmative  vot^d'!'^^  '"'"^  '"'*' 
vote   of   the   electors    of   the   county   or   in   other   words,    if   the 
proposition  to  issue  road  bonds  shall  not  have  been  decided  in 
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the  affirmative  prior  to  the  first  Monday  in  August  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  seventeen,  then  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners of  the  county  is  authorized  and  directed  to  levy  a  special 
road  tax  for  said  county  of  not  more  than  fifteen  (15)  cents  on 
the  one  hundred  dollars  valuation  of  real  and  personal  property 
in  said  county,  and  not  exceeding  forty-five  (45)  cents  on  the 
poll,  observing  the  constitutional  equation  between  property  and 
polls,  which  tax  shall  be  levied,  computed  and  collected  as  other 
county  taxes,  and  accounted  for  by  the  sheriff  to  the  treasurer 
or  ex  officio  treasurer,  and  he  to  the  board  of  commissioners  of 
the  county,  as  a  road  tax  fund,  which  accounting  shall  be  on  or 
before  the  first  Monday  in  March  of  each  year  following  the 
levy.  The  bond  of  the  sheriff  or  treasurer  or  both  shall  be 
liable  for  the  faithful  accounting  for  all  moneys  collected  under 
this  section,  and  such  officers  may  be  required  by  said  board  of 
commissioners  to  execute  additional  bonds  to  secure  the  fund 
arising  from  said  levy  and  collection  and  to  further  secure  the 
faithful  discharge  of  their  duties  in  preserving,  securing,  and 
paying  out  the  funds  c'reated  by  this  section. 

Sec.  22.  That  the  funds  arising  from  the  levy  of  the  tax 
or  that  may  arise  from  the  levy  of  such  tax  referred  to  in 
section  twenty-one  of  this  act  shall  be  used  by  the  board  of 
commissioners  of  said  county  to  aid  in  building,  improving,  and 
keeping  up  the  public  roads  and  bridges  of  the  county  and  in 
paying  any  damages  or  charges  incurred  in  the  construction 
and  maintenance  of  the  public  roads  of  the  county.  The  taxes 
arising  from  such  levy  shall  be  kept  separate  from  the  other 
funds  of  the  county  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and 
an  itemized  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  this 
fund  shall  be  annually  published  in  some  newspaper  of  the 
county.  Each  township  shall  receive  an  equitable  proportion 
of  the  fund  arising  from  said  taxes,  considering  the  amount 
contributed  by  each  township.  The  levy  of  this  tax  shall  cease 
and  not  be  made  after  the  road  bonds,  etc.,  provided  for  in  this 
act  shall  have  received  an  affirmative  vote — if  at  all — under  the 
machinery  of  this  act.  The  intent  being  that  no  road  tax  shall 
be  levied  by  the  board  of  county  commissioners  under  section 
twenty-one  of  this  act  after  road  bonds  shall  have  been  voted 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners are  authorized,  when  acting  under  sections  twenty-one

carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  be  used  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  principal  fund^is  used.

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CHAPTER  131 

AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  CONSTRUCTION  AND  THE 
MAINTENANCE  OF  THE  PUBLIC  ROADS  IN  THE  SEV- 
ERAL TOWNSHIPS  OF  CASWELL  COUNTY,  AND  TO  LEVY 
A  SPECIAL  TAX  THEREFOR. 

The  General  Assemhly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  in  order  to  ascertain  the  will  of  the  voters 
of  the  several  townships  in  Caswell  County  upon  the  question 
of  levying  and  collecting  a  special  tax  upon  the  polls  and  prop- 
erty in  any  township  in  said  county  for  the  purpose  of  building 
and  maintaining  the  public  roads  in  such  township,  the  board  of 
commissioners  of  Caswell  County,  upon  receipt  of  a  petition 
signed  by  one-fourth  of  the  registered  voters  at  the  preceding 
general  election  in  any  township  in  said  county  shall  order  an 
election  to  be  held  in  such  township  from  which  such  petition 
is  filed  within  ninety  days  after  such  filing.  That  said  petition 
to  said  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  contain  a  statement 
setting  forth  the  amount  of  the  poll  and  property  tax  to  be 
levied  and  collected,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  election  held  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  held  and  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now 
or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  law  for  holding  elections  for 
members  of  the  General  Assembly:  Provided,  however,  that 
said  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  appoint  the  registrars

That  any  person  engaged  in  hauling  or  transporting 
saw  logs  or  other  timber  on  any  public  road,  who  shall  transport 
or  cause  to  be  transported  by  means  of  chain  or  grab  hook,  or 
other  means,  to  be  made  to  slide  on  the  roadbed  by  a  method 
known  among  lumber  men  as  "dragging  or  snaking  logs,"  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  on  conviction  shall  be  fined 
not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  exceeding  thirty 
days:  Provided,  the  board  of  road  trustees  may,  under  certain 
conditions  satisfactory  to  them,  permit  such  hauling  or  dragging 
of  logs.

lying  in  Halifax  County,  the  probates  thereof  shall  be  in  all 
respects  confirmed,  and  are  hereby  validated. 

That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  an-d  after  its  rati- 
fication.

That  section  twelve  of  said  act  shall  be  amended  as 
follows:  Strike  out  all  after  the  word  "county"  in  line  one  of 
said  section  and  before  the  first  word  "and"  in  line  four,  and 
insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following:     "It  shrill  be  the  duty  of  the  tax  lists. 
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auditor  of  Warren  County  to  do  and  perform  all  duties  required 
by  law  of  the  register  of  deeds  of  said  county  of  Warren  relative 
to  making  out  tax  lists,  computing  taxes,  copying  tax  lists,  mak- 
ing abstracts  and  returns,  and  be  shall  supervise  and  direct  the 
listing  of  all  taxes  levied  in  said  county  and  shall  perform  all 
the  duties  required  by  law  of  the  register  of  deeds  of  said  county 

County  assessor,  relating  to  tax  listing  and  taxes,  an'd  shall  do  and  perform  all 
the  duties  that  are  or  may  be  required  by  law  of  a  county 
assessor  of  taxes  for  said  county  of  Warren.

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CHAPTEE  144 

AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  CONSTRUCTION  AND  RE- 
PAIR OP  THE  PUBLIC  ROADS  AND  BRIDGES  OF  ROBE- 
SON COUNTY  AND  TO  LEVY  A  SPECIAL  TAX  THEREFOR. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  the  construction  and  repair 
of  the  public  roads  of  Robeson  County  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  the  county  of  Robeson  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  divided 
into  five  districts,  to  contain  the  territory,  and  be  known 
and  designated,  as  follows,  to  wit:  District  number  one  shall 
be  composed  of  Lumberton,  Orrum,  Wishart's,  Howellsville  and 
Britt's  townships.  District  number  two  shall  be  composed  of 
Rowland,  Gaddys,  Fairmont,  White  House  and  Sterling's  town- 
ship. District  number  three  shall  be  composed  of  Maxton, 
Alfordsville,  Pembroke,  Back  Swamp  and  Thompson's  townships. 
District  number  four  shall  be  composed  of  Red  Springs,  Smith's, 
Raft  Swamp,  Saddletree  and  Burnt  Swamp  townships.  District 
number  five  shall  be  composed  of  Lumber  Bridge,  Shannon, 
Parkton,  Rennert  and  St.  Paul's  townships. 

Sec.  2.  That  in  order  to  perform  all  the  duties  heretofore  per- 
formed and  to  exercise  all  the  powers  heretofore  exercised  by 
the  road  trustees  oi  the  several  townships  and  by  the  board  of 
commissioners  of  Robeson  County  in  relation  to  the  public  roads 
and  bridges  of  said  county,  and  certain  other  duties  as  provided 
in  this  act,  there  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  created  a  body  to  be 
known  and  designated  as  the  "Road  Commission  of  Robeson 
County,"  hereinafter  called  the  road  commission,  or  the  commis- 
sion. Said  road  commission  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate, may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  adopt  a 
common  seal,  and  do  any  and  all  things  which  may  be  necessary 
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for.  the  proper  accomplishment  of  the  purposes  specified  in  this 
act,  and  may  purchase  and  hold  all  property  which  may  be  nec- 
essary for  the  exercise  of  the  powers  herein  conferred  upon  it.

Sec.  6.    The  members  of  said  road  commission,  before  entering  Comnii.ssioners  to 
upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  in  addition  to   the  oath  to  '^^^ '  ^' 
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support  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of 
the  State  of  North  Carolina,  shall  take  before  the  clerk  of  the 
Superior  Court  of  Robeson  County  the  following  oath  of  office, 
v/hich  oath  shall  be  signed  by  each  member  and  shall  be  attested 
by  said  clerk  and  recorded  in  the  book  of  official  oaths,  to  wit: 

"I do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm) 

that  I  will  honestly,  diligently,  and  faithfully  perform  the  duties 
of  the  office  of  member  of  the  road  commission  of  Robeson  County 
to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  skill  and  ability  so  help  me  God." 

Sec.  7.  The  said  road  commission  shall  meet  at  the  court- 
house in  Lumberton  within  twenty  days  after  the  ratification 
of  this  act  and  shall  proceed  to  organize  by  the  election  of  one 
of  its  members  as  chairman,  and  some  competent  citizen  of  Robe- 
son County  as  secretary.  Said  road  commission  shall  hold  a 
regular  meeting  at  the  courthouse  in  Lumberton  on  the  first 
Monday  in  each  month,  and  special  meetings  may  be  held  at  any 
time  upon  the  call  of  the  chairman  or  any  two  members  of  the 
board  upon  two  days  notice  to  the  members  who  do  not  join  in- 
the  call.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  commissioners  of 
Robeson  County  to  provide  a  suitable  room  in  the  courthouse 
at  Lumberton  for  the  use  of  said  road  commission  and  the  secre- 
tary thereof.  The  members  of  said  road  commission  shall  receive 
as  compensation  while  actually  engaged  in  the  performance  of

There  shall  be  elected  by  said  road  commission  on  or 
before  the  first  Monday  in  April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
seventeen,  and  annually  thereafter,  a  competent,  skillful,  and 
experienced  person,  having  practical  experience  in  modern 
methods  of  road  building,  who  shall  be  known  and  designated 
as  the  "superintendent  of  roads;"  and  there  shall  also  be  elected 
(if  the  road  commission  deem  necessary)  a  skilled  and  experi- 
enced civil  engineer,  also  experienced  in  modern  methods  of 
road  building,  who  shall  assist  the  superintendent  of  roads  in

the  several  townships  within  the  county  of  Robeson,  or  by  the 
board  of  commissioners  thereof,  or  by  any  other  body  or  person 
now  or  heretofore  acting  under  authority  of  existing  law  in  rela- 
tion to  the  public  roads  and  bridges  of  said  county,  whether 
under  general  law  or  by  special  statute,  and  the  management 
and  control  of  all  the  public  roads  and  bridges  within  said 
county  shall  be  vested  absolutely  and  entirely  in  said  road  com- 
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mission.  The  said  commission,  or  its  duly  autliorized  agent, 
shall  have  power  and  authority  to  supervise,  direct  and  have  full 
charge  and  control  of  the  building,  maintenance  and  repair  of 
all  public  roads  and  bridges  in'  said  county,  including  the  control 
of  the  county  convict  force,  it  shall  have  full  and  complete 
authority  to  determine  what  roads  or  parts  of  roads  shall  be 
vvorked  and  improved  and  how,  when  and  in  what  manner  the 
work  shall  be  done;  it  shall  have  full  charge  and  control  of  the 
laying  out  of  new  roads,  the  widening  or  relocating  of  any  public 
road  now  in  use,  and  discontinuing  old  roads,  the  establishment 
of  cartways;  it  shall  have  full  charge  and  control  over  all  public 
bridges,  and  shall  have  full  and  complete  power  and  authority 
to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  to  be  done  in  the  proper 
furtherance  and  for  the  prompt  discharge  of  said  duties  and  all 
other  duties  imposed  upon  it  by  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  The  system  of  working  the  public  roads  of  Robeson 
County  by  townships,  expending  within  each  township  the  road 
taxes  collected  within  that  township  is  hereby  abolished;  and 
hereafter  all  public  roads  of  said  county  shall  be  worked,  im- 
proved, maintained  and  repaired,  and  all  public  bridges,  built, 
cared  for  and  kept  up  from  the  taxes  to  be  levied  and  collected 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  taxes  so  collected  may 
be  expended  for  road  or  bridge  purposes  in  accordance  with  this

created  shall  be  kept  in  as  good  condition,  so  far  as  possible,  as 
the  public  roads  and  bridges  are  in  the  other  districts. 

Sec.  14.  All  person  confined  in  the  county  jail  of  Robeson 
County  under  final  sentence  of  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
for  crime  or  imprisoned  for  nonpayment  of  any  fine  or  costs,  or 
under  final  judgment  in  cases  of  bastardy,  or  as  vagrants,  and 
all  persons  who  would  otherwise  be  sent  to  the  common  jail  or  to 
the  State  prison;  for  a  term  of  not  more  than  ten  years,  and  in

"least"   and   "of"    in   said   line,   and   by   striking  ,out   the   words 
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"a  majority"  in  line  four  of  said  section  after  the  mark  of 
parenthesis,  and  inserting  the  words  "twenty-five  per  centum" 
in  each  instance  in  lieu  of  the  words  thus  stricken  out. 

Sec.  2.     That  the  amendment  to  this  act  shall  apply  only  to  Application  of  act.

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  CHAPTER  601  OP  THE  PUBLIC-LOCAL

as   valued    in   assessing   years    and    assessing   personal    property 
each  year.    The  board  of  list  takers  shall  ascertain  the  true  value  Assessments. 
in  money  of  all  personal  property  and  every  tract  or  parcel  of 
land  or  other  real  estate,  with  the  improvements  thereon,  and 
assess  the  same  in  accordance  with  said  valuation.

(A)  The  sheriff  of  Robeson  County  shall  receive  for  his 
salary  the  sum  of  three  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars  per 
annum  and  shall  also  receive  the  amount  of  his  actual  expenses 
for  conveying  prisoners  from  the  place  of  trial  to  jail,  from  jail 
to  the  place  of  trial;  for  taking  prisoners  to  the  State  Prison  and 
to  the  chain-gang;  for  taking  insane  persons  to  the  State  Hos- 
pital for  the  insane;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  to 
render  to  the  board  of  county  commissioners  a  monthly  itemized 
statement  of  all  expenses,  showing  the  date  incurred,  the  pur- 
poses for  which  incurred  and  the  amount  thereof,  and  when  it  is 
ascertained  that  the  same  is  correct  and  lawfully  incurred,  the 
said  expenses  shall  be  paid  by  proper  warrant  in  the  same 
manner  that  other  bills  are  paid  on  behalf  of  the  said  county  of 
Robeson.  All  the  incidental  expenses  of  maintaining  the  sheriff's 
office  shall  be  paid  by  the  sheriff  individually,  the  salary  herein 
provided  for  to  be  in  lieu  of  all  other  compensation  or  fees. 

(B)  The  sheriff  of  said  county  shall  also  apoint  a  jailer 
whose  salary  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  commissioners  of  said 
county,  but  said  salary  shall  not  exceed  fifty  dollars  per  month; 
and  the  actual  expenses  of  maintaining  the  common  jail  of  said 
county,  as  heretofore,  shall  also  be  paid  by  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  of  said,  county  from  the  funds  of  the  county,  as 
now  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of 
Robeson  County  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  their  services 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  per  annum:

(B)  The  register  of  deeds  of  Robeson  County  shall  receive  for 
his  salary  and  for  deputies  and  other  clerical  assistance  the  sum 
of  three  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  out  of 
the  allowance  made  to  said  register  of  deeds  in  this  section,  he 
shall  employ  and  pay  the  compensation  of  at  least  one  deputy 
register  of  deeds  and  such  other  and  further  clerical  assistance 
as  the  public  business  may  require;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  register  of  deeds  to  at  all  times  provide  and  pay  the  com- 
pensation of  sufficient  clerical  assistance  for  the  prompt  and  effi- 
cient discharge  of  his  duties  as  register  of  deeds  and  of  all  duties 
imposed  upon  him  by  law.

Sec.  12.  That  the  auditor  of  Madison  County  shall  O.  K.  all 
vouchers  issued  by  any  of  the  boards  or  commissions  thereof, 
and  in  the  discharge  of  this  duty  may  administer  oaths  to  any 
person  presenting  any  voucher. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  auditor  of  Madison  County  shall  occupy 
the  office  room  heretofore  occupied  by  the  treasurer  of  Madison 
County,  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners, and  shall  assist  in  the  clerical  work  of  said  board. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  auditor  of  Madison  County  shall  receive 
as  full  compensation  for  his  services  the  sum  of  three  dollars 
per  day  and  mileage  for  the  days  actually  engaged  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  duties,  said  mileage  to  be  the  same  as  that 
received  by  the  members  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
of  Madison  County. 

Sec.  15.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  effect  from  and  after  its  rati- 
fication. 

Sec.  16.  That  immediately  upon  the  ratification  of  this  act 
the  Secretary  of  State  shall  transmit  a  duly  certified  copy  of 
the  same  to  the  register  of  deeds  of  Madison  County.

In  case  there  should  Arbitration   for 
be  a  failure  to  agree  as  to  such  damages  said  "road  commissioner  damages, 
and  purchasing  agent"  and  the  owner  shall  each  in  writing  select 
an  arbitrator,  who  shall  in  writing  select  a  third  arbitrator,  and 
the  three  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  assess  such  damages  as  shall 
be  paid  as  hereinbefore  provided.    In  assessing  said  damages,  the  Benefits  consid- 
said    arbitrators    shall    take    into    consideration    the    amount    of 
special  benefits  to  be  derived  by  the  landowner  from  the  construc- 
tion of  said  road  and  deduct  the  same  from  the  amount  of  dam- 
ages they  may  find  to  be  due.     Said  arbitrators  shall  make  their  Right  of  appeal, 
award  in  writing  and  from  his  award  either  party  may  appeal  to 
the  Superior  Court  of  Anson  County.     The  party  appealing  shall.  Notice  of  appeal, 
within  ten  days  after  the  award,  give  notice  in  writing  to  the 
opposing  party  of  his  appeal,  and  the  last  chosen  arbitrator  shall  Case  on  appeal, 
certify  the  papers  in  the  matter  in  dispute  to  said  court;  the  clerk 
of  said  court  shall  docket  the  case  on  the  civil  issue  docket  and 
the  case  shall  be  tried  as  other  civil  actions:     Provided,  lioioever.  Proviso:     Notice 
that  except  in  cases  of  emergency  no  entry  shall  be  made  under  ^^^°^^  entry. 
the  provision  of  this  section,  upon  the  lands  of  any  person  until 
ten  days  notice  of  the  intention  to  make  such  entry  and  of  the 
material  to  be  taken*  shall  have  been  given  such  Ian-downer.    Such 
notice  shall  be  given  to  resident  landowners  who  are  sui  juris  by 
delivering  a  copy  of  the  same  to  them;    if  such  landowner  be  a 
minor  or  non  compos  mentis  and  have  a  resident  guardian,  by 
delivering  a  copy  of  such  notice  to  said  guardian;  if  a  minor  or 
insane  without  guardian,  to  the  person  with  whom  such  minor  or 
insane  person  resides.  If  the  landowner  be  a  nonresident,  by  mail- 
ing a  copy  of  such   notice  to   the  last  known    address   of  such 
landowner. 
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Sec.  18.  The  board  of  commissioners  of  Anson  County  are  ex- 
pressly authorized  and  empowered  to  cooperate  with  neighborhood 
subscriptions  in  the  construction  of  roads  and  to  purchase  all  nec- 
essary machinery  and  tools  for  the  construction,  maintenance  and 
repairing  of  any  public  roads. 

Sec.  19.  Any  patrolman  may  be  removed  from  his  office  and 
employment  by  the  "road  commissioner  and  purchasing  agent" 
for  neglect  of  duty  or  failure  to  perform  a  duty,  inefficiency  or 
any  other  just  cause. 

Sec.  20.  The  board  of  commissioners  of  Anson  County  shall 
have  power  and  authority  to  enter  into  any  and  all  necessary  con- 
tracts for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act 
and  to  expend  moneys  from  the  Anson  County  road  fund  for  said 
purpose.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  restrict  their 
power  to  enter  into  any  contracts. 

Sec.  21.  Chapter  five,  Public-Local  Acts  of  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  fifteen,  and  chapter  seven  hundred  and  sixty-fiv^, 
Public-Local  Acts  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifteen, 
authorizing  the  borrowing  of  money  by  the  board  of  commission- 
ers of  Anson  County  for  road  purposes  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  "road  commissioner  and  pur- 
chasing agent"  to  have  warrants  issued  for  any  person  who  shall 
fail  or  neglect  to  perform  any  duty  required  of  him  by  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act. 

Sec.  23.  In  the  expenditure  of  the  moneys  provided  for  in  sec- 
tion one  of  this  act,  the  board  of  commissioners  of  Anson  County 
and  the  "road  commissioner  and  purchasing  agent"  shall  have 
all  discretion,  power  and  authority  that  are  granted  to  the  board 
of  commissioners  of  the  county  of  Anson  under  the  general  road 
law  of  North  Carolina  and  to  the  board  of  commissioners  of 
Anson  County  and  "road  commissioner"  under  chapter  five  hun- 
dred and  seventy-one,  Public  Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  seven,  entitled  "An  act  to  improve  the  roads  of  Anson 
County,"  except  as  may  be  otherwise  provided  in  this  act. 

Sec.  24.  The  general  road  law  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina 
and  chapter  five  hundred  and  seventy-one,  Public  Laws  of  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  seven,  entitled  "An  act  to  improve 
the  roads  of  Anson  County,"  are  not  hereby  repealed,  except  in  so 
far  as  they  may  confiict  herewith  or  as  there  may  be  other  pro- 
visions herein  made. 

Sec.  25.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  Morven  Township,  or 
Lanesboro  Township,  Precinct  No.  2  road  district,  established  by 
chapter  four  hundred  and  eleven,  Public-Local  Acts  of  one  thou- 
and  nine  hundred  and  eleven,  or  to  the  property,  hands,  or  roads 
in  said  township  or  precinct. 

Sec.  26.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  the  patrolmen 
shall  have  all  the  power  and  authority  granted  by  the  general 
road  law  of  the  State  to  road  overseers. 
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Sec.  27.     Tlie  patrolmen  shall  work  as  directed  by  the  "road  Direction  of 
commissioner  and  purchasing  agent." 

Sec.  28.    This  act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its 
ratification.

CHAPTER  242 

AN  ACT  TO  FIX  THE  PAY  OF  THE  COUNTY  COMMISSION- 
ERS OF  McDowell  county.

Sec.  2.    That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this 
act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.    That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  rati- 
fication. 

Ratified  this  the  9th  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1917. 


CHAPTER  243 

AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  CONSTRUCTION  AND 
MAINTENANCE  OF  THE  PUBLIC  ROADS  AND  HIGHWAYS 
OF  YANCEY  COUNTY. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    The  board  of  commissioners  of  Yancey  County  shall,  Levy  of  special 
in  order  to  provide  for  the  proper  construction,  improvement,  and    ^^  °^  ^^^  ' 
maintenance  of  the  public  roads  and  highways  of  Yancey  County, 
at  their  regular  meeting  in  June,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
seventeen,  and  at  each  annual  meeting  thereafter,  and  it  is  here- 
by made  their  duty  to  levy  a  special  tax  upon  all  property  subject 
to  taxation  under  the  State  in  said  county  of  not  less  than  ten  Limits  of  rate, 
cents  and  not  more  than  thirty  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars 
worth  of  property,  and  not  less  than  thirty  cents^  nor  more  than 
ninety  cents  on  each  taxable  poll  in  said  county,  always  observing  Constitutional

the  constitutional  equation   of  property  and  poll  tax;    said  tax  Collection. 

shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  or  tax  collector  as  all  other  taxes, 

and  the  said  taxes  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  in  the  tax  Special  road  fund. 

books  of  the  county,  and  to  be  set  apart  as  a  special  road  fund  to 

be  used  for  the  construction,  improvement  and  maintenance  of  the 
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public  roads  and  highways  of  the  township  in  which  the  same  is 
collected.  And  further,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners 
of  Yancey  County  to  furnish  each  superintendent  of  roads  in  the 
various  townships  with  material  and  instruments,  such  as 
shovels,  picks,  mattocks,  road  scrapers,  plows,  and  such  other 
tools  and  material  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  proper 
construction  and  maintenance  of  roads  in  their  respective  sec- 
tions under  their  control:  Provided,  however,  that  the  money 
raised  under  this  section  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  be  used  for 
permanent  improvements  of  the  roads  in  the  township  where  the 
same  is  collected. 

Sec.  2.  That  there  shall  hereafter  be  elected  by  the  board  of 
commissioners  of  said  county  at  their  regular  meeting  in  May, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  at  their  regular 
meeting  in  May  of  each  year  thereafter,  two  superintendents  of 
roads  of  each  township  in  the  county,  who  shall  be  allowed  a 
compensation  of  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day 
for  each  day's  work  while  actually  and  positively  engaged  in  the 
work  of  superintending  the  working,  constructing,  or  repairing 
the  roads  of  their  respective  districts,  and  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
township  road  fund  for  the  township  for  which  they  are 
appointed,  and  who,  after  May,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
seventeen,  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  or  until  his  successor  is 
elected  and  qualified,  as  provided  for  in  this  aet:  Provided, 
further,  that  the  said  superintendent  of  roads  may  be  removed 
at  any  time  by  the  board  of  commissioners  after  having  been 
given  ten  days  notice  and  a  hearing,  where  in  the  opinion  of  such 
board  there  exists  a  good  and  sufficient  cause  for  such  action. 
Among  such  causes  shall  be  inability  to  perform  duties  required 
by  reason  of  carelessness,  indifference  or  other  cause,  and  for 
malfeasance  or  misconduct  in  office  he  may  be  removed  by  them 
without  further  notice  than  is  necessary  to  give  him  a  hearing. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duties  of  the  board  of  county 
commissioners,  at  their  regular  meeting  in  May,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  before  appointing  the  superin- 
tendents of  roads  herein  provided  for,  to  divide  each  township 
in  said  county  into  two  districts,  by  proper  boundaries,  and  record 
such  boundary  in  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  appoint  a 
superintendent  of  roads  for  each  district,  and  allotting  the  hainds 
in  each  district  to  the  superintendent  .appointed  for  such  dis- 
tricts; and  the  hands  thus  allotted  shall  not  be  required  to  work 
in  any  other  district  of  said  county;  and  all  taxes  collected  under 
this  act,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  or  maintaining  the  roads 
and  highways  of  the  county,  shall  be  expended  in  the  district  and 
by  the  superintendent  of  the  district  whence  collected. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  superintendents  of  roads,  as  herein  provided, 
shall  receive  a  fee  of  five  cents  for  each  hand  summoned  to  work 
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upon  the  roads  of  their  district,  but  the  same  shall  not  be  cumu- 
lative with  the  compensation  provided  for  in  section  two  of  this 
act,  nor  shall  said  superintendent  be  allowed  the  compensation 
provided  ror  in  section  two  while  making  such  summons. 

Sec.  5.    That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  roads  Direction  and  su-

shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  intention  to  embezzle  the  moneys 
so  collected  by  him:  Provided,  that  no  person  subject  to  road 
duty  shall  be  liable  to  work  upon  any  road  outside  of  his  own 
road  district  as  fixed  by  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  as 
provided  by  section  three  of  this  act. 

Sec.  7.  That  any  person  who  shall,  after  being  summoned  as 
provided  by  section  six  of  this  act,  fail  to  appear  upon  said  roads, 
as  required  to  do  by  summons,  after  having  failed  to  pay  the  sum 
of  six  dollars  as  provided  in  section  six  of  this  act,  or  failing  to 
have  present  as  substitute  an  able-bodied  man  of  road  age,  or  any 
person  who  shall  appear  as  summoned  and  fail  to  perform  good 
and  reasonable  labor  as  required  by  the  superintendent  of  his  dis- 
trict, shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  there- 
of shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  seven  dollars 
and  costs  for  each  day  he  fails  to  perform  or  have  performed  the 
work  required  of  him  to  be  performed'  upon  the  roads  of  his  dis- 
trict, and  in  case  of  the  failure  of  any  person  required  by  section 
six  of  this  act  to  work  upon  the  public  roads  of  his  district  upon 
failure  to  pay  the  six  dollars  provided  for  in  said  section  at  the 
time  of  being  summoned,  or  to  perform  the  work  required  of  him 
in  said  summons,  then  in  that  case  the  Superintendent  of  the  dis- 
trict shall  within  five  days  appear  before  some  justice  of  the  peace

the  public  good  will  permit;  and  the  drains  or  ditches  so  made 
shall  be  connected  to  the  nearest  ditch,  watercourse  or  waste 
ground,  and  shall  be  kept  open  by  said  superintendent  of  the 
roads  wherein  located,  and  shall  not  be  obstructed  by  the  owner

Sec.  1.     That  S.  M.  Transou,  of  the  county  of  Ashe,  and  W.  T.  Commissioners 
Upchurch,  of  the  county  of  Alleghany,  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
missioners to  lay  out  and  designate  such  changes  and  alterations  Dity- 
as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  to  improve  and  make  a  good  road 
in  the  county  line  road  between  the  said  counties  between  the 
following  points  in  said  road,  to  wit:     The  ford  of  Meadow  Fork  Terminals.

and  alterations,  as  near  as  practicable  as  they  are  made,  and  the  Designation  of

said  commissioners  shall  designate  such  changes  by  stakes  and 
blazes. 

Sec.  3.    That  after  said  road  changes  have  been  laid  out  under  Building  of  road, 
the  provisions  of  this  act  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  com- 
missioners of  said  counties  to  have  said  road  built  by  appointing 
overseers  of  said  road,  and  making  all  orders  necessary  to  con- 
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struct  the  same.  They  shall  require  all  men  of  road  age  living 
within  two  and  one-half  miles  of  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  to 
perform  work  on  said  road  for  such  time  (not  exceeding  eight 
days  in  one  year)  as  may  be  necessary  to  complete  said  road. 

Sec.  4.  That  when  said  road  changes  or  alterations  are  com- 
pleted and  report  of  sarne  is  made  to  the  board  of  commissioners 
of  the  respective  counties,  then  the  road  authorities  of  said 
counties  are  authorized  and  directed  to  take  charge  of  the  same 
and  keep  it  up  under  the  present  road  laws  or  those  hereafter 
enacted. 

Sec.  5.  That  each  county  shall  pay  its  road  commissioner  two 
dollars  per  day  for  such  time  as  he  may  be  engaged  in  performing 
his  duties  under  this  act,  and  said  road  commissioners  shall  in 
their  report  designate  such  damages  as  they  find  any  individual 
may  have  sustained,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  com- 
missioners of  the  county  where  such  damages  are  sustained  to 
pay  the  same.  Any  person  may  appeal  from  any  order  of  the 
board  O'f  commiissioners  in  respect  to  damage  sustained,  but  no 
appeal  shall  be  allowed  to  stop  work  on  the  road. 

Sec.  6.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this 
act  or  any  of  its  provisions  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  7.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratifi- 
cation.

clay,  gravel,  or  sand  were  taken,  as  aforesaid,  shall  claim  dam-

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and  in  making  out  the  damages  for  the  land  taken  and  for  the 
timber  and  materials  so  taken  as  aforesaid  the  said  abitrators 
shall  take  into  consideration  the  special  benefits  that  the  road 
when  built  will  confer  upon  the  land,  as  well  as  any  actual  dam- 
ages done  the  said  land  by  reason  of  the  construction  or  the 
change  in  the  said  road.  The  said  damage,  both  for  the  land 
taken,  and  for  timber  and  materials  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  general  fund  of  the  township,  and  any  of  the  parties 
shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Superior  Court,  after  giving 
a  good  and  sufRciemt  security,  .from  the  award  of  the  arbitrators:

Section  1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  Wilkes

Section  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  firm  or 
corporation  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  partridge  or  quail  in  Alex- 
ander County  during  any  season  of  the  year  or  to  ship  or  carry 
out  of  said  county  for  the  purpose  of  selling  or  otherwise  dis- 
posing of  for  gain  any  such  quail  or  partridge:  Provided  this 
act  shall  not  be  construed  as  prohibiting  the  selling  of  quail  or 
partridge  to  citizens  or  residents  of  the  county  for  their  own  use; 
and  provided  further,  that  nonresidents  of  the  State  who  shall 
have  obtained  their  license  as  hereinafter  provided  may  be 
allowed  to  carry  away  from  said  county  not  more  than  fifty  quail 
or  partridges  at  any  one  time. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
kill  any  quail  or  partridge  in  Alexander  County  between  the 
first  day  of  January  and  the  twentieth  day  of  November  of  each 
and  every  year  or  to  hunt  or  kill  any  opossum  in  said  county 
between  the  first  day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of  November  of 
each  and  every  year. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  or  persons  hunting  quail  or  partridge  in 
said  county  on  any  land  other  than  their  own  shall  first  obtain 
a  license  from  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  said  county  by 
paying  to  said  clerk  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  all  nonresidents 
of  the  State  hunting  quail  or  partridge  in  said  county  except

If  a 
majority  of  the  votes  so  cast  shall  be  "For  Abolishing  Treasurer's 
Office"  then  section  one  and  fourteen  shall  be  in  full  force  and 
effect  from  and  after  the  first  Monday  in  December,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  eighteen;  but  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  so  cast  shall  be 
"Against  Abolishing  Treasurer's  Office,"  then  said  sections  one 
and  fourteen  shall  be  of  no  effect. 

Sec.  15.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  16.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
ratification.

CHAPTEE  258 

AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  BOARD  OF  COMMISSIONERS

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  wishes  of 
the  people  of  Robeson  County  upon  the  question  of  issuing  bonds 
for  good  roads  and  levying  the  special  tax  hereinafter  provided 
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for,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  commissioners  of  Robeson 
County  to  submit  the  question  of  the  issuance  of  such  bonds  and 
the  levy  of  such  special  tax  to  the  voters  of  Robeson  County  who 
shall  register  and  qualify  to  vote  in  such  election  as  herein  pro- 
vided, at  an  election  to  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  May,  one  Date  of  election.

If  such  report  shall  state  that  the  said  road  commission 
or  any  employee  thereof  is  failing  or  neglecting  to  discharge  his 
duties  under  this  act,  or  that  any  person  has  been  guilty  of  neg- 
lect, irregularity,  misfeasance  or  nonfeasance,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  such  solicitor  to  carefully  investigate  the  facts,  and  if  as  the 
result  of  such  investigation  the  said  solicitor  be  of  opinion  that 
the  public  interests  require  the  prosecution  of  any  person  or  per- 
sons, then  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  prepare  bills  of  indictment  and 
to  present  same  to  the  grand  jury  and  to  take  any  and  all  steps 
as  may  be  necessary  in  the  prosecution  and  final  conviction  of  the 
person  or  persons  so  indicted. 

Sec.  28.  Any  member  of  the  road  commission,  its  secretary, 
superintendent,  engineer,  overseer,  foreman,  or  other  employee 
of  the  commission  who  shall  withhold  any  moneys  collected  or 
received  by  him  for  the  road  fund  under  this  act,  or  who  shall 
render  a  false  statement  of  account  to  the  road  commission,  or 
who  shall  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  any  false  or  fictitious  claim 
out  of  the  road  fund,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  shall  be  fined  or  imprisoned,  or  both,  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court.

AN  ACT   APPOINTING   ROAD   COMMISSIONERS   FOR   ROAD 
IMPROVEMENT  IN  BURKE  COUNTY. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 
Commissioners.  SECTION  1.     That  J.  E.  Erwin,  P.  0.  Walton,  and  John  M.  Mull, 

of  Morganton  Township,  and  William  Butler,  of  Silver  Creek 
Township,  and  S.  B.  Moore,  of  Linville  Township,  and  Ellis 
Fortner,  of  Upper  Creek  Township,  and  Salem  Franklin,  of  Jonas 
Bridge  Township,  and  Harrison  Avery,  of  Quaker  Meadow  Town- 
ship, and  Cameron  Smith,  of  Smoky  Creek  Township,  and  Mar- 
shall Brinkley,  of  Lovelady  Township,  and  M.  D.  Arney,  of  Icard 
Township,  and  Joseph  Mull,  of  Lower  Creek  Township,  and  J.  P. 
Bumgarner,  of  Upper  Pork  Township,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
appointed  and  constituted  the  board  of  road  commissioners  tor 
Burke  County.  That  immediately  after  the  ratification  of  this 
act  the  members  thereof  shall  meet  at  Morganton,  North  Caro- 
lina, and  organize  by  electing  one  of  the  members  chairman  of 
the  board,  and  one  of  their  members  secretary  of  the  board,  and 
one  of  their  members  treasurer  of  the  board.  The  term  of  the 
members  of  the  board  shall  be  as  follows,  viz:  Members  from 
Icard  and  Jonas  Ridge  townships  shall  be  for  one  year;  from 
Linville  and  Lovelady,  two  years;  members  from  Lower  Creek 
and  Lower  Fork  townships  three  years;  from  Morganton  and 
Quaker  Meadow,  four  years;  from  Silver  Creek  and  Smoky 
Creek,  five  years;  from  Upper  Creek  ap'd  Upper  Fork,  six  years; 
Successors.  and  that  the  successors  of  those  above  named  whose  terms  ex-

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pire  shall  serve  each  for  six  years  from  date  of  their  qualification. 
That  each  member  of  the  said  board  shall,  upon  his  appointment  Commissioners  to 
or  election,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  before  the  clerk  of  the 
Superior  Court  of  Burke  County  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
duties  as  a  member  of  the  said  board.     If  a  vacancy  shall  occur  Vacancies. 
by   death  or  resignation,  the  remaining  members  of  the   board 
shall  elect  some  well-qualified  man  from  the  township  in  which 
the  vacancy  occurs  as  his  successor  to  fill  said  vacancy.     At  the  Election  of  suc- 
expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  any  member  of  this  board  the 
remaining  members  shall  elect  some  well-qualified  elector  or  elec- 
tors of  the  township  from  which  said  vacancy  occurs  as  his  or 
their  successor  or  successors. 

Sec.  2.     Tliat  the  said  board  of  road  commissioners  of  Burke  incorporation. 
County  and  its  successors  im  office  be  and  it  is  hereby  constituted 
a  body  corporate  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  this  State, 
and  by  this  act,   under   the  name  and   style  of  "The   Board   of  Corporate  name. 
Road  Commissioners  of  Burke  County,"  and  shall  have  all  power  Corporate  powers, 
and  authority  granted  to  corporations  of  like  nature  by  the  laws 
of  North  Carolina,  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  make 
contracts,  acquire  real  and  personal  property,  by  gift,  devise,  or 
purchase,  hold,  exchange,  and  sell  the  same,  and  exercise  other 
rights  and  privileges  as  are  incident  to  other  municipal  corpora- 
tions of  like  nature,  such  as  the  condemnation  of  the  land  for 
road   construction,  widening  or  changing  of  any  road   or   roads 
in  the  said  county  of  Burke,  and  such  other  powers  as  are  neces- 
sary and  incident  to  the  carrying  out  of  all  the  provisions  of  this 
act.

of  the  roads  and  bridges  of  Burke  County  not  to  exceed  the  sum  Amount. 

The  bonds  so  issued  shall  be  Entitlement  of 
styled  "Burke  County  Good  Roads  Bonds,"  and   the   same   shall  ''°"'^®- 
be  of  such  denomination)  as  the  said  board  may  deem  advisable,  Denominations. 
bearing  interest   from   date   of   issuance  not   to   exceed   five   per  interest. 
cent    per    annum,   with   interest-bearing   coupons    attached,    pay- 
able annually  as  the  said  board  may  provide,  and  at  such  time 
and  times  and  such  place  and  places  as  the  board  may  fix.     The  Authentication. 
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bonds  issued  hereunder  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
board,  and  signed  by  the  chairman  thereof  and  countersigned  by 
its  secretary.  Such  bonds  to  be  of  such  form  and  tenor  and  trans- 
ferable in  such  way  as  said  board  of  road  commissioners  may 
fix,  the  principal  thereof  payable  and  redeemable  at  such  time 
or  times  not  to  exceed  forty-one  years  from  date  thereof  and  at 
such  place  or  places  as  the  said  board  of  road  commissioners 
shall  determine.  None  of  the  said  bonds  shall  be  disposed  of 
for  less  than  par  value.  Such  bonds  may  be  issued  at  such 
time  or  times  and  in  such  amounts  as  may  be  deemed  best  in 
the  opinion  of  the  board,  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  county  im  con- 
struction and  repair  of  its  roads.  The  board  shall  adopt  a  cor- 
porate seal,  and  any  bonds  issued  under  this  act  shall  have  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  board  attached  thereto.  The  liability  for 
the  payment  of  any  bonds  issued  under  and  by  virtue  of  this 
act,  together  with  all  that  may  be  due  thereon,  shall  be  attached 
thereto,  and  the  taxes  for  the  payment  thereof  shall  be  levied  and 
collected  as  other  taxes  are  levied  and  collected  in  Burke  County. 
The  bonds  issued  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  act  by  the  board

That  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  sinking  fund  for 
the  payment  of  the  bonds  issued  under  this  act,  and  the  payment 
of  the  interest  thereof,  and  for  a  maintenance  fund  to  keep  up 
the  said  roads  and  bridges,  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of 
Burke  County  and  their  successors  in  office,  shall  annually  on 
the  first  Monday  in  June  of  each  year  following  an  issuance  of 
bonds  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  act,  or  at  such  other  times  as 
may  be  fixed  by  law  for  the  levying  of  taxes,  a.wd  every  year 
thereafter,  levy  and  lay  a  special  tax  on  all  property  subject  to 
taxation  within  the  limits  of  Burke  County  except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  as  in  the  case  of  other  taxes  for  general  county  pur- 
poses, the  tax  to  be  of  not  more  than  thirty  cents  on  the  one  hun- 
dred dollars  valuation  of  real,  personal  and  mixed  property,  and 
not  exceeding  ninety  cents  on  the  poll.  The  taxes  so  levied  shall 
be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of  Burke  County  in  the  same  manner 
as  other  taxes  are  collected,  and  without  additional  charge,  and 
shall  be  kept  separate  from  the  other  taxes.  The  funds  so  col- 
lected from  the  sale  of  bonds  and  taxes  shall  be  turned  over  to 
the  treasurer  of  Burke  County  or  some  solvent  bank  or  banks 
in  said  county  to  be  designated  by  said  board  of  road  commis- 
sioners; and  shall  be  apportioned  by  said  commissioners  in  such 
manner  as  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  initerest  on  said 
bonds  when  due  and  for  the  discharge  of  the  principal  thereoi'

at  maturity,  and  for  the  construction,  maintenance  and  repair 
of  the  public  roads  of  Burke  County  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

Sec.  5.     That  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  repairing  and  Road  superintend- 
maintaining  the  roads  in  said  county,  the  board  of  road  commis-  nates. 
sioners  shall  employ  a  road  superintendent  and  such  subordinates 
thereto  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  act,

Sec.  8.  That,  whereas  Morganton  Township  has  outstanding  Bonds  for  Mor- 
flfty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  in  bonds,  the  proceeds  of  which  ^^^ '^^  ow  s  i  . 
have  been  expended  in  making  permanent  road  improvements 
in  the  said  township,  and  whereas  it  is  desired  to  make  the  whole 
road  improvement  scheme  a  county  instead  of  a  township  move- 
ment, the  board  of  road  commissioners  of  Burke  County  shall 
deliver  to  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of 
Burke  County  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  in  bonds  author- 
ized by  this  act,  properly  signed  and  sealed,  to  be  substituted  for 
the  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  the  said  township  now  has 
outstanding,  if  the  holders  thereof  will  consent  thereto;  if  the  Special  deposit. 
holders  will  not  consent  to  the  chamge,  then  said  bonds  are  to  be 
placed  on  special  deposit  in  the  safety  deposit  vault  in  some 
banking  institution  to  be  selected  by  the  county  commissioners 
of  Burke  County,  and  the  coupons  thereon  to  be  paid  by  the 
county  treasurer  or  financial  agent  as  they  become  due,  the 
money  arising  therefrom  to  be  devoted  to  the  payment  of  the  in- 
terest on  the  township  bonds  as  far  as  it  will  go,  and  the  excess, 
if  any,  on  the  principal  of  the  township  bonds  and  the  amount 
required  as  a  sinking  fund,  while  the  bonds  themselves  are  to 
be  retained  for  the  redemption  of  the  fifty  thousand  dollars,  the 
amount  of  the  Morganton  Township  bonds  outstanding.  Said  Sale  for  payment

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thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  in  bonds  after  due  advertisement  at 
a  price  not  less  than  par  value  whenever  a  sale  thereof  is  neces- 
sary to  pay  off  and  discharge  the  outstanding  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars ($50,000)  of  Morganton  Township  road  bonds. 

Sec.  9.  If  there  are  other  townships  in  Burke  County  that 
have  issued  and  sold  road  bonds,  they  may  have  the  said  road 
bonds  so  issued  and  sold,  taken  up  as  Morganton  Township  road 
bonds  are  taken  up  by  this  act,  provided  they  turn  over  to  the 
board  of  road  commissioners  herein  appointed,  all  the  proceeds 
of  the  said  township  bond  sale,  that  they  have  not  expended  on 
their  roads  at  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  be  used  by  it  as  this  act 
provides. 

Sec.  10.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  any  township  in 
Burke  County  (except  Morganton  Township)  which  has  hereto- 
fore voted  in  favor  of  the  issue  of  road  bonds;  nor  shall  any  tax 
provided  for  in  this  act  be  levied  or  collected  upon  the  property 
or  polls  in  any  such  township  (other  than  Morganton  Township) 
unless  and  until  at  an  election  held  in  said  township  a  ma- 
jority of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election  shall  be  cast  in  favor  of 
adopting  the  provisions  of  this  act.  At  any  time  upon  a  petition 
presented  to  the  board  of  road  commissioners  of  Burke  County, 
signed  by  ten  per  cent  of  the  qualified  voters  of  any  such  town- 
ship, an  election  shall  be  called  by  said  board  of  road  commis- 
sioners and  held  to  determine  whether  or  mot  the  township  so 
petitioning  shall  adopt  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Said  election 
shall  be  held  under  the  provisions  of  the  law  under  which  the 
bonds  of  said  township  were  voted;  and  at  said  election  those  in 
favor  of  adopting  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  said  township 
shall  vote  a  ballot  on  which  is  written  or  printed  the  words  "For 
County  Road  Law"  and  those  opposed  thereto  shall  vote  a  ballot 
On  which  is  written  or  printed  the  words  "Against  County  Road 
Law."  If  at  said  election  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  in 
favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  then  all  unex- 
pended road  fund  belonging  to  said  township  shall  be  immediately 
turned  over  to  the  board  of  road  commissioners  of  Burke  County, 
and  all  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  forthwith  apply  thereto. 
If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election. shall  be  against 
the  adoption  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  then  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  said  township;  and  the  roads  of 
said  township  shall  be  constructed  and  maintained  and  all  the 
road  funds  belonging  thereto  shall  be  expended  by  the  road  com- 
missioners elected  by  said  township  in  the  manner  heretofore 
provided  by  law. 

Sec.  11.  The  roads  to  be  made,  opened,  built  or  improved  by 
the  board  of  road  commissioners  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  as  follows:  The  public  road  leading  from  Morganton  to 
the   Caldwell  County  line  at   or  near  Tuttles   Cross  Roads;    the 
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public  road  leading  from  Morganton-  to  the  Catawba  County  line 
below  Hildebrand;  the  public  road  leading  from  Morganton 
down  the  Laurel  to  the  Lincoln  County  line;  the  public  road

from  whatever  person  or  peirscins  or  institution  it  shall  deeim 
most  expedient,  or,  in  its  discretion,  to  issue  bonds  of  the  said 
township,  of  not  less  than  three  thousand  dollars  and  not  to 
exceed  five  thousand  dollars,  for  the  construction,  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  public  roads  in  said  township.  If  bonds  are  issued,

JURISDICTION  AND  PROCEEDINGS  OF  SAID  COURT. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Sectiox  1.     That  a  special  or  recorder's  court  for  the  trial  of  Court    established, 
certain  criminal  and  civil  causes  herein  provided  for  and  to  be 
designated  as  "The  Recorder's  Court  of  the  Town  of  Apex  and  ^^f^l'^^  entitle- 
WTiite  Oak  Township"  is  hereby  created  and  established. 

Sec.  2.     The  said  court  shall  be  a  court  of  record  and  shall  be  Court  of  record, 
presided  over  by  a  recorder,  who  shall  be  an  elector  of  Wake  Reeorder. 
County,  of  good  moral  character  and  a  licensed  attorney  at  law. 

Sec.  3.     That  a  recorder  to  preside  over  said  court  and  perform  Election  and  term 
the   duties   hereinafter  prescribed  shall  be  elected   immediately 
after  the  ratification  of  this  act,  by  the  board  of  commissioners 
and  the  mayor  of  the  town  of  Apex,  and  said  recorder  shall  hold 
said  office  until  his  successor  shall  be  duly  elected  and  qualified.

not  exceed  twenty  dollars:  failure  to  list  taxes,  assault  and  bat- 
tery with  a  deadly  weapon  or  when  serious  damage  is  done; 
fornication'  and  adultery,  abandonment,  cruelty  to  animals,  resist- 
ing officer,  malicious  injury  to  real  or  personal  property,  tres- 
passing on  land  after  being  forbidden,  forcible  trespass,  enticing 
servants  to  leave  master,  indecent  exposure  of  person,  retailing 
spirituous  liquors  without  license,  selling  or  giving  away  spirit- 
uous liquors  to  minors,  and  other  violations  of  the  laws  relating 
to  intoxicating  liquors,  selling  or  giving  away  cigarettes  to 
minors,  obtaining  advances  by  false  pretense,  bastardy,  dis- 
posing of  mortgaged  property,  and  of  all  other  crimes  and  mis- 
demeanors now  existing  U'nder  the  laws  of  North  Carolina  and 
as  they  may  hereafter  be  added  to,  substituted  or  amended,  where 
the  punishment  does  not  exceed  a  fine  of  two  hundred  dollars  and 
imprisonment  for  two  years,  and  all  crimes  which  under  the 
common  law  are  misdemeanors  wherein  the  punishment  is  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court.  All  the  foregoing  offenses  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  petty  misdemeanors. 

Sec.  6.  That  in  addition  to  the  jurisdiction  given  in  section 
five  of  this  act  the  said  court  is  hereby  given  exclusive  jurisdic- 
tion to  hear  and  bind  over  to  the  Superior  Court  all  persons 
charged  with  crime  committed  within  that  territory  embraced 
within  the  lines  of  White  Oak  Township,  including  the  town  of 
Apex,  wherein  preliminary  investigation  thereof  is  now  conferred 
on  justices  of  the  peace  of  White  Oak  Township  or  mayor  of 
the  town  of  Apex.  The  justices  of  the  peace  of  said  township  are 
hereby  empowered  and  directed,  in  any  criminal  action  pending 
in  their  court  wherein  said  justice's  court  does  not  have  final 
jurisdiction,  and  wherein  preliminary  investigation  is  now  con-

The  process  of  said  court  may  be  issued  to  the  marshal, 
chief  of  police,  or  other  policeman  of  the  town  of  Apex,  or  to  the 
sheriff,  constable,  or  other  lawful  officer  of  Wake  County,  or  any 
other  county  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  such  process 
when  attested  by  the  seal  of  said  court,  shall  run  anywhere  in 
the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  shall  be  executed  by  all  officers 
and  returns  made  according  to  law:  Provided,  no  seal  shall  be 
required  upon  any  process  issued  by  or  from  said  court  to  any 
officer  in  the  town  of  Apex  or  the  county  of  Wake. 

Sec.  20.  Should  the  recorder  of  this  court  be  prevented  from 
attending  to  his  duties  on  account  of  sickness  or  other  temporary 
disability,  or  by  absence  from  the  town  of  Apex  and  the  township 
of  White  Oak,  then  in  that  case  the  commissioners  and  the  mayor 
of  the  town  of  Apex  may  at  any  special  or  regular  meeting  elect 
a  substitute  recorder  who  shall  have  all  the  jurisdiction,  power, 
and  authority  herein  conferred  upon  the  duly  elected  recorder  of 
said  court  during  the  time  said  recorder  is  prevented  from  attend- 
ing to  his  dutie'S  as  aforesaid.  His  compensation  shall  be  the 
same  as  that  of  the  regular  recorder  for  each  day  that  he  shall 
preside  over  said  court  as  aforesaid,  to  be  deducted  from  the  com- 
pensation due  to  the  regular  recorder. 

Sec.  21.  !»  each  case  disposed  of  by  said  recorder  or  substitute 
recorder,  where  the  defendant  is  convicted  or  pleads  guilty,  there 
shall,  in  addition  to  other  lawful  costs,  be  allowed  the  following 
fees,  to  be  taxed  as  part  of  the  cost  against  the  defendant,  as 
follows:  for  the  judge  of  said  court,  two  dollars,  and  the  clerk 
of  said  court  shall  receive  the  sam'e  fees  for  all  warrants  and 
other  process,  papers,  or  affidavits  as  are  now  allowed  to  the 
clerks  of  the  Superior  Courts  and  jutices  of  the  peace  in  similar 
cases.

Sec.  29.  Said  court  shall  have  the  same  power  to  punish  for 
contempt  as  is  given  to  the  Superior  Courts  of  this  State  by 
chapter  seventeen  of  the  Revisal  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
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and  five  of  North  Carolina  and  all  amendments  thereto,  and  the  Procedure, 
procedure  in  such  matters  shall  be  the  same  as  now  provided  by 
law  for  said  Superior  Courts. 

'  Sec.  30.  In  all  cases  the  said  court  shall  have  the  right  to  Amendments.

CHAPTER  283 

AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  ROAD  COMMISSIONERS  AND  ROAD 
IMPROVEMENTS  IN  BRACKETT  TOWNSHIP,  McDOWELL 
COUNTY. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

SECTiojf  1.     That   P.    D.    Nanney.    J.    L.    Arrowood  and   W.    S.  Road  commis- 
sioners. 
Taylor  be   and  they   are   hereby  appointed   and   constituted   the 

board  of  road  commissioners  for  Brackett  Township,  McDowell 
County.     That  immediately  after  the  ratification  of  this  act  the  Meeting  and  or- 
members  thereof  shall  meet  and  organize  by  electing  one  of  their  ^^"^^^ 
members  chairman  of  the  board,  and  one  of  their  members  sec- 
retary   and    treasurer    of    the    board.     The    said    commissiioners  Term  of  office, 
shall  hold  office  and  serve  until  the  first  Monday  in  May.  nine- 
teen hundred  and  eighteen,  and  until  their   successors  shall  be 
appointed  and  qualified.     Each  member  of  the  board  shall  take  Commissioners  to 
and  subscribe  an  oath  before  some  person  authorized  to  admin- 
ister  oaths   for   the    faithful   performance    of   their    duties   as   a 
member  of  said  board.     If  a  vacancy  shall   occur  by   death  or  Vacancies, 
resignation,  the  remaininglnembers  of  the  board  shall  elect  some 
well  qualified  elector  of  Brackett   Township,  McDowell   County, 
to  fill  said  vacancy,  the  elector  to  be  of  the  same  political  faith  Political  faith. 
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as  his  predecessor.  At  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  the 
members  of  this  board,  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Mc- 
Dowell County  shall  appoint  three  well  qualified  electors  of  said 
Brackett  Township  as  their  successors  for  the  term  of  two 
years:  Provided,  that  each  member  appointed  shall  be  of  the 
same  political  faith  as  his  predecessor. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  board  of  road  commissioners  of  Brackett 
Township,  McDowell  County,  and  its  successors  in  office,  be  and 
it  is  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  under  and  by  virtue  of 
the  laws  of  North  Carolina  and  by  this  act,  under  the  name  and 
style  of  "The  Board  of  Road  Commissioners  of  Brackett  Town- 
ship, McDowell  County,"  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  au- 
thority granted  to  corporations  of  like  nature  by  the  laws  of 
North  Carolina;  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  make 
contracts,  acquire  real  and  personal  property  by  gift  or  devise, 
hold,  exchange,  and  sell  the  same,  and  exercise  such  other  rights 
and  privileges  as  are  incident  to  other  municipal  corporations 
of  like  nature,  such  as  the  condemnation  of  land  for  the  con- 
struction, widening  or  changing  of  any  roads  in  the  township, 
and  such  other  powers  as  are  necessary  to  carry  out  any  and  all 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  take  charge 
of  the  working,  repairing,  maintaining,  altering  and  construct- 
ing of  any  and  all  roads  of  Brackett  Township,  McDowell  County, 
now  maintained  by  the  county  as  public  roads,  and  it  is  hereby 
vested  with  all  powers,  rights  and  authorities  now  vested  in  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  of  McDowell  County  and  the  road 
supervisors  of  Brackett  Township  for  the  general  supervision  of 
the  roads  of  said  township  and  for  the  construction  and  repair 
thereof,  and  the  said  board  of  road  commissioners  of  Brackett 
Township,  McDowell  County,  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  issue  bonds  of  Brackett  Township,  McDowell  County,  for 
the  construction  and  repair  of  roads  in  said  township,  not  to  ex- 
ceed the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars  ($6,000.00).  The  bonds  so 
issued  shall  be  styled  "Brackett  Township  Good  Roads  Bonds," 
and  the  same  shall  be  of  such  denomination  and  of  such  propor- 
tion as  ■  said  board  may  deem  advisable,  bearing  interest  from 
date  of  issuance,  not  to  exceed  six  per  cent  per  annum,  with  in- 
terest coupons  attached,  payable  semiannually,  as  said  board 
may  provide,  and  at  such  time  or  times  and  at  such  place  or 
places  as  said  board  may  fix.  The  bonds  issued  hereunder  shall 
be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  board  and  signed  by  the  chair- 
man thereof,  and  countersigned  by  its  secretary.  Said  bonds  to 
be  of  such  form  and  tenor  and  transferable  in  such  way,  and  the 
principal  thereof  payable  and  redeemable  at  such  time  or  times, 
not  to  exceed  fifteen  years  from  date  thereof,  and  at  such  place 
or  places  as  said  board  of  road  commissioners   may  determine.

Sec.  6.  That  the  board  of  road  commissioners  shall  have  the 
power  to  advertise  and  sell  any  or  all  of  said  bonds  at  such  time 
and  place  as  they  may  deem  best,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  a 
fund  with  which  to  construct  and  improve  the  public  roads  of 
said  township,  as  aforesaid:  Provided,  however,  the  purchasers 
of  said  bonds  shall  not  be  required  to  see  to  the  application  of 
the  funds. 

Sec.  7.  The  said  board  of  road  commissioners  shall  use  the 
funds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  to  construct,  improve, 
and  maintain  public  highways  of  said  township,  and  shall  pur- 
chase and  hold,  or  contract  for  the  use  of  such  tools,  machinery, 
and  stock,  and  employ  such  contractors,  overseers,  foremen  and 
repairers  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  said  purpose. 

Sec.  8.  The  highways  to  be  made,  opened,  built,  or  improved 
by  the  board  of  road  commissioners  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  from  time  to  time  be  designated  by  said  board.  In 
designating  said  highways,  said  board  of  road  commissioners 
shall  take  into  consideration  the  needs  of  the  entire  township 
and  every  part  thereof,  opening  or  altering  those  highways 
which  in  its  opinion  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  greatest  possible 
number  of  people  in  the  township.  To  the  end  that  this  may  be 
properly  done,  said  board  of  road  commissioners  is  hereby 
authorized  to  employ  an  expert  road  engineer  at  a  compensation 
to  be  fixed  by  it,  and  to  be  paid  out  of  the  general  fund  to  be 
raised  under  this  act,  to  advise  it  in  the  preliminaries,  to  make 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  work,  and  to  have  a  general  over- 
sight of  the  work,  that  it  may  be  properly  done.  The  highway 
engineer  shall  advise  the  board  of  road  commissioners  regarding 
the  road  work,  supervise  the  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
work  and  have  a  general  supervision  of  all  road  work;  is 
expressly  authorized  to  give  instructions  to  the  highway  super- 
intendent, as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  9.  The  highways  of  said  township  constructed  or  im- 
proved under  this  act  shall  have  a  right  of  way  of  not  less  than 
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twenty  feet,  except  where  the  board  of  road  commissioners  deem 
it  impracticable  to  require  such  width,  and  in  such  cases  the 
width  to  be  at  least  fourteen  feet,  of  which  not  less  than  twelve 
feet  shall  be  free  from  logs,  stumps,  rocks,  and  drains  except 
where  ledges  of  rock  are  encountered,  or  where  the  width  is 
considered  impracticable  by  the  engineer.  The  alignment  of  the  Alignment, 
road  shall  conform  to  topography  of  the  lands  through  which  it 
goes,  a&d  that  no  drains  over  six  per  cent,  except  as  such  grade  Orade.

Sec.  11.     In  opening  new  highways,  widening  and  straighten-  Entry  on  land.

commissioners,  through  its  agents,  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter 
upon  any  land  and  locate  and  build  such  highways.    If  the  board  Assessment  of

upon  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  land,  notifying  them  that  the 
highway  is  to  be  located  upon  said  land  under  authority  of  this 
act:  Provided  further,  that  in  assessing  the  damages  sustained  Proviso:  Benefits 
by  any  landowner,  the  jury  shall  also  take  into  consideration 
the  special  benefits,  if  any,  accruing  to  the  landowner,  and  if 
such  benefits  shall  exceed  the  damages,  then  the  amount  of  such 
excess  benefits  shall  be  assessed  against  the  landowner  and  shall 
constitute  a  lien  upon  the  land  adjoining  the  road,  and  shall  be 
collected  by  the  sheriff  in  the  same  way  as  public  taxes:  And  Time  for  bringing 
it  is  further  provided,  that  'no  suit  shall  be  instituted  by  the 
landowner  for  damages  on  account  of  the  location  of  the  road 
under  this  act,  or  the  taking  of  timber  or  material,  until  atier 
sixty  days  after  the  completion  of  the  road  across  the  lands  of 
such  landowner,  and  no  suit  shall  be  brought  by  any  landowner 
unless  the  same  is  commenced  within  ninety  days  after  the  com- 
pletion of  the  road  by  or  across  the  lands  of  the  claimant. 
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Sec.  12.  All  expenses  incurred  by  the  board  of  road  commis- 
sioners on  account  of  meetings  held  by  reason  of  their  duties 
imposed  by  this  act,  shall  be  paid  under  their  order  out  of  the 
funds  provided  for  by  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  The  term  "highway"  shall  be  understood  to  mean  all 
public  roads  designated  as  such  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

Sec.  14.  Any  member  of  the  board  of  road  commissioners,  or 
highway  superintendent,  making  or  causing  to  be  made  any 
fraudulent  order  whereby  money  is  to  be  paid  out  of  said  high- 
way fund,  or  any  treasurer  knowingly  paying  any  fraudulent 
order,  shall  be  guilty  of  felony  and  shall  be  imprisoned  or  fined, 
or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  shall  be  removed  from 
office. 

Sec.  15.  That  any  moneys  in  the  hands  of  the  county  treas- 
urer, or  to  be  placed  or  which  are  placed  in  his  hands  from  the 
collection  of  taxes  now  levied,  to  the  credit  of  the  road  funds  of 
the  township  at  the  time  this  act  becomes  effective,  shall  be 
turned  over  to  the  treasurer  herein  provided  for,  but  they  shall 
be  kept  separate  from  the  regular  fund  and  shall  be  expeinded 
for  good  roads  work  in  the  township,  under  the  authority  of  the 
board  of  road  commissioners. 

Sec.  16.  The  treasurer  herein  provided  for  shall  annually 
publish  in  some  newspaper  published  in  McDowell  County  an 
itemized  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  by  him 
made  of  moneys  received  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  17.  The  members  of  the  board  of  road  commissioners 
shall  receive  for  their  services  two  dollars  per  day,  without 
mileage,  during  the  time  they  are  actually  employed  in  the  dis- 
charge of  tlieir  duties  assigned  them  by  this  act.  They  shall  be 
allowed  all  necessary  expenses  for  postage,  stationery  and  attor- 
neys' fees,  and  for  other  and  additional  expenses  as  may  be  in- 
curred by  them  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

Sec.  18.  The  board,  through  its  officers  and  agents,  is  hereby 
authorized  to  enter  upon  any  uncultivated  land  near  or  adjoin- 
ing any  public  road  of  said  township,  to  cut  and  carry  away 
any  timber,  except  trees  or  groves  on  improved  land  planted  or 
left  for  shade  or  ornament,  take  or  cause  to  be  taken  and  carried 
away  any  gravel,  sand,  clay,  dirt  or  stone  which  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  repair  and  construction  of  roads  in  said 
township;  and  upon  any  lands  adjoining  or  lying  near  any  road 
in  said  township  in  order  to  make  such  drains  or  ditches  through 
the  same  that  the  board  may  deem  necessary  for  the  better  con- 
dition of  the  road;  and  the  drains  or  ditches  so  made  shall  aot 
be  obstructed  by  the  occupants  of  such  lands  or  any  other  per- 
son; that  any  person  obstructing  such  drains  or  ditches  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  fined  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars 
(150.00),  or  imprisoned  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 
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Sec.  19.  The  owner  of  any  land  from  which  any  timber,  or 
other  material  has  been  removed  may  present  to  the  board  his 
claim  in  writing,  and  upon  such  presentation  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  board  to  set  a  day  not  earlier  than  sixty  days,  after  the 
removal  of  such  timber  or  material,  for  the  purpose  of  hearing 
his  claim.  Upon  the  hearing  thereof,  the  claimant  may  appeal 
to  the  Superior  Court  of  McDowell  County  to  have  his  cause 
tried  as  in  other  civil  causes. 

Sec.  20.  That  all  male  persons  within  twenty-one  and  forty- 
five  years  of  age,  who  have  resided  in  said  township  for  thirty 
days,  shall  perform  six  days  work  annually  on  the  public  roads 
of  said  township,  or  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  road 
commissioners  in  lieu  thereof  the  sum  of  two  dollars  ($2.00): 
Provided,  same  is  paid  by  the  first  day  of  May  of  each  year;  but 
the  sum  of  three  dollars  ($3.00)  if  not  paid  before  the  first  day 
of  June  of  each  year,  and  the  sum  of  four  dollars  ($4.00)  if  not 
paid  before  the  first  day  of  August  in  each  year.  That  when  any 
person  liable  to  perform  road  duty,  as  aforesaid,  shall  fail  or 
neglect  to  work  when  warned  by  the  proper  person  authorized 
for  that  purpose  by  said  highway  commission,  or  shall  refuse  to 
work  when  so  warned,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon 
conviction  shall  be  punished  in-  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  21.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  22.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  ratification.

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The  General  Assembly  of  North  Oarolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  a  special  court  to  be  designated  the  Recorder's 
Court  of  Hamlet  District,  Richmond  County,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  created. 

Sec.  2-A.  The  Hamlet  District  is  composed  of  all  Mark's 
Creek  Township,  Richmond  County.  The  court  for  the  said  Ham- 
let District  shall  be  held  in  the  city  hall  of  Hamlet,  or  in  some 
other  place  provided  by  the  commissioners  of  the  town  of  Ham- 
let. At  the  first  meeting  of  the  county  commissioners  after 
the  first  of  December,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighteen, 
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they  shall  appoint  a  recorder  as  provided  for  herein,  who  shall 
be  a  qualified  voter  of  Mark's  Creek  Township,  whose  term  of 
oflSce  shall  be  for  two  years.

town,  city,  or  incorporated  village  in  Mark's  Creek  Township, 
Richmond  County,  and  all  criminal  actions,  matters,  and  pro- 
ceedings cognizable  before  the  mayors  of  any  of  said  towns,  cities, 
or  incorporated  villages  within  the  limits  of  the  several  towns 
wherein  the  said  court  is  held.

In  all  criminal  actions  for  which  the  justices  of  the 
peace  have  not  final  jurisdiction,  and  violation  of  town  ordi-

Sec.  14.  There  shall  be  dockets,  files,  and  records  of  all  pro- 
ceedings in  said  recorder's  court  conforming  as  nearly  as  possi- 
ble to  the  records  of  the  proceedings  in  the  Superior  Court.  The 
recorder  shall  keep  the  record  and  perform  the  duties  of  the 
clerk  of  the  said  recorder's  court,  shall  collect  the  same  fees  and 
pay  them  over,  together  with  an  itemized  statement  of  all  fines, 
costs,  and  moneys  collected  on  the  first  Monday  in  each  month 
to  the  county  commissioners  of  Richmond  County,  and  all  moneys 
and  costs  to  be  paid  to  the  town  of  Hamlet,  to  be  paid  at  the  same 
time  with  a  report  of  the  same  to  commissioners  of  the  said 
town. 

Sec.  15.  Said  court  shall  be  presided  over  by  recorder  as  pro- 
vided herein,  who  shall  be  qualified  elector  of  his  district  and  of 
good  character  and  of  some  knowledge  of  legal  procedure.  The 
recorder  shall  be  appointed  by  the  county  commissioners,  and 
shall  hold  office  for  two  years  and  until  his  successor  is  elected 
and  qualified. 

Sec.  16.  Should  any  recorder  be  a  practicing  attorney  he  shall 
not  be  prohibited  from  practicing  the  profession  of  an  attorney  at 
law  in  the  other  courts  in  this  State  except  as  to  matters  con-

that  should  any  recorder  be  elected  who  is  a  practicing  attorney, 
and  has  a  partnership  for  criminal  practice  with  any  other  law- 
yer, said  lawyer  so  associated  with  the  recorder  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  practice  law  in  the  recorder's  court  over  which  his 
partner  presides.

The  road  commission  sliall  consist  of  tliree  persons, 
said  persons  to  be  named  by  the  Governor  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  chairmen  of  the  executive  committees  of  the  Demo- 
cratic and  Republican  parties,  two  of  which  shall  be  of  the  ma- 
jority party  and  one  of  the  minority  party  of  the  State,  and  shall 
be  men  of  good  husiness  qualifications  and  shall  he  freeholders, 
one  to  be  appointed  for  two  years,  one  for  four  years  and  one  for 
six  years.  The  Governor  shall  also  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  mem- 
bership of  said  road  commission  caused  either  by  death  or  resig- 
nation, and  upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  any  member,  he 
shall  appoint  his  successor. 

Sec.  3.  Said  road  commission  shall  hire  or  cause  to  be  hired 
an  experienced  road  supervisor,  and  said  supervisor  shall  have 
charge  of  the  public  roads  of  the  entire  county  and  shall  work 
under  the  direction  and  in  connection  with  the  State  highway 
engineer. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  supervisor  shall  keep  a  daily  report  of  work 
done  throughout  the  entire  county  and  shall  make  an  itemized 
report  to  the  road  commission  on  the  first  day  in  each  month, 
and  in  no  case  shall  the  expenditures  on  the  said  roads  of  the 
county  exceed  the  income,  except  in  case  of  a  storm  or  floods. 

Sec.  5.  Said  road  commission  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept 
an  itemized  account  of  all  funds  received  and  from  what  source 
received  and  how  expended  by  them  and  shall  take  receipts  for 
same,  and  said  books  and  receipts  shall  at  all  times  be  open  for 
inspection  and  be  audited  by  the  proper  parties  appointed  by  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  to  audit  the  books  of  said  county. 

Sec.  6.  The  person  liable  for  road  duties,  who  pays  two  dol- 
lars in  lieu  thereof,  shall  not  pay  the  same  to  the  sheriff,  but 
shall  pay  the  said  amount  to  the  treasurer  of  said  county,  who 
shall  collect  same  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May  of  each  year, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  road  commission  to  see  that 
said  amount  is  collected  and  properly  accounted  for.

The  sinking  fund  provided  for  by  this  act 
shall  be  invested  by  the  county  board  of  education  in  safe  securi- 
ties or  may  be  deposited  in  a  bank  that  will  pay  as  much  as  four 
per  cent  per  annum,  compounded  quarterly,  and  will  give  suffi- 
cient bond  for  the  safety  of  such  deposit.

Public  Laws  of  North  Carolina,  session  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  seven  (1907),  relating  to  fishing  and  hunting  in  Colum- 
bus County,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  2.    That  chapter  four  hundred  and  seventeen  (417)  of  the  Law  repealed. 
Public  Laws  of  North  Carolina,  session  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  nine  (1909),  relating  to  trapping  fur-bearing  animals  in 
Columbus  County  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  That  chapter  three  hundred  and  fifty-eight  (358)  of 
the  Public-Local  Laws  of  North  Carolina,  session  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  fifteen  (1915),  be  amended  as  follows,  to  wit: 
Strike  out  the  word  "Columbus"  in  the  caption  of  said  chapter  Law  repealed  as 
three  hundred  and  fifty-eight  (858)  and  strike  out  the  word  "Co-  coSv"'^"^ 
lumbus"  in  line  five  of  section  one  of  said  chapter  three  hundred 
and  fifty-eight  (358),  and  strike  out  the  word  "Columbus"  in  line 
seven  of  section  two  of  said  chapter  three  hundred  and  fifty-eight 
(358),  so  that  said  chapter  three  hundred  and  fifty-eight  (358)  of 
the  Public-Local  Laws  of  North  Carolina,  session  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  fifteen  (1915),  shall  not  in  any  way  apply  to 
Columbus  County.

animals  shall  be  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  November  to  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  February  in  each  year,  provided  the  owner  of 
personal  property  shall  have  the  right  to  kill  such  fur-bearing 
animals  when  they  are  about  to  destroy  or  are  in  the  act  of  de- 
stroying his  personal  property. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  open  season  for  killing  squirrels  shall  be  from 
the  first  day  of  September  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  February  in 
each  and  every  year.

The  board  of  commissioners  may  employ 
a  superintendent  and  such  other  assistants  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  to  manage  and  control  the  institution  under  such  rules 
as  shall  be  established  by  such  board:  Provided,  that  the  super- 
tendent  employed  by  the  said  board  shall  have  the  right  and  is 
hereby  authorized  to  require  obedience  from  all  of  the  inmates 
of  said  reformatory,  and  is  hereby  intrusted  with  the  authority 
to  correct  and  punish  any  inmate  thereof  to  the  same  extent  as  a 
parent  may,  under  the  law,  impose  upon  his  own  child. 

Sec.  3.  That  any  or  all  of  the  inmates  may  be  required  to  work, 
from  time  to  time,  at  light  work  on  the  farm,  and  in  such  shop  or 
shops  as  may  be  established  on  the  property,  the  object  being  to 
provide  regular,  light,  suitable  and  humane  employment,  to  teach 
the  inmates  good  moral  character,  how  to  work,  and  to  be  indus- 
trious. 

Sec.  4.  That  in  order  to  provide  funds  for  the  purchase  of 
property  and  the  erection  of  buildings  and  equipping  the  same, 
as  provided  in  section  two  of  this  act,  the  board  of  commissioners 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  coupon  bonds 
bearing  interest  payable  annually  or  semiannually,  at  a  rate  not

The  board  of  commissioners  of  Anson  County  shall, 
on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
seventeen,  and  biennially  thereafter  appoint  a  chief  game  warden 
for  Anson  County.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  chief  game  warden 
to  enforce  the  game  laws  of  Anson  County,  including  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act.

accommodation  of  the  children  of  said  county;  and  also  to  reim- 
burse the  public  school  fund  of  said  county  for  any  money  already

fifteen,  in  building  schoolhouses  in  said  county.  And  in  the  event  Temporary  loans, 
it  becomes  necessary  before  said  bonds  are  sold,  to  reimburse  the 
said  school  fund  for  such  mon-ey  expended  in  buildings,  then  said  Notes. 
board  of  education  is  authorized  to  borrow  said  amount,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  upon  the  note  of  said  board

That  whereas,  on  the  sixth  day  of  December,  one  thousand  o/^ifj^^g^'  ^^^^ 
nine  hundred  and  fifteen,  the  board  of  commissioners  of  Rich- 
mond County,  North  Carolina,  did  sell  to  Baker,  Watts  &  Com-

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  from  and  after  the  first  Monday  in  December, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighteen,  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners of  Buncombe  County  shall  consist  of  three  members;  the 
said  members  shall  be  elected  at  the  general  election  to  be  held 
on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighteen.  They  shall  hold  office  for 
a  term  of  two  years,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified,  and  their  successors  shall  be  elected  at  each  general 
election  thereafter.

CHAPTEE  480

or  appoint  some  competent  citizen  to  act  as  county  treasurer, 
and  such  named  treasurer  shall  perform  all  of  the  duties  pro- 
vided for  in  the  law  governing  county  treasurers  in  the  State  of 
North  Carolina.  Any  person  designated  as  county  treasurer,  to 
fill  any  vacancy  caused  by  reason  of  any  failure  of  bank  or  trust 
company  to  serve,  as  set  out  in  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
two  of  the  Public-Local  Laws  of  one  thousand  nin-e  hundred  and 
fifteen,  shall  serve  until  the  next  general  election  in  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  eighteen,  or  until  his  successor  shall 
qualify.

Section  1.     That  whereas  Richardson  Creek  in  the  southeast  Necessity  for  law. 
section   of   Rutherford    County,    and    running    into   Main    Broad 
River,    near   the   old   Island    Ford,   has    much    valuable   bottom 
lands  along  each  side  of  it,  and 

Whereas,  the  banks  of  the  said  creek  have  been  allowed  to 
grow  up,  and  drifts  to  accumulate,  and  old  private  bridges  and 
footlogs  have  been  allowed  by  some  of  the  owners  to  fall  in  and  * 

tend  to  dam  and  impede  the  flow  of  the  water;  and 

Whereas,  further,  there  are  several  owners  of  lands  along  said 
creek  some  of  whom  refuse  to  keep  creeks  and  banks  in  good 
condition;  therefore,  the  owners  thereof  are  authorized  and 
required  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  2.     Begin-ning  at  the  mouth  of  the  said  creek  in  Broad  Riparian  owners 
River  and  up  the  said  creek  to  Miller's  bridge,  across  said  creek,  *°  *^^*'^^  ^^  banks, 
it     shall  be  the  duty  of  each  riparian  owner  having  lands   on 
either  side  or  both  sides  to  see  that  the  banks  are  cleared  from 
the  water  to  the  top  of  the  ground  and  thence  back  on  the  land 
for  a  distance  of  six  feet  on  each  side  thereof.    At  the  same  time  Bank  to  be 
creek  shall  be  opened  to  a  width  of  at  least  ten  feet  and  all  drifts  DeteS'removed. 
and  debris  removed  therefrom  down  as  deep  as  original  run.

That  within  six  months  after  the  clearing  and  clean-  Width  to  be  in- 
ing  of  the  creek  as  herein  provided,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  "■'^^''®'^- 
of  the  owners  of  land  along  said  creek,  and  they  are  herein  re- 
quired to  further  widen   said   creek  by  taking  from  the  banks 
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thereof  at  least  one  foot  so  as  to  extend  the  width  of  the  said  creek 
to  eleven  feet  average,  and  it  is  further  herein  provided  that 
annually  each  owner  of  lands  along  said  creek  shall  cause  the 
banks  of  the  said  creek  to  be  mown  an-d  cleared  that  the  same 
may  at  all  times  be  in  good  shape  to  carry  the  flow  of  water, 
and  in  case  of  freshets,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  owners,  and 
they  are  herein  required,  to  at  once  remove  any  and  all  drifts, 
debris,  or  any  other  thing  which  in  any  way  tends  to  prevent  the 
flow  of  the  said  creek. 

Sec.  5.  That  any  of  the  landowners  along  the  said  creek  who 
shall  fail  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be 
fined  or  imprisoned  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  6.  That  it  is  herein  further  provided  that  should  any  of 
the  owners  of  land  along  the  creek  aforesaid  fail  and  refuse  to 
put  his  section  of  the  creek  in  conditions  here  provided,  either 
one  or  all  of  the  other  owners  having  complied  with  the  terms 
hereof  may  apply  to  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Ruther- 
ford County,  and  by  affidavit  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
clerk  to  issue  notice  to  such  delinquent  owner  to  appear  and 
show  cause  why  his  said  land  shall  not  be  assessed  to  an  amount 
sufficient  to  have  the  same  put  in  the  condition  as  herein  pro- 
vided.

Sales  forbidden.  SECTION  1.  That  if  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  shall  sell  or 

offer  for  sale  at  any  place,  except  in  incorporated  towns  and  cities, 
within  one  mile  of  any  meeting  of  the  Lower  Country  Line  Primi- 
tive Baptist  Association,  at  any  time  during  the  three  days  and 
nights  of  the  meeting,  any  wine,  cider,  confectioneries,  candies,

Haywood  county  line  to  the  North  Carolina-Tennessee  State 
line  on  the  Smoky  Mountains;  thence  with  the  North  Carolina- 
Tennessee  State  line  to  a  point  at  the  junction  of  the  township 
lines  of  Charleston  and  Forneys  Creek  townships;  thence  with

In  order  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds  and  to 
create  a  sinking  fund  for  taking  up  said  bonds  at  maturity, 
the  board  of  commissioners  for  the  county  of  Durham  are  hereby 
empowered  and  authorized  to  levy  a  special  tax  to  meet  these 
demands.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board  of  county  com- 
missioners to  cause  to  be  invested  any  and  all  moneys  of  the 
sinking  fund  in  the  purchase  of  bonds  issued  under  this  act,  if 
said  bonds  can  be  secured  at  a  price  deemed  advantageous  lo 
the  county  by  the  said  board  of  commissioners;  but  in  case  said 
bonds  cannot  be  purchased  as  aforesaid,  the  board  of  commission- 
ers shall  invest  said  sinking  fund  upon  approved  security  and 
upon  terms  deemed  advantageous  to  the  county,  or  they  may  de- 
posit the  said  sinking  fund  or  any  part  thereof  from  time  to 
time  in  any  banking  institution  or  trust  company  in  North 
Carolina  of  undoubted  solvency,  at  the  prevailing  rate  of  inter- 
est for  such  deposits.

AN  ACT  TO  PLACE  THE  OFFICERS  OF  SURRY  COUNTY  ON 
A  SALARY. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  the  sheriff,  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court,  and 
register  of  deeds  of  Surry  County,  and  their  respective  deputies, 
shall  collect  and  receive  and  account  for  all  the  fees  to  which 
they  are  entitled  by  virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  and  pay 
the  same  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  calendar  month  into  the 
treasury  of  Surry  County,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  and 
they  shall  be  responsible  and  chargeable  with  all  moneys  of  every 
kind  which  are  to  be,  or  by  law  should  be,  paid  into  their  respect- 
ive offices,  and  shall  be  held  to  strict  account  therefor. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  officers  shall  faithfully  collect  all  fees, 
commissionis,  profits,  and  emoluments  of  all  kinds  now  belonging 
or  appertaining  to  or  which  may  hereafter  by  any  law  belong  or 
appertain  to  their  respective  offices,  and  pay  over  the  same  as 
herein  provided.

Sec.  9.  There  shall  be  one  form  of  official  general  primary 
ballot  for  each  political  party,  upon  which  shall  be  printed  the 
names  of  all  candidates  for  nomination  by  that  political  party 
who  are  or  may  be  required  by  law  to  be  nominated  in  the  official 
primaries,  except  the  names  of  candidates  for  township  or  city 
offices.  There  shall  also  be  printed  on  such  ballots  the  names  of 
any  candidate  for  such  party's  nomination  for  the  office  of  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  whose  name  shall  be  filed  with  the 
State  Board  of  Elections  at  least  six  weeks  prior  to  the  time  for 
holding  the  primary  elections,  accompanied  by  a  petition  signed 
by  one  hundred  legal  voters  of  the  State  that  such  name  be 
printed  upon  the  ballot.  The  ballots  of  no  two  parties  shall  be 
of  the  same  color;  the  State  Board  of  Elections  shall  designate 
the  color  of  ballots  for  each  party;  each  ballot  shall  be  printed 
in  sections  in  which  the  candidates'  names  with  the  voting 
squares  shall  be  boxed  in  by  heavy  black  lines.  The  sections  may 
be  printed  in  as  many  columns  as  may  be  necessary.  Voting 
squares  shall  be  bounded  by  heavy  black  lines,  the  perpendicular 
lines  not  less  than  one-sixteenth  (1-16)  of  an  inch  wide.  The 
voting  squares  shall  be  set  in  a  perpendicular  lime.  No  voting 
squares  shall  be  provided  in  the  blank  spaces  for  written  names. 
The  names  of  all  candidates  for  aay  one  office  shall  be  printed 
in  a  separate  section  and  the  sections  shall  be  in  the  same  order 
as  upon  the  official  general  ballot  except  that  the  sections  contain- 
ing the  names  of  candidates  for  nomination  as  President  of  the 
United  States  shall  be  given  precedence  of  other  sections.  The 
names  of  caindidates  shall  be  printed  in  their  appropriate  sections 
in  such  order  as  the  State  Board  of  Elections  shall  direct  as  to 
National,  State,  and  district  offices,  and  as  the  county  board  of 
elections  shall  direct  as  to  other  offices.

Sec.  10.  The  official  township  primary  ballot  shall  be  printed 
in  the  same  form  as  the  official  general  primary  ballot  and  in 
the  same  colors,  except  that  the  title  shall  be  changed  on  the 
face  of  the  ballot,  and  on  the  back  thereof  to  read  "Official  town- 
ship primary  ballot,'"  and  on  the  back  the  words  " Town- 
ship" shall  be  substituted  for  "County  of " 

Sec.  11.  In  all  city  and  town  primaries,  if  there  be  such  under 
present  or  future  provisions  of  law,  a  ballot  shall  be  used  con- 
forming as  nearly  as  possible  to  the  rules  prescribed  for  the 
official  general  primary  ballot,  or  if  the  primary  be  inonpartisan, 
a  ballot  conforming  as  nearly  as  possible  to  the  rules  prescribed 
for  the  official  city  ballot.  The  governing  board  of  the  city  or 
town  shall  prescribe  the  form  for  such  ballots  and  shall  have 
power  to  make  such  changes  in  the  form  thereof  as  conditions 
may  require. 

Sec.  12.  If  any  questions  or  propositions  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  people  of  any  township,  district,  or  other  political  sub- 
division, a  ballot  shall  be  used  conforming  as  nearly  as  possible 
to  the  rules  prescribed  for  the  official  ballot  on  constitutional 
amendment.  The  county  board  shall  prescribe  the  rules  there- 
for if  it  be  a  question  submitted  to  a  township  or  subdivision 
within  a  county,  and  the  State  Board  if  it  be  a  question  sub- 
mitted to  a  subdivision  covering  all  or  a  part  of  more  than  one 
county. 

Sec.  13.  All  official  ballots  shall  be  printed  with  black  ink  on 
book  paper  of  good  quality  through  which  the  printing  and  writ- 
ing cannot  be  read,  which  paper,  except  in  the  case  of  partisan 
primary  ballots,  shall  be  white.  They  shall  be  rectangular  in 
shape,  not  less  than  eight  inches  in  length  and  twelve  inches  in 
length,  and  shall  have  a  margin  of  at  least  one  inch  extending 
l)eyond  any  printing  thereon  upon  all  four  sides.  All  ballots  of 
the  same  kind  for  the  same  polling  place  shall  be  of  precisely  the 
same  size,  quality,  and  shade  of  paper,  and  of  precisely  the  same 
kind  and  arrangement  of  type  and  tint  of  ink.  A  different  but 
in  each  case  uniform  kind  of  type  shall  be  used  for  printing  the 
names  of  candidates,  the  titles  of  offices,  party  names  or  politi- 
cal designations,  and  the  reading  form  of  constitutional  amend- 
ments or  other  questions  submitted.  The  names  of  candidates 
shall  be  printed  in  capital  letters  in  blackfaced  type  not  less 
than  one-eighth  (1-8)  nor  more  than  three-sixteenths  (3-16)  of 
an  inch  in  height. 

Sec.  14.  Not  less  than  twenty  (20)  days  before  any  State-wide 
or  district-wide  election  or  vote  upon  any  constitutional  amend- 
ment or  proposition,  the  State  Board  of  Elections  shall  transmit 
to  the  county  board  of  elections  of  each  county  in  which  any  of 
the  electors  may  by  law  vote  upon  any  of  the  candidates,  amend- 
ments, or  propositions,  a  form  to  be  used  in  printing  the  ballots 
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to  be  used  in  such  election  or  vote,  which  form  shall  be  as  herein 
prescribed.  The  State  Board  shall  upon  such  form  exhibit  the  Exhibit  of  names, 
names  of  all  candidates  whose  names  are  entitled  to  appear  upon 
the  ballot  in  the  order  in  which  they  should  appear,  including 
the  names  of  all  such  nominees  as  are  upon  the  records  of  the 
State  Board  and  leaving  blanks  arranged  in  the  proper  order  to 
be  filled  m  by  the  county  board  with  such  names  as  are  upon  the 
records  of  the  county  board.

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United  States,  nor  any  National  or  State  flag,  nor  any  religious 
symbol,  nor  the  portrait  of  any  person,  nor  the  representation  of 
any  coin  or  of  the  currency  of  the  United  States.  If  any  party  or 
independent  candidate  shall  fail  to  select  and  file  such  emblem 
within  six  weeks  prior  to  any  election  the  State  Board  of  Elec- 
tions or  the  county  board  of  elections,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall 
supply  such  emblem  for  use  at  such  election  only.  Any  conflict 
in  names  or  emblems  of  parties  or  candidates  shall  be  decided 
by  the  State  Board  of  Elections.  If  for  any  reason  it  should  be 
impossible  to  secure  the  printing  of  emblems  in  any  county,  the 
space  which  should  be  occupied  by  such  emblems  shall  be  filled 
with  the  initial  letters  of  the  party  names  and  such  single  letters 
as  any  independent  candidates  may  select,  and  any  conflict  of 
letters  shall  be  settled  by  the  county  board  of  elections  of  such 
county;  but  no  symbols  or  emblems  shall  be  printed  on  any 
ballot  unless  an  emblem  for  each  party  or  independent  candidate 
is  likewise  printed. 

Sec.  17.  The  county  board  of  elections  in  each  county  shall  be 
charged  with  the  duty  of  preparing,  printing,  and  distributing 
all  ballots  for  general,  special,  and  primary  elections,  and  all 
ballots  for  constitutional  amendments  or  propositions  submitted, 
except  ballots  for  city  or  town  elections  or  votes.  The  governing 
body  of  each  city  or  town  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  pre- 
paring, printing,  and  distributing  the  ballots  for  such  city  or 
town  elections  or  votes.  But  the  county  board  of  elections  and 
the  city  or  town  governing  bodies  shall  in  all  respects  conform 
to  the  rules  laid  down  in  this  act  and  to  the  rules  prescribed  as 
authorized  by  this  act  by  the  State  Board  of  Elections. 

Sec.  18.  Whenever  corrections  in  the  ballot  shall  become 
necessary  after  the  ballots  shall  have  been  printed,  and  it  shall 
not  be  practicable  to  reprint,  changes  may  be  made  by  the  county 
board  of  elections  or  the  city  governing  board  either  by  affixing 
pasters  or  stamping  or  writing  new  matter  upon  each  ballot. 
But  all  such  changes  shall  be  made  upon  each  and  every  ballot 
and  in  like  manner  upon  each  before  it  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
voter. 

Sec.  19.  The  county  board  of  elections  or  city  governing  board, 
as  the  case  may  be,  shall  cause  to  be  delivered  to  either  of  the 
judges  of  election  not  less  than  twelve  hours  before  the  time 
fixed  for  opening  the  polls  one  hundred  twenty-five  (125)  ballots 
of  each  kind  to  be  used  in  his  precinct  for  every  one  hundred 
voters  entitled  to  vote  at  such  precinct.  Such  ballots  shall  be 
put  in  separate  sealed  packages  of  fifty  (50)  ballots  each,  plainly 
marked  on  the  outside  to  indicate  the  polling  place  for  which 
they  are  intended,  and  the  number  of  ballots,  and  the  kind  of 
ballots    inclosed,    and    receipts   therefor    shall   be    given    by    the 
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judge  of  election  to  whom  they  are  delivered,  which  receipt  shall 
be  preserved  by  the  couaty  board  of  elections  or  city  governing 
board. 

Sec.  20.    The  county  board  of  elections  or  city  governing  board  Sample  ballots. 
shall  in  every  case  provide  for  each  polling  place  sample  ballots 
of  each  kind  equal  in  number  to  twenty-five  per  centum  of  the 
number  of  official  ballots  provided  therefor.     Such  sample  ballots 
shall  be  printed  on  paper  of  a  different  color  from  any  of  the 
official  ballots,  but  shall  in  all  other  respects  be  precisely  similar 
to  the  official  ballots.     One  of  each  kind  of  such  sample  ballots  Samples  to  voters, 
shall  at  any  time  on  the  day  of  election  be  furnished  upon'  appli- 
cation to  any  voter  entitled  to  vote  at  that  polling  place,  and  may 
be  taken  by  him  away  from  such  polling  place  before  receiving 
his  official  ballot  or  ballots.     Such  sample  ballots  shall  be  deliv-  Delivery, 
ered  to  the  judge  of  election  at  the  same  time  with  the  official 
ballots,  and  shall  be  inclosed  in  similar  packages  of  fifty  each, 
plainly  marked  on  the  outside,  and  a  receipt  therefor  shall  like-  Receipts, 
wise  be  given  and  preserved. 

Sec.  21.    The  county  board  of  elections  or  city  governing  board  Ballot  boxes, 
shall  provide  separate  ballot  boxes  for  each  kind  of  official  ballots 
and  one  additional  box  in  which  shall  be  deposited  all  defective, 
spoiled    and    mutilated    ballots.      Each    shall    be    distinctly    and' 
appropriately  marked.     Each  box  shall  be  supplied  with  a  suffi-  Specifications, 
cient  lock  and  key  and  with  an  opening  in  the  top  large  enough  to 
allow  a  single  folded  ballot  to  be  easily  passed  through  but  no 
larger.     These  ballot  boxes  shall  be  delivered   to  either  of  the 
judges  of  election  at  the  time  when  the  official  ballots  are  re- 
quired to  be  delivered,  and  a  receipt  therefor  shall  likewise  be 
given  and  preserved. 

Sec.  22.  The  county  board  of  elections  or  city  governing  board  Voting  booths, 
shall  provide  in  each  polling  place  during  each  election  or  vote 
a  sufficient  number  of  voting  booths,  not  less  than  one  for  every 
one  hundred  (100)  registered  voters.  Each  such  booth  shall  be  Specifications. 
at  least  three  feet  square,  shall  have  four  sides  inclosed  each  at 
least  six  feet  high,  and  the  one  in  front  shall  open  and  shut  by  a 
door  swinging  outward  or  be  inclosed  with  a  curtain,  which  door 
or  curtain  shall  extend  within  two  feet  of  the  floor.  Each  such 
booth  shall  contain  a  shelf  at  least  one  foot  wide  extending  across 
one  side  of  the  booth  at  a  convenient  height  for  writing.     E^ch  Supplies  and  con-

booth  shall  be  furnished  with  such  supplies  and  conveniences, 
including  pencils  having  black  lead  only,  as  will  enable  the  voters 
conveniently  to  prepare  their  ballots  for  voting.  Each  booth  Lights, 
shall  be  kept  clearly  lighted  by  candle  or  other  artificial  light  if 
necessary.  A  guard  rail  shall  be  placed  at  each  polling  place  at  Guard  rails, 
least  six  feet  from  the  ballot  boxes  and  the  booths,  and  no  ballot 
box  or  booth  shall  be  placed  within  six  foot  of  such  rail.  Each  guard- 
rail shall  be  provided  with  a  place  for  entrance  and  exit.     The  Arrangement. 
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arrangement  shall  be  such  that  the  booths  can  only  be  reached 
by  passing  within  the  guard-rail,  and  that  the  booths,  ballot 
boxes,  election  officers,  and  every  part  of  the  polling  place  except 
the  inside  of  the  booths  shall  be  in  plain  view  of  the  election 
officers  and  the  persons  just  outside  the  guard-rail.  Such  booths 
shall  be  so  arranged  that  there  shall  be  no  access  to  intending 
voters  to  the  booth  through  any  door,  window,  or  opening  except 
by  the  door  in  front  of  the  booth. 

Sec.  23.  The  judges  of  election  and  registrar  of  each  precinct 
shall  meet  at  the  polling  place  therein  at  least  one  half-hour  be- 
fore the  time  set  for  opening  the  polls  at  each  election  for  which 
official  ballots  are  required,  and  shall  proceed  to  arrange  the 
space  within  the  guard-rail  and  booths  for  the  orderly  and  legal 
conduct  of  the  election.  They  shall  then  and  there  have  the 
ballot  boxes,  the  sealed  packages  of  official  and  sample  ballots, 
the  registration  books,  the  polling  book,  and  the  required  sta- 
tionery and  supplies.  They  shall  see  that  the  voting  booths  are 
supplied  with  pencils  having  black  lead  only,  unlock  the  ballot 
boxes,  see  that  they  are  empty,  allow  the  authorized  watchers 
present  to  examine  them,  and  shall  lock  them  again  while  empty. 
After  such  boxes  are  relocked  they  shall  not  be  unlocked  or 
opened  until  the  closing  of  the  polls,  and,  except  as  authorized 
by  law,  no  ballots  or  other  matter  shall  be  placed  in  them.  They 
shall  by  lot  select  one  of  the  judges  of  election  to  deliver  the  bal- 
lots to  the  voters,  and  the  other  to  receive  them  and  deposit 
them  in  the  ballot  boxes.  They  shall  then  take  the  oaths  herein- 
after prescribed.  Thereupon  they  shall  open  the  sealed  packages 
of  ballots  and  one  of  the  judges  shall  make  proclamation!  that  the 
polls  are  open  and  of  the  time  when  they  will  be  closed. 

Sec.  24.  From  the  time  of  the  opening  of  the  polls  until  the 
announcement  of  the  result  of  the  canvass  of  the  votes  and  the 
signing  of  the  official  returns  the  boxes  and  all  the  official  and 
sample  ballots  except  such  sample  ballots  as  are  delivered  to 
voters  shall  be  kept  within  the  guard-rail.  No  person  shall  be 
admitted  within  the  guard-rail  during  such  period  except  the 
registrar  and  judges  of  election,  duly  authorized  watchers,  per- 
sons admitted  by  the  judges  of  election  to  preserve  order  and  en- 
force the  law,  and  persons  duly  admitted  for  the  purpose  of  vot- 
ing: Provided,  however,  that  candidates  voted  for  at  such  poll- 
ing place  may  be  present  at  the  canvass  of  the  votes. 

Sec.  25.  Each  political  party  or  independent  candidate  named 
on  the  ballot  may,  by  a  writing  signed  by  the  chairman  of  the 
county  committee  of  such  party  or  by  the  independent  candi- 
date or  his  manager,  filed  with  one  of  the  judges  of  election,  ap- 
point two  watchers  to  attend  each  polling  place,  and  at  any  vote 
upon  a  constitutional  amendment  or  proposition  submitted  the 
judges  of  election  and  registrar  shall  appoint  one  watcher  who

cal  banner,  poster,  or  placard  shall  be  allowed  in  or  upon  such 
polling  place  during  the  day  of  the  election  or  vote. 

Sec.  27.     While  the  polls  are  open  the  voters  entitled  to  vote  Entrance  for 

voting. 

and  who  have  not  previously  voted  thereat  may  enter  within  the 
guard-rail  for  the  purpose  of  voting,  in  such  order  that  there 
shall  not  be  at  any  time  within  the  guard-rail  for  the  purpose  of 
voting  more  than  twice  as  many  voters  as  there  are  voting 
booths.  Tlie  voter  shall  enter  through  the  entrance  provided,  and  Details  of  voting, 
shall  forthwith  give  to  the  judges  of  election  his  name  and  resi- 
dence. One  of  the  judges  shall  thereupon  announce  the  name 
and  residence  of  the  voter  in  a  loud  and  distinct  tone  of  voice. 
The  registrar  shall  at  once  announce  whether  the  name  of  such 
voter  is  duly  registered.

so  that  the  ballot  shall  be  not  more  than  four  inches  wide.

Sec.  28.  On  receiving  his  ballot  or  ballots  the  voter  shall  Marking  ballots, 
forthwith,  and  without  leaving  the  inclosed  space,  retire  alone, 
unless  he  be  one  that  is  entitled  to  assistance  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, to  one  of  the  voting  booths,  and  without  undue  delay  un- 
fold and  mark  his  ballots.  No  voter  shall  be  allowed  to  occupy  Occupation  of 
a  booth  already  occupied  by  another,  or  to  occupy  a  booth  more 
than  five  minutes  in  case  all  the  booths  are  in  use  and  voters 
are  waiting.     It  shall  be  unlawful  to  deface  or  tear  an  official  Defacements,

ballot  in  any  manner,  or  to   erase  any  name  or  mark  written  ures. 
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thereon  by  a  voter.  If  a  voter  wrongly  mark,  deface,  or  tear  a 
ballot  he  may  obtain  others  successively  one  at  a  time,  but  not 
more  than  three  of  any  one  kind,  upon  returning  to  the  judge 
each  ballot  so  spoiled. 

Sec.  29.  The  voter  shall  mark  his  ballot  with  a  pencil  having 
black  lead  only,  as  follows  and  not  otherwise: 

(a)  To  vote  for  an  entire  group  of  presidential  electors  of  any 
party  by  means  of  a  single  mark,  he  shall  make  a  cross  (X) 
mark  in  the  circle  above  the  party  column. 

(6)  To  vote  for  any  candidate  on  any  ballot,  except  for  an 
entire  group  of  presidential  electors,  he  shall  make  a  cross  (X) 
mark  in  the  voting  square  at  the  left  of  the  candidate's  name. 

(c)  If  a  voter  makes  a  cross  (X)  mark  in  the  circle  above  a 
party  column  and  also  makes  a  cross  ( X )  mark  in  one  or  more 
voting  squares  at  the  left  of  the  names  of  one  or  more  presiden- 
tial electors,  or  writes  in  a  name  or  names,  he  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  voted  for  the  electors  whose  names  are  thus  specially  indi- 
cated and  also  for  all  the  electors  whose  names  are  in  the  column 
so  marked  in  the  circle  except  those  whose  names  are  opposite 
to  the  names  so  specially  indicated. 

{d)  To  vote  for  any  candidate  not  on  the  ballot  he  shall  write 
the  candidate's  name  on  a  line  left  blank  in  the  appropriate 
place. 

(e)  To  vote  on  any  constitutional  amendment  or  question  sub- 
mitted he  shall  make  a  cross  ( X )  mark,  in  the  appropriate  voting 
square  at  the  left  of  the  question  as  printed  on  the  ballot. 

(/)  A  cross  ( X )  mark  shall  consist  of  any  straight  line  cross- 
ing any  other  straight  line  at  any  angle  within  a  voting  circle  or 
square.  Any  mark  other  than  a  cross  mark  or  any  erasure  of  any 
kind  shall  make  the  ballot  void;  but  no  ballot  shall  be  declared 
void  because  a  cross  ( X )  mark  thereon  is  irregular  in  charac- 
ter. Any  ballot  which  is  defaced  or  torn  by  the  voter  shall  be 
void. 

(g)  If  a  voter  shall  do  any  act  extrinsic  to  the  ballot  itself, 
such  as  inclosing  any  paper  or  other  article  in  the  folded  ballot, 
such  ballot  shall  be  void. 

(h)  If  the  voter  marks  more  names  than  there  are  persons  to 
be  elected  to  an  office,  or  if  for  any  other  reason  it  is  impossible 
to  determine  the  elector's  choice,  his  vote  shall  not  be  counted 
for  such  office,  but  shall  be  returned  as  a  blank  vote  for  such 
office. 

(i)  Where  in  the  case  of  a  candidate  for  Governor  the  candi- 
date is  nominated  by  more  than  one  party  and  the  voter  makes 
a  cross  mark  in  two  or  more  voting  squares,  his  vote  for  such  can- 
didate shall  be  counted,  but  he  shall  not  be  counted  as  voting  with 
any  particular  party. 
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Sec.  30.  When  the  voter  shall  have  prepared  his  ballot  or  bal-  Deposit  of  ballots, 
lots  he  shall  leave  the  voting  booth  with  his  ballot  folded  so  as 
to  conceal  the  face  of  the  ballot,  and  keeping  it  so  folded,  shall 
proceed  at  once  to  the  judge  of  election  designated  to  receive  bal- 
lots and  shall  offer  it  to  such  judge.  If  a  voter  shall  come  out 
from  a  booth  with  a  ballot  not  so  folded  as  to  conceal  the  face 
thereof  his  ballot  shall  be  deposited  in  the  box  for  spoiled  ballots, 
and  he  shall  be  given  another  ballot  and  allowed  again  to  enter 
the  booth  and  prepare  his  ballot,  but  in  no  event  shall  any  voter 
be  given  more  than  three  ballots  of  any  one  kind.  When  the 
voter  shall  offer  his  ballot  to  the  judge  such  judge  shall  announce 
the  name  of  the  voter  and  the  number  written  on  its  margin  in  a 
loud  and  distinct  tone  of  voice.  If  such  voter  be  not  challenged, 
or  if  challenged  and  the  challenge  be  decided  in  his  favor,  or  if 
he  takes  the  requisite  oath  and  be  then  and  there  lawfully  en- 
titled to  vote,  and  if  his  ballot  or  ballots  are  properly  folded  and 
have  no  mark  or  tear  visible  on  the  outside  thereof,  except  the 
number  written  on  the  margin  of  the  face  thereof  by  the  judge 
of  election  who  delivered  to  him  his  ballot,  together  with  the 
initials  of  such  judge,  and  if  such  number  is  the  same  as  his 
number  on  the  polling  book,  and  if  the  initials  and  number  are 
apparently  the  same,  without  alteration,  as  those  put  upon  the 
ballot  by  such  judge,  such  judge  shall  receive  such  ballot  or 
ballots  and  shall  with  a  pair  of  scissors  clip  from  the  margin 
the  written  mumber  and  initials  in  plain  view  of  the  voter  and 
without  removing  any  other  part  of  the  ballot  or  in  any  way 
effacing  any  part  of  the  face  thereof  below  the  margin,  and  shall

Seo.  31.  If  for  any  cause  the  oflBcial  ballots  shall  not  be  pro- 
vided as  required  by  law  at  any  polling  place  upon  the  opening 
of  the  polls,  or  if  the  supply  of  official  ballots  shall  be  exhausted 
before  the  polls  are  closed,  unofficial  ballots,  printed  or  written, 
made  as  nearly  as  possible  in  the  form  of  the  official  ballot,  may 
be  used,  and  shall  be  counted  and  treated  as  if  official  ballots. 

Sec.  32.  Any  voter  who  is  obviously  unable  to  enter  the  booth 
without  assisistance  or  to  mark  his  ballot,  or  who  shall  make 
oath  that  he  cannot,  through  physical  disability  or  through  illit- 
eracy, do  so,  may  choose  one  of  the  judges  of  election,  who  shall 
thereupon  select  some  other  person  of  good  moral  character  of  a 
different  political  faith  from  that  of  such  judge,  and  the  two  shall 
conduct  the  voter  to  the  booth,  and  if  necessary  enter  with  him 
and  assist  in  preparing  his  ballot.  Such  judge  or  other  person 
assisting  shall  not  in  any  manner  request  or  seek  to  persuade 
or  induce  any  such  voter  to  vote  in  any  particular  way,  and 
shall  .not  make  or  keep  any  memorandum  of  anything  occurring 
within  such  booth,  and  shall  not  directly  or  indirectly  reveal 
to  any  other  person  how  in  any  particular  such  voter  marked 
his  ballot,  unless  he  or  they  be  called  upon  to  testify  in  a 
judicial  proceeding  for  a  violation  of  the  election  laws.  Each 
judge  of  election  and  registrar  shall  before  the  opening  of  the 
polls  make  oath  that  he  will  not  in  any  manner  request  or 
seek  to  persuade  or  induce  any  voter  to  vote  for  or  against  any 
particular  candidate  or  proposition,  and  that  he  will  not  keep  or 
make  any  memorandum  of  anything  occurring  within  the  booth 
except  he  be  called  upon  to  testify  in  a  judicial  proceeding  for 
a  violation  of  the  election  laws  of  this  State.  This  oath  shall  be 
administered  at  the  time  hereinbefore  prescribed  by  the  regis- 
trar to  the  two  judges  of  election  and  by  one  of  them  to  the  regis- 
trar. The  same  oath  shall  be  taken  before  the  judge  who  is  to 
accompany  him  by  every  person  rendering  such  assistance.  No 
voter  shall  otherwise  than  as  herein  provided  ask  or  receive 
assistance  from  any  person  within  the  polling  place  in  the 
preparation  of  his  ballot  or  divulge  to  any  one  within  the  polling 
place  how  he  intends  to  vote  or  has  voted. 

Sec.  33.  As  soon  as  the  polls  are  closed  the  judges  of  election 
and  registrar  shall  publicly  canvass  and  ascertain  the  votes,  and 
shall  not  adjourn  or  postpone  the  canvass  until  it  shall  be  fully 
completed.  The  room  in  which  the  canvass  is  made  shall  be 
clearly  lighted  and  such  canvass  shall  be  made  in  plain  view 
of  the  public.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  during  the  canvass  to 
close  the  main  entrance  into  the  room  in  such  manner  as  to 
prevent  ingress  or  egress  thereby.

Sec.  6.  That  said  board  of  trustees  are  herewith  authorized  to 
make  such  rules  and  regulations  and  by-laws  to  govern  their 
action  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of 
this  act. 

Sec.  7.  That  said  board  of  trustees  shall  not  incur  any  expenses

CHAPTER  621 

AN  ACT  TO  ALLOW  THE  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS  TO  FUR- 
NISH SCHOOL  BOOKS  FREE  TO  DEPENDENT  SCHOOL 
CHILDREN  IN  RANDOLPH  COUNTY. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    That  the  county  commissioners  shall  be  required  to  Commissioners 
furnish  free  of  cost  to  dependent  children  entitled  under  the  law  nIshTooks" 
to  attend  the  public  schools  of  said  county  such  text-books  as  may 
be  required  for  their  use  while  attending  said  schools  and  receiv- 
ing instruction  in  the  grades  from  the  first  to  the  seventh,  in- 
clusive. 

Sec.  2.     That  dependent  children  under  the  provisions  of  this  Dependent  chil- 
act  shall  be  construed  to  mean  all  such  children  as  have  no  estate  '''^^'^  defined. 
or  other  means  with  which  to  supply  themselves  with  the  neces- 
sary books,  and  whose  parents,  guardian,  or  other  person  stand- 
ing in  the  relation  of  parent  have  not  the  means  to  supply  them 
with  said  books. 

Sec.  3.     That  every  dependent  child,  or  the  parents,  guardian.  Application. 
or  other  person  stamding  the  relation  of  parent  to  such  dependent 
child  applying  for  the  benefits  of  this  act,  shall  be  required  to 
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make  application  in  writing  to  the  board  of  county  commissioners, 
stating  the  name  and  age  of  such  dependent  child,  the  school  dis- 
trict wherein  the  child  resides  and  desires  to  attend  school,  and 
said  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  signed  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  school  board  of  such  school  dis- 
trict, stating  that  after  investigation  they  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  relief  asked  for  should  be  granted.  The  commissioners  shall, 
when  they  have  determined  that  any  child  is  dependent  and 
should  be  supplied  with  school  books  free  of  cost,  certify  the  name 
to  the  board  of  education,  and  the  said  board  shall  purchase  the 
necessary  books  and  direct  that  the  bill,  when  approved,  be  sent 
to  the  board  of  commissioners,  which  board  shall  pay  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  parents  or  guardian,  or  other  person  stand- 
ing in  the  relation  of  parent  to  any  child  receiving  the  benefits 
of  the  act,  shall  be  required  to  use  due  diligence  in  seeing  that 
said  books  are  not  willfully  abused  or  destroyed  by  the  children 
under  their  charge,  and  that  said  books  are  delivered  to  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  at  the  end  of  the  school 
term,  or  within  a  reasonable  time  after  such  child  shall  die  or  for 
any  other  reason  discontinue  attending  school  during  the  term. 

Sec.  5.  That  all  books  purchased  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  paid  for  out  of  the  general  fund  of  Randolph  County. 

Sec.  6.     That  this  act  shall  apply  only  to  Randolph  County. 

Sec.  7.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
ratification.

That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  rati- 
fication.

cal accommodation  and  handling  of  water  craft  of  all  kinds,  and 
of  freight  and  passengers  and  the  free  interchange  of  traffic  be- 
tween the  waterway  and  the  railways  and  railway  and  the  water- 
way; and  it  may  modify  such  plan  from  time  to  time  as  the  re- 
quirements of  commerce  and  shipping  and  the  advance  of  knowl- 
edge and  information  on  the  subject  may  suggest. 

(&)  To  purchase  or  acquire  by  expropriation  or  condemnation 
as  herein-after  provided,  or  by  other  lawful  means,  such  lands  or 
rights  or  interest  therein  as  may  be  necessary  for  use  in  the  con- 
struction of  a  belt  railway,  or  in  the  construction  of  any  public 
owned  dock,  basin,  pier,  slip,  wharf,  warehouses,  or  other  struc- 
tures as  may  be  provided  for  in  such  plan.  If  the  board  shall 
deem  it  proper  and  expedient  that  the  municipality  should  ac- 
quire possession  of  such  wharf  property  or  land,  and  if  no  price 
can  be  agreed  upon  between  the  board  and  the  owner  thereof, 
the  board  may  direct  the  municipal  attorney  to  take  legal  pro- 
ceedings to  acquire  the  same  for  the  municipality  in  the  same 
manner  as  land  is  condemned  for  the  purpose  of  parks,  or  as  is 
or  may  be,  provided  by  the  general  laws  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina  ini  the  case  of  corporations  having  the  right  of  eminent 
domain.

Such  bonds  shall  be  drawn  payable  to 
bearer  and  shall  be  styled  "Dock  Bonds"  of  the  municipality 
issuing  them.  They  shall  be  of  such  denomination  as  the  board 
may  determine,  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States, 
with  semiannual  interest  coupons  attached,  on  July  first  and 
January  first.  They  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  counter- 
signed by  the  auditor  of  the  municipality.  They  shall  be  sold  in 
open  session  after  thirty  days  advertisement  to  the  highest  re- 
sponsible bidder;  but  the  board  may  reject  any  and  all  bids  and 
proceed  to  readvertise  when  bids  are  not  satisfactory.  The  bonds 
may  contain  such  provisions  for  their  redemption,  as  the  board 
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may  prescribe,  but  not  less  than  two  per  cent  of  the  principal 
thereof  shall  be  annually  set  aside  as  a  sinking  fund  and  invested 
in  income-bearing  securities,  such  securities  in  no  case  to  have 
a  date  of  maturity  subsequent  to  that  of  the  bonds  for  the  pay- 
ment of  which  they  are  to  provide.

pursuance  of  expropriation  or  condemnation  proceedings;  and, 
fourth,  in  the  construction  of  retaining  sea-walls,  docks,  basins, 
piers,  slips,  wharves,  warehouses,  and  equipment,  cranes,  belt  rail- 
way, all  other  structures  and  appliances,  and  in  the  maintenance, 
operations  and  management  of  the  same,  and  in  the  exercise  of 
the  general  powers  of  the  board:  Provided^,  that  said  issue  of  ^y°fJr°ind^rppro- 
bonds  shall  first  be  authorized  by  the  board  of  aldermen  and  vai  of  bond  issue.

(fc)   The  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds  shall  be  paid  by  Payment  of  bonds,

in  such  manner  and  at  such  times  as  .other  taxes  are  levied.    The  Limit  of  tax  rate, 
amount  of  such  tax  shall  in  mo  case  exceed  one  mill  upon  the 
assessed  valuation   of  the   municipality  in   addition  to   the  tax 
necessary  to  pay  the  interest  and  sinking  fund  on  the  outstand- 
ing bonds  of  the  board.

trial:  Provided,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder,  justice,  or 
other  presiding  officer  of  said  criminal  courts,  before  furnishing 
the  name  or  names  of  indigent  defendants  to  the  said  public  de- 
fender, to  iirst  ascertain,  by  oath,  affirmation,  or  otherwise,  to 
his  satisfaction,  that  such  defendant  or  defendants  are  indigent, 
inpecunious,  and  unable  by  reason  of  poverty  to  employ  counsel 
to  conduct  their  defense,  and  that  said  defendants  are  in  need 
of  legal  advice  and  assistance  in  the  conduct  of  their  trial. 

Sec.  3.  That  upon  receipt  of  a  certificate  from  the  recorder, 
justice,  or  other  presiding  officer  of  any  criminal  court,  inferior 
to  the  Superior  Court,  of  New  Hanover  County,  setting  forth  the 
name  of  any  indigent  person  appearing  as  defendant  in  said 
courts,  the  crime  with  which  such  defendant  stands  charged 
and  the  time  and  place  of  trial,  as  provided  in  section  two  hereof, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  public  defender  to  immediately  inter- 
view the  said  defendant  or  defendants,  cause  necessary  witnesses 
for  the  defense  to  be  summoned,  take  such  proper  and  needful 
steps  as  he  may  deem  necessary  toward  furthering  the  adminis- 
tration of  justice,  and  shall  appear  at  the  trial,  examine  wit- 
nesses, and  co-nduct  the  defense  of  such  indigent  defendants,  to 
the  end  that  complete  justice  may  be  done  and  a  fair  and  impar- 
tial trial  had  according  to  law. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  public  defender  to  appear 
as  prosecutor  in  any  criminal  hearing  before  any  court,  inferior 
to  the  Superior  Court,  exercising  criminal  jurisdiction  in  New 
Hanover  County,  or  to  receive,  directly  or  indirectly,  any  fee  or 
reward,  other  than  the  salary  herein  provided,  for  his  services 
as  public  defender  or  as  counsel  for  any  person  or  persons  who 
may  be  charged  before  said  inferior  courts  with  violation  of  the 
criminal  law  of  this  State. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  public  defender  herein  provided  for  shall 
receive  as  full  compensation  for  his  services  an  annual  salary  of 
not  less  than  six  hundred  dollars  and  not  more  than  twelve  hun- 
dred dollars,  payable  in  equal  monthly  installments,  and  the 
amount  of  said  salary,  within  said  limits,  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
Payment  of  salary,  board  of  commissioners  of  New  Hanover  County.  The  salary 
herein  provided  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  New  Hanover 
County  to  said  public  defender  in  equal  monthly  installments.

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  upon  a  petition  in  writing  presented  by  not  Petition  for  elec- 
less  than  twenty  per  cent  of  the  qualified  voters  of  any  town-  ^°^' 
ship,  estimated  on  the  basis  of  the  votes  cast  for  Governor  at  the 
last  general  election,  to  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of 
Chatham  County,  asking  for  an  election  to  be  held  in  such  town- 
ship to  submit  to  the  qualified  voters  thereof  the  question 
whether  there  shall  be  an  increase  in  the  levy  of  taxes  for  road 
purposes,  whether  road  bon-ds  shall  be  issued  and  taxes  levied 
to  pay  the  interest  thereon  and  for  their  redemption,  or  whether 
there  shall  be  a  road  district  and  commission  established  for 
such  township,  it  shall  be  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  duty  Call  for  election. 
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of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  to  call  an  election  to  be 
held  in  such  township  within  sixty  days  from  the  time  such  peti- 
tion is  presented. 

Sec.  2.  The  petition  may  ask  for  the  submission!  of  any  one 
or  more  of  the  three  questions  above  stated,  and  shall  state  the 
object  or  objects  of  the  election.  If  the  petition  includes  the  sub- 
mission of  the  question  of  an  increase  in  the  levy  of  taxes  for 
road  purposes,  it  shall  state  the  rates  of  the  taxes  on  property 
and  polls,  the  constitutional  equation  being  observed.  If  the  peti- 
tion includes  the  submission  of  the  question  of  a  bond  issue,  it 
shall  state  the  amount  of  bonds  and  the  term  they  are  to  run, 
which  shall  not  exceed  fifty  years  nor  exceed  the  sum  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars  at  any  one  time  in  any  one  township.  And  if 
the  petition  includes  the  submission  of  the  question  of  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  road  district  and  commission,  it  shall  state  whether 
the  commission  shall  consist  of  three  or  five  members. 

Sec.  3.  An  election  called  under  the  conditions  prescribed  by 
sections  one  and  two  of  this  act  shall  be  conducted  in  the  manner 
and  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  are  or  may 
be  provided  for  the  election  of  township  officers  by  the  gemeral 
election  laws,  unless  in  any  manner  otherwise  provided  for  in 
this  act.  Such  election  shall  be  held  after  thirty  days  notice 
thereof,  specifying  the  rates  of  the  special  taxes  for  road  pur- 
poses proposed,  the  amount  of  the  proposed  bond  issue,  and  the 
number  of  road  commissioners  to  compose  the  board  proposed, 
as  the  case  may  be,  which  notice  shall  be  posted  at  the  court- 
house and  at  every  precinct  in  the  township  where  said  election 
shall  be  held,  and  be  published  in  four  issues  of  some  newspaper 
published  in  the  county,  if  the  board  of  county  commissioners  so 
order.  And  at  such  election,  at  each  precinct,  a  ballot  box  shall 
be  provided  labeled  "Road  Election,"  into  which  any  qualified 
voter  favoring  the  purpose  of  the  petition  may  cast  a  written  or 
printed  ballot  with  the  words  "For  Taxation,"  "For  Bonds,"  or 
"For  Road  Commission"  thereon;  and  those  of  a  contrary  opinion 
shall  cast  a  written  or  printed  ballot  with  the  words  "Against 
Taxation,"  "Against  Bonds,"  or  "Against  Road  Commission," 
according  to  the  question  or  questions  submitted  at  such  elec- 
tion. 

Sec.  4.  If  at  such  election  the  question  of  an  increase  in  the 
levy  of  taxes  for  road  purposes  be  submitted,  and  a  majority  of 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  township  vote  "For  Taxation,"  it  shall 
then  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  at  the 
regular  time  for  levying  taxes,  to  levy  annually  a  special  tax  at 
the  rates  stated  in  the  petition,  on  which  such  election  was  held, 
which  taxes  shall  be  collected  im  the  same  way  and  manner  as 
other  taxes  are  collected;  and  if  there  be  no  road  commission 
for  such  township  established  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.

The  license  tax  herein  provided  for  shall  be  turned 
over  to  the  county  treasurer,  and  all  of  it  shall  be  used  by  the 
game  protection  commission  in  enforcing  the  game  law  of  such 
county. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  board  of  county  commissioners  on  the  first 
Monday  in  May,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventeen,  and 
biennially  thereafter,  shall  appoint  a  chief  game  warden  for  the 
county,  who  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  two  years,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  commission  and  of  said  game  warden  to 
diligently  enforce  the  game  law  of  the  county,  and  also  the  law 
in  regard  to  the  taxing  of  dogs.

That  in  every  trial  resulting  in  conviction  ini  any  court 
in  the  county,  where  the  offense  is  the  violation  of  this  act,  either 
by  hunting  without  license  as  required  in  this  act  or  by  hunt- 
ing contrary  to  law  as  provided  by  the  law  of  the  State,  or  for 
the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  laws  relating  to 
Guilford  County  regarding  the  keeping  of  dogs  without  license 
or  allowing  them  to  run  at  large  as  prohibited  by  law,  that  in  all 
such  cases,  the  sum  of  two  dollars  ($2)  for  each  case  for  the 
game  warden  or  deputy  game  warden,  as  the  case  may  be,  which 
cost  shall  be,  in  addition  to  the  other  costs  allowed  by  law,  and  it 
shall  be  paid  to  the  said  game  warden  or  deputy  game  warden.

Sec.  2.    The  petition  filed  shall  set  forth  the  boundaries  of  the  Specifications  of 
proposed  road  district,  the  public  road  or  roads  to  be  constructed,  ^^  '  ^°^' 
improved,  or  maintained,  and  the  character  of  the  improvement, 
construction,  or  maintenance  desired. 

Sec.  3.  Upon  the  filing  of  said  petition  with  the  board  of  Notice  of  petition, 
county  commissioners  they  shall  give  notice  of  the  same  by 
advertisement  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the 
county  for  four  (4)  weeks,  giving  the  boundaries  of  said  proposed 
road  district  and  the  character  of  the  proposed  construction,  im- 
provement, or  maintenance. 

Sec.  4.    After  due  advertisement  as  set  forth  herein  the  board  Consideration  of 
shall   consider  said  petition  at  a   regular  meeting  of   the   said  p®*'*"'"'- 
board,  and  if  they  decide  to  establish  said  special  road  district  Record, 
they  shall  record  said  petition,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  adver- 
tisement   made,    in    their    minutes,    and    shall    make    an    order  Surveyor. 
appointing  a  competent  surveyor  to  make  a  survey  of  the  pro- 
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posed  road  district.  Said  surveyor  shall  make  a  report  in  writ- 
ing thereafter  to  the  board,  giving  a  map  of  said  road  district 
showing  its  boundaries,  the  names  of  the  property  owners,  and 
the  number  of  acres  of  land  owned  by  each,  the  length  of  the 
road  or  roads  to  be  constructed,  improved,  or  maintained,  and  an 
estimated  cost  of  the  work  to  be  done. 

Sec.  5.  If  upon  the  consideration  of  the  report  of  said  surveyor 
the  board  shall  decide  that  said  construction,  improvement,  or 
maintenance  is  for  the  public  good  and  should  be  made,  they 
shall  order  the  work  to  be  done,  either  by  the  county  with  its 
road  construction  force  or  by  special  contract,  and  said  board 
shall  determine  the  proportion  of  the  costs  thereof  to  be  paid  by 
the  property  owners  of  said  road  district  ajaiA  the  proportion  of 
the  costs  thereof  to  be  paid  by  the  county:  Provided,  the  costs 
to  be  paid  by  the  property  owners  shall  not  be  less  than  ome- 
fourth  nor  greater  than  one-half  of  the  total  costs. 

Sec.  6.  If  said  construction,  improvement,  or  maintenance 
shall  be  done  by  the  county  with  its  road  construction'  force,  then 
an  accurate  account  shall  be  kept  of  the  expenditures  necessary 
to  do  said  work,  and  shall  be  spread  upon  the  minutes  of  said 
board;  and  if  said  construction,  improvement,  or  maintenance 
shall  be  by  special  contract  a  copy  of  said  contract  shall  be 
spread  upon  the  minutes  of  the  said  board,  together  with  a  veri- 
fied statement  of  the  contractor  of  the  total  costs  of  said  work 
under  the  terms  of  said  contract. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  completion  and  acceptance  by  the  board  of 
the  work  as  completed  they  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  free- 
holders of  the  county,  nonresidents  of  the  proposed  district,  who 
own  no  real  estate  therein,  who  shall  constitute  a  board  of  road 
tax  assessors  for  said  district. 

SjEC.  8.  After  their  appointment  the  members  of  said  board  of 
tax  assessors  shall  take  and  subscribe  to  an  oath  that  they  will 
faithfully  and  impartially  perform  the  duties  imposed  upon  them 
by  the  terms  of  this  act. 

Sec.  9.  Said  board  of  assessors  as  soon  as  practicable  after 
their  appointment  shall,  in  company  with  the  surveyor,  view  and 
examine  the  lands  embraced  in  said  road  district  and  classify 
them  with  reference  to  the  benefit  each  tract  will  receive  from 
the  construction,  improvement,  or  maintenance  of  the  road  or 
roads  of  said  district.  The  land  benefited  shall  be  separated  in 
three  classes:  that  receiving  the  highest  benefit  shall  be  marked 
Class  "A;"  that  receiving  the  next  highest  benefit,  Class  "B," 
and  that  receiving  the  smallest  benefit  Class  "C."  After  classify- 
ing said  land  they  shall  take  into  consideration  such  special 
benefits  or  damages  as  may  accrue  to  or  be  sustained  by  amy 
tract,  and  shall  assess  against  each  tract  its  proportionate  part 
of  the  total  costs  of  said  construction,  improvement,  and  main- 
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tenance  ordered  to  be  assessed  against  said  road  district  by  the 
board  of  county  commissioners.

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CHAPTER  651 

AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE   TOECANB   BAPTIST

shoot  a  firecracker;  or  explode  dynamite  except  in  bona  fide 
work  where  such  use  of  dynamite  is  necessary  within  one  mile  of 
the  Toecane  Baptist  Church  in  Mitchell  County.

That  all  the  cotton  sold  in  bales  in  the  city  of  Fayette- 
ville  shall  be  weighed  by  such  cotton  weiigher,  who  shall  be  paid 
for  such  services  the  sum  of  ten  cents  per  bale,  of  which  amount 
the  seller  shall  pay  five  cents  and  the  purchaser  five  cents.  All 
fees  collected  from  this  source  shall  be  paid  monthly  into  the 
hands  of  the  county  treasurer  of  Cumberland  County.  The  board 
of  commissioniers  of  said  county  are  hereby  authorized  to  pay 
said  cotton  weigher  a  salary  which  shall  not  exceed  twelve  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  cotton  weigher  to 
keep  a  record  of  the  cotton  belonging  to  different  purchasers 
and  weighed  by  Mm,  so  that  cotton  belonging  to  different  buyers 
shall  not  become  mixed  on  the  yard  or  platform  where  the 
weighing  is  done.  He  shall  also  keep  a  record  of  all  cotton 
weighed  by  him,  showinig  the  names  of  both  sellers  any  buyers. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  board  of  county  commissioners  are  also  au- 
thorized and  empowered,  in  their  discretion,  to  erect  a  cotton 
platform  for  the  convenience  of  persons  selling  and  handling 
cotton  in  said  town. 

Sec.  5.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
ratification.

shall  have  the  right  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  require  obedi- 
ence from  all  of  the  Snmates  of  said  reformatory,  and  is  hereby 
intrusted  "with  the  authority  to  correct  and  punish  any  inmate 
thereof  under  eighteen  years  of  age  to  the  same  extent  as  a  par- 
e'Ut  may,  under  the  law,  impose  upon  his  own  child.

TTiat  in  order  to  provide  for  the  purchase  of  property 
and  the  erection  of  buildings  and  equipping  the  same,  as  pro- 
vided in  section  two  of  this  act,  the  board  of  commissioners  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  tissue  coupon  bonds  bearing 
interest,  payable  annually  or  semiannually,  at  a  rate  not  ex- 
ceeding six  per  cent  per  annum,  to  such  an  amount  as  the  board 
of  commissioners  may  determine,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars  in  such  denomination  as  the  board  of  cornmis- 
sioners  may  determine,  payable  not  more  than  twenty  years 
from  the  date  of  issue.  Said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  chair- 
man of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  and  countersigned 
by  the  county  treasurer,  and  the  coupons  of  said  bonds  shall 
bear  the  engraved  or  lithographed  signature  of  the  treasurer 
and  shall  be  made  payable,  both  principal  and  interest,  at  such 
place  or  places  as  the  board  may  determine.  Said  bonds  shall  be 
sold  at  public  sale,  after  due  notice,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  shall 
be  applied  for  the  purposes  herein  set  out,  and  no  other. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  in  order  to 
provide  for  the  payment  of  said  bonds  and  coupons,  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to'  levy  a  special  tax  of  not  more 
than  five  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  worth  of  property 
and  fifteen  cents  on  the  poll,  observing  the  constitutional  equa- 
tion in  the  levy  thereof.  And  the  said  board  of  commissioners 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  purchase  and  retire  one 
or  more  of  said  bonds  annually,  as  the  proceeds  of  the  special 
tax  may  be  found  sufiicient  for  that  purpose,  and  without  regard 
to  the  date  of  maturity  of  the  particular  bond  or  bonds;  such 
bond  or  bonds,  however,  to  be  purchased  and  retired  in  the  order 
of  the  date  of  their  maturity. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  become 
operative  and  effective  unless  and  until  approved  by  a  majority 
of  the  qualified  voters  of  Craven  County.  If  at  any  meeting  of 
the  board  of  commissioners  of  Craven  County  a  majority  of  the 
board  are  in  favor  of  holding  an  election  to  submit  to  the  people 
the  question  whether  such  land  shall  be  purchased  and  said  re- 
formatory established,  the  said  board  shall  make  an  order  call-

The  Branch  Banking  and  Trust  Company  shall  have  Corporate  powers, 
and  possess  the  capacity  and  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  main- 
tain and  defend  actions  in  its  corporate  capacity;  shall  have 
and  adopt  a  common  seal;  may  take,  hold,  buy,  sell,  and  convey 
real  and  personal  property;  conduct,  transact,  and  carry  on  in 
its  fullest  scope  amd  import  a  general  banking  and  trust  busi- 
ness, with  all  the  rights,  privileges,  immunities,  and  powers  inci- 
dent to  or  appertaining  thereto,  permitted  or  accorded  to  banks 
and  trust  companies  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  The  Branch  Banking  and  Trust  Company  Powers  in  fidu- 
shall  have  and  possess  the  right,  power,  and  authority  to  act  as  "^  ^ 
agent,  factor,  financial  agent,  or  trustee  for  any  State,  county, 
municipality,  firm,  corporation,  company,  or  individual  on  such 
terms  and  conditions  and  for  such  objects  and  purposes  as  may

Sec.  7.     The   said   The   Branch   Banking  and    Trust   Company  Deposits  for  safe 
shall  have  the  right,  power,  and  authority  to  receive  personal      '^p''^^- 
property  of  any  kind  or  nature  in  trust  for  safe-keeping  and  to 

take  and  receive  pay  therefor;  to  become  amd  act  as  executor,  ad- Po'^'ers  as  trust 

company, 
ministrator,  trustee,  assignee,  or  receiver  of  estates  and  proper- 
ties; to  act  as  guardian  of  minors  and  lunatics  and  their  proper- 
ties and  estates;  to  accept  and  execute  any  other  trust  that  may 
be  committed  to  it  by  any  court,  person,  corporation,  company, 
association,  or  partnership;  to  accept  and  hold  by  devise  or  be- 
quest real  or  personal  property  in  trust  and  to  execute  the  trust 
in  the  manner  prescribed. 

iSec.  8.     That  in  all  cases  where  application  shall  or  may  be  Courts  may  ap- 
made  to  any  court  of  this  State  for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver, 
trustee,  administrator,  executor,  guardian,  assignee,  or  commis- 
sioner it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  court,  if  it  shall  see  proper  to 
so  do,  to  appoint  The  Branch  Banking  and  Trust  Company  such 
fiduciary  in  lieu  of  a  'natural  person,  and  when  so  appointed  the  Accounts,   reports 
said  The  Branch  Banking  and  Trust  Company  shall  make  and  ^'"^  settlements.

enacted  and  relating  to  the  said  The  Branch  Banking  and  Trust 
Company  is  hereby  expressly  repealed  and  to  be  inoperative 
whenever  the  said  bank  complies  with  the  provisions  of  sections 
four  thousand  seven  hundred  ajnd  ninety-nine,  four  thousand 
eight  hundred  et  seq.  of  the  Revisal  of  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  five. 

Sec.  10.  The  board  of  directors  of  The  Branch  Banking  and

Barnes. 

Sec.  12.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratifi- 
catiom.

AUTHORIZING  THE  PURCHASE  BY  SAID  COMPANY  OF 
THE  FRANCHISES  AND  PROPERTY  OF  NORTHAMPTON 
AND  HERTFORD  RAILWAY  COMPANY  AND  WELLINGTON 
AND  POWELLSVILLE  RAILROAD  COMPANY,  EITHER  OR 
BOTH,  AND  AUTHORIZING  THE  MERGER  OR  CONSOLIDA- 
TION OF  EITHER  OR  BOTH  OF  SAID  COMPANIES  WITH 
SAID  CAROLINA  AND  NORTHEASTERN  RAILROAD  COM- 
PANY; AND  AUTHORIZING  THE  SALE  BY  SAID  NORTH- 
AMPTON AND  HERTFORD  RAILWAY  COMPANY  AND  WEL- 
LINGTON AND  POWELLSVILLE  RAILROAD  COMPANY, 
EITHER  OR  BOTH,  OF  THEIR  FRANCHISES  AND  PROP- 
ERTY TO  SAID  CAROLINA  AND  NORTHEASTERN  RAIL- 
ROAD COMPANY;  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  DETERMINA- 
TION OF  THE  VALUE  OF  THE  STOCK  OF  ANY  STOCK- 
HOLDER OF  EITHER  COMPANY  WHO  DISSENTS  FROM 
SUCH  SALE,  PURCHASE,  CONSOLIDATION,  OR  MERGER 
AND  FOR  THE  PAYMENT  THEREOF;  ENLARGING  THE 
TERRITORY  THROUGH  WHICH  ITS  RAILROAD  MAY  EX- 
TEND AND  CONFERRING  CERTAIN  OTHER  PRIVILEGES 
AND  POWERS. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.     That  chapter  two  hundred  and  ninety-nine  of  the  Acts  amended. 
Private  Laws  of  one  thousand  nlnie  hundred  and  seven,  being  an 
act  entitled   "An   act  tp   incorporate  the  Weldon   and   Roanoke 
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Rapids  Electric  Railway  Company,"  ratified  on  the  fifth  day  of 
March,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seven,  as  amended  by 
chapter  two  hundred  a,n'd  sixty-eight  of  the  Private  Laws  of  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  eleven,  being  an  act  entitled  "An  act 
to  extend  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  Weldon  and  Roan- 
oke Rapids  Electric  Railway  Company,"  ratified  the  third  day  of 
March,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eleven,  and  as  further 
amended  by  chapter  three  hundred  and  ten  of  the  Private  Laws 
of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifteen,  being  a,ni  act  entitled 
"An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Weldon  and  Roanoke  Rapids 
Electric  Railway  Company,"  ratified  the  eighth  day  of  March, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  flfteeai',  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  as  follows: 

(a)  That  the  name  of  the  said  company  shall  be  changed  from 
the  "Weldon  and  Roanoke  Rapids  Electric  Railway  Company"  to 
the  "Carolina  and  Northeastern  Railroad  Company,"  and  that  the 
said  several  acts  above  mentioned  be  amended  by  striking  out  the 
name  of  Weldon  and  Roanoke  Rapids  Electric  Railway  Company, 
wherever  it  occurs  in  said  acts  or  either  of  them,  whether  in  the 
title  or  body,  and  inserting  therein  in  lieu  thereof  the  name  of 
the  "Carolina  and  Northeastern  Railroad  Company." 

(&)  Ameind  section  Oine  of  said  chapter  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
nine  by  striking  out  in  said  section  one  the  words,  "and  by  that 
name  shall  exist  for  ninety-nine  years,"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof,

given  by  mailing  a  .notice  to  the  last  known  address  of  each 
stockholder  of  record. 

The  company  may  make  and  carry  out  such  contracts  of  merger,

penalties  by  issuing  executions  upon  any  adjudged  violations 
thereof,  and  to  execute  the  by-laws,  regulations,  and  ordinances 
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made  by  the  towm  council.  The  mayor  shall  further  be  a  special 
court,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town,  to  cause  to  be  ar- 
rested all  persons  who  are  charged  with  a  misdemean'or  for 
violating  any  of  the  ordinances  of  the  town,  and,  if  the  accused 
be  found  guilty  of  the  offense  charged,  shall  be  fined  in  the  dis~- 
cretion  of  the  court,  not  exceeding  the  amount  specified  in  the 
ordinaince  or  ordinances  violated,  from  which  judgmen't  the 
accused  may  appeal  to  the  Superior  Court  in  like  cases  and 
manner  as  is  provided  by  law  for  appeals  from  justice  of  the 
peace.  That  the  mayor  may  issue  his  precepts  to  the  chief  of 
police,  or  any  member  of  the  police  force,  or  to  any  officer  to 
whom  a  justice  of  the  peace  may  issue  his  precepts,  and  any  offi- 
cer to  whom  such- precept  may  be  directed  may  execute  the  same 
anywhere  in  Burke  County,  and  the  mayor  may  indorse  on  such 
precepts  the  names  of  the  witnesses  to  be  subpoe,n'aed,  and  such 
indorsememt  may  be  authority  and  direction  to  the  officer  to  exe- 
cute the  same.  The  mayor  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  precepts 
issued  by  him  and  of  all  his  judicial  proceedings.  But  the  mayor 
shall  not  exercise  the  powers  and  duties  given  and  prescribed  by 
this  section  until  on  and  after  the  second  Monday  in  April,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventeen   (1917).

respectively  one-half  of  the  expense  of  grading,  paving,  or  other- 
wise improving  such  streets  and  sidewalks  which  shall  be  ad- 
joining and  immediately  in  front  of  said  lots  or  property  re- 
spectively. Said  one-half  cost  of  streets  or  sidewalk  improvement 
shall  be  specially  assessed  upon  the  lots  and  parcels  of  land  abut- 
ting directly  on  the  improvement  according  to  the  extent  of  their 
respective  frontage  thereon,  by  an  equal  rate  per  foot  of  such 
frontage.  The  cost  of  that  part  of  street  improvement  required  to 
be  borne  by  a  railroad  or  street  railway  company  shall  be  assessed 
against  said  company,  and  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner 
as  assessments  are  collected  from  abuting  property  owners,  and 
such  assessment  shall  be  a  direct  lien  on  all  franchises  and  prop- 
erty of  such  railroad  and  railway  company.  One-half  cost  of 
said  street  or  sidewalk  improvement  assessed  abutting  property 
shall  be  a  lien  on  the  property  superior  to  all  other  liens  and 
encumbrances.  After  said  assessments  are  made,  a  copy  of  the 
same  must  be  delivered  to  the  tax  collector,  who  shall  proceed 
to  collect  the  same  in  the  same  manner,  at  the  same  time  pro- 
vided for  collection  of  other  such  taxes.  No  land  in  the  munici- 
pality shall  be  exempted  from  the  local  assessments  hereinbefore 
set  out."

two  fcr  a  term  of  one  year  and  two  for  a  term  of  two  years,  and 
in   said   election   the   ballots   cast   for   said    commission-srs    shall 
designate  which  of  the  said  commissioners  shall  serve  for  one 
year  and  which   shall   serve   for   two  years.      At   every  election  Further  elections, 
after   said  elections,   which  shall  be  held  annually   on  the  first 
Monday   in   May,   two    commissio'iiers    shall   be   elected   to   serve 
for   a   term   of   two    years   and    until    their    successors    shall    be 
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elected  and  qualified.  Three  of  said  commissioners  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum,  and  at  any  meeting  in  which  only  three  are  present 
two  shall  constitute  a  legal  majority  of  said  hoard;  otherwise 
three. 

Sec.  2.  The  town  of  Lumberton  shall  he  divided  into  four 
election  wards,  as  follows:  All  persons  residing  west  of  Pine 
Street  and  south  of  Seventh  Street  shall  he  residents  of  the 
First  Ward;  all  persons  residing  east  of  Pine  Street  and  south  of 
Seventh  Street  shall  be  residents  of  the  Second  Ward;  all  per- 
sons residing  each  of  Elm  Street  and  north  of  Seventh  Street 
shall  be  residents  of  the  Third  Ward,  and  all  persons  residing 
west  of  Elm  Street  and  morth  of  Seventh  Street  shall  be  resi- 
dents of  the  Fourth  Ward.  The  four  commissioners  shall  be 
elected,  one  from  each  ward,  by  the  qualified  voters  residing  in 
his  own  ward,  whose  duties  shall  be,  beside  the  others  imposed 
upon  him  by  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Lumberton,  to  look 
especially  to  the  needs  and  demands  of  the  residents  of  h'is  ward 
and  to  report  to  the  board  of  commissioners  from  his  ward. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  regular  primary,  instead  of  one  box  for  the  bal- 
lots for  commissioners,  there  shall  at  the  regular  polling  place 
in  said  town  be  four  boxes,  and  each  box  shall  be  marked  plainly 
designatiing  the  ward  votes  which  it  is  to  receive,  and  only  the 
qualified  voters  residing  in  the  First  Ward  shall  vote  in  the  First 
Ward  box,  and  for  a  commissioner  from  the  First  Ward  only, 
and  the  like  for  each  of  the  four  wards.  Prior  to  twenty  days 
preceding  the  regular  election  in  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
eighteen  the  registrar  shall  revise  the  registration  books  of  the 
tow'U  of  Lumberton  and  each  voter's  name  shall  be  transcribed 
upon  a  separate  list  for  each  ward,  listing  each  voter  under 
the  ward  in  which  he  is  a  resident,  and  as  new  voters  register 
they  shall  be  registered  upon  the  list  of  the  ward  in  which  they 
are  residents.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  office  of  commissioner, 
the  remaining  members  of  the  board  shall  fill  said  vacancy  by 
selecting  an  elector  from  the  unrepreseinted  ward. 

Sec.  4.  The  same  rules  and  regulations  now  existing  im  regard 
to  primaries  and  elections,  not  in  conflict  with  this  act,  shall 
continue  to  exist  under  this  act. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  board  of  commissioners  of  the  town  of  Lum- 
berton, at  the  first  meeting  after  its  electiO'U,  shall  select  some 
one  to  act  as  chief  of  police  of  said  town,  whose  duties  shall  be 
all  the  duties  imposed  upon  town-  constables  and  policemen  under 
the  general  laws  of  North  Carolina  and  the  additional  duties 
hereinafter  conferred,  who  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
board  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified.  In 
case  of  removal,  another  shall  be  employed  by  said  board  to  take 
his  place,  who  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  this  act 
relative  to   the  chief  of  police.     Before  entering  upon  the   dis- 
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charge  of  his  duties  he  shall  take  the  oath  prescribed  by  the 
laws  of  North  Carolina  for  public  officers  and  shall  enter  into  Official  bond. 
a  bond  payable  to  the  town  of  Lumberton  in  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as 
such  officer,  and  he  shall  also  enter  into  a  further  bond,  duly  Bond  as  tax  col- 
verified,  with  solvent  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  board  of 
commissioners,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  collection-  of  and 
accounting  for  all  taxes  required  to  be  collected  in  said  town, 
the  said  bond  to  be  in  such  sum  as  the  board  of  commissioners 
may  designate,  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  taxes  to  be  collected. 
Both  bonds  shall  be  executed  by  some  reliable  surety  company 
aad  the  premium  thereof  shall  be  paid  by  the  town  of  Lumberton.

The  Po^^c|°ien  to 
said  additional  policemen  and  watchmen,  when  appointed,  shall 
be  qualified  in  the  manner  provided  for  the  chief  of  police  as  set 
forth  herein,  and  shall,  in  the  enforcement  of  the  general  laws  Powers, 
of  the  State  and  the  ordinances  a^nd  regulations  of  said  town,

The  chief  of  police  and  other  policemen   and  watch-  Salaries, 
men  of  said  town  shall  receive  such  salaries  as  may  be  allowed 
by  the  board  of  commissioners  of  said  town  as  in  their  opinion 
they  may  deem  just  and  adequate. 

Sec.  8.     That   all   taxes   levied   by   the   commissioners   of   said  '^^^^^  "^^e. 
town,  except  license  and  privilege  taxes,  shall  be  due  and  payable 
at  the  office  of  the  clerk  and  treasurer,  on  the  first  day  of  Octo- 
her  of  each  year,  to  the  clerk  and  treasurer,  chief  of  police,  or 
tax  collector  of  said  town,  aad  after  that  time  may  be  collected  9°^^®°^^°^  ^^ 
by  distraining  any  personal  property  of  the  taxpayer  to  be  found 
within  said  town.

All  moneys  received  from  all  taxes  levied  and  col- 
lected or  to  be  levied  and  collected  from  time  to  time  for  the 
payment  of  interest  on  and  redemption  of  bonds  heretofore  issued 
or  which  may  hereafter  be  issued,  shall  upon  collection  be  turned 
immediately  over  to  the  commissioner  of  the  sinking  fund  by 
the  clerk  and  treasurer  of  the  town  of  Lumberton,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  commissioner  to  forthwith  take  charge  and 
control  of  said  interest  and  sinking  fund  moneys,  and  upon  any 
interest  on  bonds  becoming  due  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  pay  said 
interest  direct  to  the  place  at  which  said  coupons  are  payable, 
and  to  keep  an  accurate  and  complete  record  of  said  interest 
account,  and  to  invest  the  sinking  fund  as  required  by  law. 

Sec.  10.  In  the  preparation  of  the  tax  lists  for  collection,  the 
clerk  and  treasurer  may  not  be  required  to  provide  upon  the  tax 
books  and  receipts  separate  statement  showing  the  tax  upon 
each  bond  issue,  hut  may  prepare  the  tax  lists  and  receipts  of  the 
town'  taxes  showing  the  total  bond  tax;  but  he  shall  keep  upon 
the  records  of  the  town  provided  for  that  purpose  complete  record 
of  each  bond  issue,  and  the  amount  of  levy  provided  to  take  care 
of  said  issue,  as  heretofore  kept,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  taxpayers  of  the  town  at  all  times. 

Sec.  11.  That  sections  eight,  ten,  thirteen,  twenty-one  hundred 
and  seven,  one  hundred  and  nine,  the  first  twelve  lines  of  section 
ninety-five  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  forty-three  of  the  Private 
Acts  of  North  Carolina,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seven, 
and  the  whole  of  chapter  three  hundred  an<d  forty-five  of  Private 
Acts  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifteen  and  any  and  all 
other  laws  or  clauses  of  laws  heretofore  passed  as  conflict  with 
this  act  or  any  part  thereof  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  12.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  rati- 
fication.

CHAPTEE  12 


AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  CHARTER  OP  THE  TOWN  OP 
CANTON,  HAYWOOD  COUNTY. 


Chapter     90     Pri- 
vate   Laws    1907 
amended. 


The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  chapter  ninety  of  the  Private  Laws  of  North 
Carolina  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seven,  entitled  "An 
act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Canton,  Haywood 
County,"  as  amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-eight 
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of  the  Private  Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eleven,  be 
further  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  sections: 

Sec.  2.     That  the  mayor  and  board   of  commissioners   of  the  Power^  of  comnus-

Sec.  4.  The  said  mayor  and  board  of  commissioners  shall 
assess  two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  the  grading,  paving,  macadamiz- 
ing, co'nstructing  cross-drains,  side-drains,  curbs,  gutters,  and  all 
other  necessary  drains  and  crossings,  amd  laying  down  any  water 
or  sewer  pipes  in  any  street,  or  otherwise  improving  said  road- 
ways or  streets  proper  on  the  real  estate  abutting  on  such  street, 
alley,  or  roadway,  or  portion  thereof  so  improved  or  repaired, 
assessing  one-third  of  such  improvement  on  the  real  estate  abut- 
ting on  each  side  of  the  street  or  part  thereol  so  improved  or 
repaired,  or  im  which  a  sewer  or  water  line  has  been  laid. 

Sec.  5.  That  to  equalize  the  assessments  on  real  estate  for  the 
purposes  described  in  section  four  of  this  act,  the  said  mayor  and 
board  of  commissioners  shall  estimate  the  total  cost  of  such 
improvement  made  throughout  the  entire  length  of  such  work  and 
improvement,  and  shall  then  prorate  the  cost  thereof  on  the  real 
estate  abutting  thereon  in  proportion!  to  the  frontage  on  the 
street  or  portion  thereof  so  improved,  or  in  which  a  sewer  or 
water  line  has  been  laid,  and  charge  to  and  assess  upon  the  real 
estate  upon  each  side  of  the  street  upon  which  said  work  is  done

the  section  of  said  road  built  from  Hayesville,  North  Carolina." 

Sec.  2.  That  section  two  of  said  chapter  three  hundred  and 
forty  of  the  Private  Laws  of  caie  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
eleven  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "convicts"  and  be- 
fore the  word  "Provided,"  in  the  fifth  line  of  said  section,  the 
words:  "Upon  delivery  of  said  certificate  of  stock  so  issued  to  State's^prison^to 
the  State  Treasurer,  credit  shall  be  given  to  the  board  of  direc-  books  of  treasurer. 
tors  of  the  North  Carolina  State's  Prison  upon  the  books  of  the 
State  Treasurer  for  the  par  value  of  the  stock  represented  by 
such  certificates."

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avenue  leading  from  the  road  to  J.  E.  Jordan's  "Oakland"  farm, 
thence  along  said  avenue  to  J.  E.  Jordan's  line,  thence  turning 
to  the  left  and  running  along  said  J.  E.  Jordan's  line  to  Loosing 
Swamp,  thence  up  said  swamp  to  the  bridge  at  the  J.  W.  Mitchell 
farm,  thence  along  the  line  around  the  said  J.  W.  Mitchell  farm, 
its  various  courses,  to  the  aforesaid  Powellsville  and  Windsor 
public  road  at  the  Mitchell  and  Ruffin  coroner,  thence  along  said 
public  road  to  the  place  of  beginning;  and  that  the  territory 
within  the  foregoing  boundaries  shall  no  longer  be  a  part  of  said 
Powellsville  Graded  School  District. 

Sec.  2.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
ratification.

proportion  and  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  in  section  inine 
of  this  act  for  depositing  of  the  sinking  fund  provided  for  herein. 
The  receipt  of  said  banks  for  the  amount  deposited  Avith  them 
by  said  treasurer,  as  directed  and  provided  herein,  when  signed 
by  the  president  or  cashier  of  said  banks,  shall  be  a  full  and 
complete  discharge  of  said  treasurer  and  his  bond  from  any  and 
all  liability  on  account  of  said  proceeds.

hereby  authorized  and  directed,  upon  petition  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees herein  mentio^ned,  to  call  another  election  to  be  held  any 
time  after  four  months  from  date  of  said  first  election,  on  the 
same  question,  after  giving  thirty  days  notice  thereof  as  required 
in  the  case  of  the  first  election  herein  provided  for.

CHAPTEE  16 


AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  CITY  OP  WINSTON-SALEM  TO 
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The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  floating  indebt- 
edness of  the  city  of  Winston-Salem,  incurred  for  necessary 
expenses,  said  city  of  Winston-Salem  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  issue  its  coupon  bonds  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
eighty  thousand  dollars  ($80,000)  par  value,  to  be  in  denomina- 
tions of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  nor  more  than 
one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  dated  March  first,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  seventeen,  due  and  payable  serially  as  follows: 
Five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000)  of  said  bonds  shall  become  due 
March  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighteen;  and  five 
thousand  dollars  ($5,000)  par  value  thereof,  shall  become  due  on 
the  first  day  of  March  of  every  year  thereafter  up  to  and  includ- 
ing March  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty-three.  Said 
bonds  shall  bear  interest  from  date  until  maturity  at  a  rate  of 
not  to  exceed  five  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  semiannually;  said 
semiannual  payments  to  he  represented  by  coupons  attached  to 
each  of  said  bonds,  and  to  be  identified  by  proper  number  and 
such  other  means  as  the  board  of  aldermen  may  adopt. 

Sec.  2.  No  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of  for  less  than  par  and  accrued 
interest,  and  said  city  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  or  dispose  of 
said  bonds,  either  at  public  or  private  sale,  under  sealed  bids,  as 
may  be  to  its  best  interest,  and  in  case  it  sells  the  same  at  public 
sale,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  in  one  or  more  newspapers 
published  in  Winston-Salem,  for  at  least  thirty  (30)  days,  and 
the  advertisement  of  the  sale  of  the  bonds  as  aforesaid  may  also 
be  made  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  within  or  without 
the  city. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  purchase  money  arising  from  the  sale  of  the 
bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  constitute  a 
separate  and  distinct  fund,  to  be  appropriated  and  applied  to  the 
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payment  of  an  outstanding  indebtedness  incurred  for  necessary 
expenses  of  the  city,  as  appears  by  a  report  of  the  treasurer  of 
said  city  filed  with  the  board  of  aldermen  on  the  twenty-ninth  day 
of  December,  one  thousa>nd  nine  hundred  and  sixteen,  and  a  reso- 
lution of  the  board  adopted  on  said  date  with  reference  thereto. 
That  the  treasurer  of  the  city  shall  keep  separate  account  of  the  Separate  accounts, 
funds  arising  under  this  act  and  separate  record  of  the  number  of  Record  of  bonds, 
bonds  sold,  amount  paid  for  same,  and  when  the  principal  and 
interest  thereof  shall  fall  due. 

Sec.  4.  That  in  order  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds  as  it  Special  tax. 
may  accrue,  and  the  principal  thereof  as  they  severally  fall  due, 
the  city  of  Winston-Salem  shall  annually  levy  a  special  tax  sufii- 
cient  to  meet  the  interest  accruing  thereon  and  the  principal  of 
such  of  said  bonds  as  respectively  fall  due  (not  to  exceed  five  per 
cent  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  valuation  of  property  and  fifteen 
cents  on  each  poll).  That  the  said  tax  shall  be  imposed  on  such 
property  as  may  be  now  or  hereafter  subject  to  taxation  under  the 
laws  of  the  State,  and  on  each  poll  in  lawful  equation,  and  shall 
be  levied  and  collected  as  other  city  taxes  are  levied  and  collected. 
That  said  officer  or  officers  entrusted  with  the  collection  and  pay-  Liability  of  ofa- 
ment  thereof  shall  in  respect  thereto  be  liable  officially  as  well  as 
personally  to  all  the  requirements  of  the  law  now  prescribed  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  for  the  faithful  collection  and 
payment  of  taxes. 

Sec.  5.     That  the  purchaser  or  holder  of  any  one  or  more  of  Purchaser's  dis- 
the  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  re- 
quired  to   see   to   the   application   of   the   proceeds   of   the   sale 
thereof. 

Sec.  6.    That  all  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts  conflicting  herewith  Repealing  clause. 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.   7.     That   this   act  shall  be   in   force  from   and   after   its 
ratification.

CHAPTEE  17 


AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  HENDERSON  AND  WILSON 
RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.     That  J.    D.   Cooper  A.  A.  Chapmam,   B.  H.   Perry,  Corporators. 
T.   Lanier,   their  associates,   successors   and   assigns,   are  hereby 
created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession, 
under  the  mame  and  style  of  "The  Henderson  and  Wilson  Railroad  Corporate  name. 
Company,"  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  conferred  upon  rail-  Corporate  rights. 
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road  corporations  by  the  laws  of  North  Carolina  as  they  now  exist 
and  all  amendments  thereto  hereinafter  enacted. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  power  to  locate 
construct,  and  operate  a  railroad,  either  electric  or  steam,  for  the 
transportation  of  freight,  passengers,  mail  and  express  from  some 
point  on  or  near  the  Virginia  line,  either  in  the  counties  of 
Person,  Granville,  Vance,  or  Warren,  thence  in  a  southeasterly 
direction  through  said  counties  and  the  counties  ot  Franklin  or 
Nash,  Johnston  or  Wilson,  Wayne  or  Greene,  Lenoir,  Craven,  or 
Jones,  or  any  of  them,  so  as  to  reach  tidewater  in  eastern  North 
Carolina  at  some  point  to  be  determined  by  the  board  of  directors 
of  said  railroad  company,  and  to  build  branch  roads. 

Sec.  3.  That  in  order  to  carry  into  effect  the  purposes  and 
objects  of  this  act  the  said  railroad  company  may  survey  one  or 
more  routes  for  such  railroad  as  they  deem  proper,  and  shall  have 
the  power  and  authority  to  appropriate  and  occupy  as  much  land 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction  of  said  railroad  and  its 
branches,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  feet  in  width  and  as  much 
additional  land  as  may  be  necessary  for  station  houses,  depots, 
and  all  other  purposes  necessary  for  the  construction  and  opera- 
tion of  said  railroad  and  its  branches,  under  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions prescribed  by  the  laws  of  North  Carolina  for  the  condemna- 
tion and  acquisition  of  land  for  railroad  purposes,  together  with 
the  right  to  buy,  lease,  or  otherwise  acquire,  in  accordance  with 
the  laws  of  North  Carolina,  other  railroads  or  any  portion  thereof 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
board  of  directors  of  said  railroad  company. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  authorized  capital  stock  of  said  company 
shall  be  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares 
of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  with  liberty  to  increase  the  same 
from  time  to  time  as  the  stockholders  may  determine  to  two  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars;  that  the  incorporators  named  in  this  act 
or  any  one  or  more  of  them  may  open  books  of  subscription  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  company  at  such  time  and  places  as  they 
may  prefer,  and  receive  subscriptions  to  said  capital  stock,  and 
when  ten  thousand  dollars  of  said  capital  stock  shall  have  been 
subscribed  the  subscribers  thereto  shall  elect  a  board  of  directors 
to  consist  of  not  less  than  five,  who  shall  serve  until  the  next 
annual  meeting  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified, 
and  upon  the  subscription  of  said  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  and 
the  election  of  said  directors  said  company  shall  be  deemed  and 
held  fully  organized  for  all  intents  and  purposes,  and  may  pro- 
ceed to  carry  out  the  objects  and  purposes  of  its  charter. 

SiEC.  5.  The  manageiment  of  said  company  shall  be  vested  in  the 
board  of  directors,  to  be  elected  annually  at  such  time  and  place 
as  the  stockholders  may  designate,  and  they  may  have  the  power 
to  make  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  management 
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of  said  corporation  and  create  amd  appoint  such  officers  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  its  business  as  may  be  consist- 
ent with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of 
this  State. 

Sec.  6.    Any  railroad  company,  whether  incorporated  under  this  Sub«/'"^P*^g'^«  ^^ 
or  the  laws  of  any  other  State,  is  hereby  authorized  to  subscribe 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  railroad  company  or  to  lend  money 
to  or  indorse  the  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  debt  of  the  same; 
and  the  said  Henderson  and  Wilson  Railroad  Company  shall  have  Power  t^o^borrow 
the  right  to  borrow  money  and  as  security  therefor  may  mort-  cute  mortgage. 
gage  its  roadbed,  rolling  stock  and  franchises,   and  may   issue 
bonds  as  the  directors  thereof  may  determine,  and  may  provide  Conversion  of 
for  the  conversion  of  such  bonds  into  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company.    And  should  said  company  issue  second-mortgage  bonds,  L^it  of  bond 
in  that  event  it  shall  not  issue  first-mortgage  bonds  exceeding 
fifteen  thousand  dollars  per  mile  of  its  main  road  and  branches.

That  at  said  election  ballots  shall  be  provided  upon 
which  shall  be  printed  the  word  "Subscription,"  and  also  ballots 
shall  be  provided  upon  which  shall  be  printed  or  written  the 
Notice  of  election,  words  "No  Subscription,"  and  said  governing  body  of  such  county, 
township,  city,  or  town,  as  the  case  may  be,  having  first  fixed  the 
amount  proposed  to  be  subscribed,  according  to  the  request  of 
the  petition  submitted  to  them,  shall  give  public  notice  of  said

That  in  case  a  majority  of  all  qualified 
voters  of  such  county,  tow,n'ship,  city,  or  town,  as  the  case  may  be, 
shall  have  voted  for  subscription,  then  the  governing  body  of 
such  county,  tow'nship,  city,  or  town  shall  within  twenty  days 
after  the  vote  is  ascertained  subscribe  to  the  second-mortgage 
bonds  of  said  railroad  company  for  said  county,  township,  city, 
or  town  the  sum  that  may  have  been  named  in  said  petition, 
which  subscription  shall  be  made  in  coupon  bonds  bearing  inter- 
est at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent  as  hereinbefore  set  out,  payable 
semiannually,  and  all  tax  levies  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds 
to  pay  said  bonds  or  coupons  shall  be  made  upon  taxable  prop- 
erty in  such  counties,  townships,  cities  or  towns. 

Sec.  10.  That  to  provide  for  the  interest  of  said  bonds  and 
their  redemptio;n'  at  or  before  maturity,  the  governing  body  of 
such  county,  township,  city,  or  town  subscribing  to  said  bonds 
shall,  in  addition  to  other  taxes,  each  year  compute  aind  levy  on 
all  property  of  any  such  county,  township,  city,  or  town  as  m'ake 
a  subscription  of  bonds  to  the  second-mortgage  bonds  of  the  rail- 
road company,  preserving  the  constitutional  equation  of  taxation, 
a  sufficient  tax  to  pay  such  interest  after  applying  the  interest 
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paid  O'li  said  second-mortgage  bonds  held  by  such,  county,  town- 
ship, city,  or  town,  and  an  additional  sinking  fund  tax  sufficient  Special  tax  for 

sinking  fund. 

to  provide  each  year  a  sum  which  compounded  annually  at  four 
per  cent  for  the  term  of  said  bonds  shall  be  sufficient  to  equal  the 
principal  of  the  bonds  of  said  county,  township,  city,  or  town, 
at  maturity,  which  amount  shall  annually  be  collected  as  the 
other  taxes  are  and  paid  to  the  county  treasurer  or  other  officer 
of  said  county,  township,  city,  or  town  authorized  by  law  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  treasurer  as  commissioner  of  sinking  fund. 

Sec.  11.     That  for  the  purpose  of  this  act  all  the  townships  Townships  incor- 
porated, 
along  the  line  of  said  railroad  and  its  branches  which  are  inter- 
ested in  its  construction  are  hereby  declared  bodies  politic  and 
corporate  and  are  vested  with  the  necessary  powers  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  be 
subject  to  the  liabilities  in  respect  to  any  right  or  cause  of  action 
growing  out  of  the  provisions  of  this  act.     The  county  commis-  Corporate  agents, 
sioji'ers  of  the  respective  counties  in  which  are  situated  the  re- 
spective townships  suscribing  are  declared  to   be  the  corporate 
agents  of  the  townships  so  incorporated  and  situated  within  the 
limits  of  said  counties  respectively. 

Sec.  12.    That  the  construction  of  said  railroad  under  this  act  Time  for  begin- 
ning construction. 
of  incorporation   shall  be  commenced   within   three  years   after 

the  ratification  of  this  act. 

Sec.  13.     That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  ratification.

CHAPTER  18 


AN  ACT  TO  CONSOLIDATE  AND  REVISE  THE  CHARTER  OP 
THE  TOWN  OP  JONESVILLE. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  the  town  of  Jonesville,  in  the  county  of  Yadkin,  Incorporation. 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  incorporated  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  "Towin  of  Jonesville,"  and  it  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  pro- 
visions of  law  now  existing  in  reference  to  incorporated  towns. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town  shall  be  as  Corporate  limits. 
follows:  Beginning  at  the  northeast  corner  of  S.  W.  Cockerham's 
lan>d  on  the  bank  of  the  river  and  runs  a  straight  line  to  the 
Greenwood  old  gate,  then  a  direct  line  so  as  to  include  Prank 
Day's  house  to  W.  M.  Evans'  comer,  vv^ith  Evans'  line,  so  as  to 
include  W.  C.  Shore's  residence,  north  to  the  line  of  the  town 
plat,  east  with  the  same  to  the  Speer's  line,  north  on  said  line  to 
Bob  Martin's  corner,  then  a  straight  line  so  as  to  include  J.  J. 
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Speer's  lot,  then  a  direct  line  to  the  Yadkin  River,  so  as  to  include 
Will  Shugart,  then  up  the  river  to  the  beginning. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  officers  of  said  town  shall  consist  of  a  mayor, 
five  commissioners,  and  a  constable,  and  the  commissioners  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  a  secretary  and  treasurer. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  town  of  Joaesville  is  hereby  vested  with  all 
the  powers,  rights,  privileges,  and  immunities  enumerated  in 
chapter  seventy-three,  volume  one,  of  the  Revisal  of  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  five,  entitled  "Towns,"  not  inconsistent  with 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  the  commissioners  of  said 
town  shall  have  power  to  pass  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  government  of  the  town,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the 
State  and  the  United  States,  and  to  impose  fines  and  penalties  to 
the  violation  of  town  ordinances  and  collect  the  same  for  the 
benefit  of  the  town:  Provided,  that  the  tax  levy  shall  not  exceed 
fifty  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  valuation  and  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  on  each  poll. 

Sec.  5.  That  there  shall  be  biennially,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
May,  elected  a  mayor  and  five  commissioners,  who  shall  hold 
office  until  their  successors  are  qualified ;  all  to  be  elected  by  the 
qualified  voters  of  the  town. 

Sec.  6.  That  any  qualified  elector  in  this  State  shall  be  eligible 
as  mayor  or  commissioner:  Provided,  he  or  they  shall  have 
resided  in  the  corporation  twelve  months  next  preceding  the  day 
of  the  election. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  board  of  commissioners  shall  have  authority 
to  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  board  that  may  occur  during  their  term 
of  office,  and  also  appoint  all  officers  which  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary for  the  efficient  administration  of  the  regulations,  ordinances, 
and  by-laws  of  the  town,  and  shall  prescribe  terms  of  offices.  That 
the  board  of  commissioners  shall  be  further  authorized  to  appoint 
one  of  their  members  a  mayor  pro  tempore  to  act  as  mayor  in  case 
of  absence  of  the  mayor  or  his  inability  to  perform  the  duties  of 
his  office. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  mayor  of  said  town  is  hereby  constituted  an 
inferior  court,  and  as  such  shall  within  the  corporate  limits  of 
the  town  have  all  the  power,  jurisdiction,  and  authority  of  a 
justice  of  the  peace  to  preserve  and  keep  the  peace,  to  issue  pro- 
cess, to  hear  and  determine  all  causes  of  action  which  may  arise 
upon  the  ordinances  and  regulations  of  the  town,  to  enforce 
penalties  by  issuing  execution  upon  any  adjudged  violation 
thereof,  and  to  execute  the  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  made 
by  the  commissioners.  The  mayor  shall  further  be  a  special  court 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  to  arrest  and  try  all 
persons  who  are  charged  with  a  misdemeanor  for  violating  any 
ordinance  of  the  town,  and  if  the  accused  be  found  guilty  he  shall 
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be  fined,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  or  mayor,  not  exceeding  the 

amount  specified  in  the  ordinance  or  ordinances  so  violated,  or,  at 

the    discretiO'n    of    the    mayor    or    court    trying    the   same,    such 

offender  may  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  thirty  days   in  the 

common  jail  of  the  county.    If  the  accused  is  dissatisfied  with  the  ^'^^^  °^  appeal. 

judgment  of  the  mayor  or  court  he  may  appeal  in  like  manner  as 

prescribed  for  appeals  from  judgment  of  a  justice  of  the  peace. 

Sec.  9.     That  the  mayor  may  issue  his  precepts  to  the  town  issue  of  precepts, 
constable,  who  may  execute  the  same -anywhere  in  Yadkin  County, 
or  to  such  other  officers  to  whom  a  justice  of  the  peace  may 
direct  his  precepts.    An  indorseme^nt  by  the  mayor  of  the  names  ^^™™<''^^  *°  '^"' 
of  the  witnesses  upon  a  summons  or  warrant  shall  be  authority 
for  the  officer  to  execute  the  same.-  The  mayor  shall  keep  a  faith-  Minutes. 
ful  minute  of  the  precepts  issued  by  him,  and  of  all  his  judicial 
proceedings. 

Sec.  10.    That  the  board  of  commissioners  shall  have  authority  street  work  for 

fines  and  penalties. 

to  put  to  and  keep  at  work  on  the  streets  of  the  town  any  person 
or  persons  who  may  fail  to  pay  any  fine,  penalty,  or  forfeiture 
which  may  be  imposed  upon  any  person  or  persons  for  violation 
of  any  ordinance,  by-law,  or  regulation  of  said  town;  and  the 
commissioners  shall  have  authority  by  their  ordinances  and  by- 
laws to  confine  and  control  and  manage  such  persons  until  the 
said  fine,  penalties,  or  forfeitures,  together  with  the  cost  thereof, 
shall  be  fully  paid  and  satisfied,  under  such  rates  for  labor  and 
board  as  the  commissioners  may  adopt. 

Sec.  11.     That  any  town  co^nstable,  policeman,  watchman,  or  Commitment    for 
town  officer  arresting  any  person  or  persons  for  violation  of  any 
ordinances  of  the  town  shall  have  the  right  to  commit  such  per- 
son or  persons  to  the  lock-up  or  common  jail  of  the  county  for  as 
early  trial  as  practicable. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  board  of  commissioners  of  the  town  of  Jones-  Taxing  power. 
ville  shall  have  power  not  often  er  than  annually  to  impose,  levy, 
and  collect  a  tax  upon  all  real  and  personal  estate  within  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  said  town,  and  also  upon  all  money  on  hand, 
solvent  credits,  and  upon  all  polls  and  all  other  subjects  of  taxa- 
tion' taxed  by  the  General  Assembly  for  public  purposes:  Pro-  Proviso:  Limit  of 
videcl,  that  the  rate  of  taxation  shall  not  exceed  fifty  cents  on  the 
hundred  dollars  valuation  in  any  one  year. 

Sec.  13.    That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  Repealing  clause. 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  14.    That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and  afte 
its  ratification.

Section  1.  That  section  thirty-four  of  the  charter  of  the  city 
of  Durham,  being  chapter  two  hundred  and  thirty-five  of  the 
Private  Laws  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  as 
amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-eight  of  the  Private 
Laws  of  one  thousand  'nine  hundred  and  one,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  following  paragraph  thereof, 
the  words,  "and  in  order  to  carry  out,  execute,  and 
enforce  the  powers  hereinbefore  given  in  this  section  to  borrow 
money,  pledge  the  faith  of  the  city  of  Durham,  or  loan  its  credit, 
and  levy  and  collect  the  taxes  necessary  to  pay  off  and  discharge 
any  such  debt,  principal  and  interest,  with  the  consent  of  the  ma- 
jority of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city,  which  consent  shall  be 
obtained  at  an  election  held  after  thirty  days  public  notice,  where- 
at those  who  shall  consent  shall  vote  'Approved'  and  those  who 
shall  not  consent  shall  vote  'Disapproved.'  But  they  shall  not  bor- 
row any  sum  of  money  when  the  existing  aggregate  indebtedness 
of  the  said  city  equals  in  amount  one-tenth  of  the  aggregate  tax 
value  of  the  property  of  said  city  as  shown  by  its  tax  book  of  the 
preceding  year,  or  exceeds  the  same,  nor  any  sum  which  when

WashiiTOgton.  The  taxes  herein  provided  for  shall  be  collecte'd 
in  like  manner  as  other  taxes  in  said  city.

That  the  town  of  Garysburg,  in  the  county  of 
Northampton,  be  and  it  is  hereby  relncorpoirated  under  the  name 
of  Garysburg,  and  that  chapter  three  thirty^four  of  the  Private 
Laws  of  North  Cajrolina,  session  one  thousanid  nine  hundred  and 
seven,  entitled  "Ain  act  to  ineorpoTaite  the  town  of  Garysburg,  in 
the  oounty  of  Northamptont,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  revived, 
reenacted,  and  reinstated,  with  the  same  corporate  limits  and  all 
the  powers  and  provisiions  therein  set  out,  except  as  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  commissioners,  miayor,  and  marshal,  named  in  sec- 
tion four  thereof.

Sec.  6.  That  the  willful  and  unlawful  violation  of  any  ordi- 
nances of  the  town  shall  be  a  misdemeainor,  but  the  punishment 
thereof  shall  not  exceed  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars  or  imprisonment  for 
thirty  days. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  mayor  of  said  town,  within  the  limits  thereof,

Sec.  18.  That  in  addition  to  the  rights,  franchise,  and  immuni- 
ties conferred  hy  the  foregoing  sections,  the  town  "of  Wood  shall 
have  and  be  subject  to  all  the  privileges  and  provisions  contained 
in  the  Revisal  of  North  Carolina  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  five,  chapter  seventy-three,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act. 

Sec.  19.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  law  in  conflict  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  20.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  ratification.

The  General  Assemhly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  erecting,  enlarging  and 
equipping  adequate  public  school  buildings  and  dormitories,  and 
acquiring  other  necessary  pro'perty  and  equipment  for  the  proper 
maintenance  of  public  schools  in  the  Angler  High  School  District,, 
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and  for  the  further  purpose  of  maintaining  a  puhlic  high  school 
therein  as  set  out  in  chapter  one  huindred  and  four  of  the  Private 
Laws  of  the  extra  sessiion  of  the  General  Assemibly  of  North  Caro- 
lina, nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  and  all  acts  amendatory 
thereof,  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Angier  High  School  District, 
created  by  said  chapter,  and  as  -now  constituted,  is  hereby  empow- 
ered and  authorized  to  call  a  special  electiom  to  be  held  in  said 
district  at  such  time  and  place  as  said  board  may  designate,  after 
the  ratification  of  this  act,  of  which  election  said  board  shall  give  Notice  of  election. 
du€  notice  for  thirty  days  in  some  newspaper  published  in  Harnett 
County,  or  at  least  for  once  a  week  for  four  consecutive  weeks 
next  preceding  the   same,   and   it  may   give  such  other   notice 

thereof  as  said  board  may  deem  proper  and  necessary  upon  the  Question  to  be 

voted,

seventy  cents  on  each  taxable  poll  therein:     Provided,  that  the  Proviso:  Constitu-

constitutional  equation  be  observed  in  the  assessing  and  leving 
of  such  tax. 

Sec.  2.     That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  Election  officers, 
the   Angier  High    School  to  appoint  a   registrar   and    two  poll- 
holders  to  conduct  said  election  and  to  cause  an  entirely  new  New  registration, 
registration  of  the  voters  in  said  district  prior  thereto;   that  at  Ballots, 
said  election  those  favoring  the  gramting  of   authority  to  said 
board  to  issue  bonds  as  aforesaid,  and  who  favor  the  levying  of 
the    special   tax   aforesaid,    shall    vote   a   ballot    contaiining    the 
words    "For    School    Bonds    and    Special    Tax,"    and    those    op- 
posed  to   the   same   shall    vote    a   ballot   containing   the   words 
"Against  School  Bonds  and  Special  Tax." 

Sec.  3.     That  said  election  shall  be  conducted  in  all  respects,  Law  governing 
as  near  as  may  be,  as  special  school  tax  elections  are  now  au- 
thorized to  be  held  by  law,  subject  to  the  modifications  set  forth 
in  this  act;  and  upon  the  close  of  said  election  the  registrar  and  Returns, 
judges  of  election  shall  certify  over  their  hands,  or  the  hands  of 
either  of  two   of   them,   the   result   thereof,   including   in   their 
certificate    the    numiber    of    qualified    voters    registered    for    said         , 
election  and  the  inumber  of  ballots  cast  "For  School  Bonds  and 
Special  Tax"  and  the  number  cast  "Against  School  Bonds  and 
Special   Tax,"  and   shall   file  one   copy   of   such   certificate   with 
the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  district,  one  copy 
with  the  superintendent  of  piiblic  instruction  of  Harnett  County, 
and  one  copy  with  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  couinty  commission- 
ers of  Harnett   County,  and   said   officers  shall   each   cause  the  Record  of  re- 
same  to  be  recorded  on  the  minutes  and  proper  records  of  their 
respective  boards. 
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Sec.  4.  That  if  the  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  at  said 
election  shall  vote  "Fo.r  School  Bonds  and  Special  Tax,"  then  the 
hoard  of  trustees  of  the  Angler  High  School  shall  be  authorized 
to  issue  bonds  to  the  amount  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand 
dollars  ($20,000),  in  denominations  not  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars  each,  maturing  not  later  than  forty  years  from  date 
thereof,  bearing  interest  annually  or  semiannually  of  not  exceed- 
ing six  per  centum  per  annum  from  date,  both  interest  and 
principal  payable  at  such  place  and  tinue  as  said  board  may 
designate  in  said  bonds,  and  said  bonds  shall  be  numbered  con- 
secutively, shall  be  signed  by  chairman  of  said  board  of  trustees 
and  attested  by  dts  secretary,  and  shall  have  afiixed  thereto  the 
corporate  seal'  of  said  board,  and  the  interest  coupons  thereto 
annexed  shall  be  signed  by  the  facsimile  signature  of  the  chair- 
man of  said  board,  engraved  or  lithographed  thereon,  together 
with  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and  said  interest  coupons  shall 
be  receivable  in  payment  of  amy  special  taxes  due  in  said  dis- 
trict. 

Sec.  5.  That  saiid  bonds  shall  not  be  sold,  hypothecated,  or 
otherwise  disposed  of  for  less  than  their  par  value,  except  by 
the  unanimous  vote  of  all  members  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
the  Angier  High  School  District,  and  with  approval  of  the  board 
of  education  of  Harnett  County,  and  in  no  event  for  less  than 
ninety-five  per  centum  of  their  par  value,  amd  all  moneys  arising 
from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  held  by  the  treasurer  of 
said  board  of  trustees,  and  shall  be  paid  out  on  the  warrant  of 
the  chairman,  countersigned  by  the  secretary  thereof,  only  for 
the  purpose  of  acquiring  a  site  for  a  public  school  building,  if 
necessary,  and  such  other  buildings  that  might  be  necessarily 
connected  therewith,  and  for  the  purpose  of  erecting,  equipping, 
and  furnishing  necessary  public  school  buildings,  dormitories, 
and  other  necessary  buildings  for  conducting  a  public  high  school 
in  said  district,  and  such  other  purposes  mentioned  in  section  one 
of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  That  if  the  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  at  said 
election  shall  vote  "Against  School  Bonds  and  Special  Tax,''  as 
aforesaid  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  commissioners 
of  Harnett  County  annually  to  levy  and  cause  to  be  collected, 
when  and  as  other  taxes  are  levied  and  collected,  a  special  tax 
of  ninety  cents  on  each  ome  hundred  dollars  valuation  of  prop- 
erty within  the  said  district  and  two  dollars  amd  seventy  cents 
on  each  taxable  poll,  and  no  other  special  tax  whatsoever  for 
schools  in  said  district;  the  special  .tax  in  this  section  authorized 
to  be  levied  and  collected  being  substituted  for  all  other  special 
school  taxes  now  authorized  to  be  collected  in  saiid  district,  but 
it  is  specifically  provided  hereby  that  if  no  specdal  tax  is  car- 
ried  by   the   election   herein   provided   and   the   issuance    of   the 
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bonds  aforesaid  is  not  indorsed  by  a  majority  of  tbe  qualified 
voters  as  provided  lioi  this  act,  then  all  taxes,  of  whatsoever  na- 
ture, now  authorized  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  the  purpose 
of  miaintaining  said  high  school  shall  remain  valid,  and  shall  be 
assessed,  levied,  and  collected  as  now  provided  by  law. 

-Sec.  7.     That  said  special  tax  shall  be  kept  separate  from  all  Taxes  kept  sep- 
other  taxes,  and  shall  be  paid  over  by  the  collecting  officer  to  the 
treasurer  of  said  district,  and  the  same  shall  be  held  in  trust  Specific  appi-opria- 
by  said  treasurer  and  invested  or  appropriated  under  the  order 
of  said  board  for  the  following  purposes,  and  none  other,  to  wit: 

First.     That  so  much  of  said  taxes  shall  be  set  apart  as  may  interest. 
be  'necessary  to  pay   the  interest  upon  said  bonds  as  the  same 
may  become  due  and  payable. 

Second.  That  a  sufficient  amount  of  said  taxes  shall  be  set  Sinking  funds, 
apart  to  pay  bonds  in  full  at  maturity,  and  the  same  may  be, 
by  unanimous  consent  of  all  the  members  of  said  board,  invested 
from  time  to  time  in  solvent  security,  bearing  interest  at  rate 
of  not  less  than  siix  per  centum  per  annum,  such  securities  to 
be  unanimously  approved  by  all  members  of  said  board,  together 
with  some  reputable  attorney  practicing  in  Harnett  County;  and 
that  amount  so  set  apart  shall  be  a  sinking  fund  for  the  purpose 
of  liquidating  said  bonds  at  maturity  as  aforesaid. 

Third.     That   so   much   of   said   special  tax   as   remains    after  Maintenance  of

payment  of  interest  on  said  bonds,  and  providing  for  a  sufficient 
sinking  fund  to  discharge  said  bonds  at  maturity,  shall  be  used 
by  said  board  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  public  schools  in 
said  district. 

Sec.  8.     That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  trustees  to  Bond  of  treasurer, 
see  that  the  treasurer  is  properly  bonded  at  all  times  in  a  suf- 
ficient sum  to  protect  all  moneys  that  are  or  may  come  into  his 
hands  belonging  in  any  way  to  the  said  school  district;  and  if  OfBcer  vacated, 
at  any  time  said  treasurer  shall  fail  to  file  bond  with  said  board 
in  a  sufficient  sum  as  ordered  by  said  board,  then  said  board  may

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CHAPTEE  59 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  CHAPTER  178  OF  THE2  PRIVATE  LAWS 
OF  NORTH  CAROLINA,  SESSION  OF  1907,  AMENDING  THE 
CHARTER  OF  LEES-MacRAE  INSTITUTE. 

Whereas,  since  the  incorporation  of  the  Lees-MacRae  Institute  Preamble:  Change 
the  territory  embracing  the  property  and  schools  oi  said  institu-  J^'  '  ' 
tion  has,  by  the  proper  ecclesiastical  procedure  in  the  courts  of 
the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States,  been 
taken  out  of  the  bounds  of  Concord  Presbytery,  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  and  is  now  included  in  the  bounds  of  AppaJlachia  Synod 
(composed  of  parts  of  Tennessee  and  other  States) :  Now,  there- 
fore. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    That  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-eight  of  the  Control  and  man- 
agement of  school. 
Private  Laws  of  North  Carolina,  session  of  one  thousand  nine 

hundred  and  seven,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  strik-

nate"; it  being  the  intention  of  this  act  to  vest  in  and  confer 
upo'n  such  committee  of  the  Appalachia  Synod  the  same  title, 
authority,  power,  control,  and  jurisdiction  in  and  over  the  prop- 
erty and  schools  of  the  Lees-MacRae  Institute  and  its  and  theiir 
management  as  was  by  the  former  act  vested  in  and  conferred 
upon  ConcoTd  Presbytery  in  the  Synod  and  State  of  North  Caro- 
lina. 

Sec.  2.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  effect  from  and  after  its 
ratification.

CHAPTEE  60 


AN   ACT    TO    PERMIT   THE    CITY    OP    DURHAM    TO    ISSUE 
WATERWORKS   BONDS. 

Whereas,  chapter  three  hundred  and  thirty-six  of  the  Private  Preamble:    Elee- 
Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirteen  authorized  the  *'°'^  authorized. 
board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Durham  to  call  an  election  and 
submit  to  the  voters  of  the  city  of  Durham  the  question  of  issuing 
bonds  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring,  obtaining  by  purchase,  build- 
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ing  or  construoting,  and  equipping  a  eomplete  system  of  water- 
works for  the  city  of  Durham;  and  whereas  said  board  of  alder- 
men did  call  saidelecticm  and  submit  to  the  voters  of  said  city 
the  aforesaid  question,  and  were  authorized  by  a  majoTity  of  the 
voters  of  said  city  to  issue  bonds  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  ($500,000)  for  the  purpose  aforesaid;  and  whereas 
said  board  of  aldermen  have  purchased  the  properties  of  the 
Durham  Water  Company,  a  water  mains  system  already  laid  and 
being  operated  in  the  city  of  Durham,  and  have  constructed  new 
pumping  stations  and  additional  and  improved  pipe  lines,  reser- 
voirs, etc.;  and  whereas  said  board  of  aldermen  have  found  that 
they  cannot  acquire  and  construct  a  proper  amd  modern  system 
for  water-works  for  the  said  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
(1500,000),  but  will  require  in  addition  to  said  sum  a  further  sum 
of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($260,000)  to  properly 
provide  the  city  of  Durham  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  with  an 
adequate  supply  of  water:     Now,  therefore, 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  above  described,  to  wit,  acquir- 
ing, obtaining  by  purchase,  building  or  constructing,  and  equip- 
ping of  a  system  of  water-works  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  and 
furnishing  the  city  of  Durham  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  with 
an  adequate  supply  of  water,  and  for  paying  off  the  obligations  of 
the  city  of  Durham  heretofoTe  made  in  the  acquiring,  obtaining 
by  purchase,  building  or  constructing,  and  equippiing  the  said 
systems  of  water-works,  and  for  its  extension  or  enlargement,  re- 
laying, repairing,  and  improving  water-works  on  streets  already 
paved  or  hereafter  paved,  repaired,  constructed,  or  imiproved,  the 
board  of  aldermen  or  other  governing  authority  of  the  city  of 
Durham  are  hereby  fully  authorized  and  empowered  to  borrow 
money,  pledge  the  faith  of  the  city  of  Durham,  or  loan  lits  credit, 
and  levy  and  collect  the  taxes  necessary  to  pay  off  and  discharge 
any  such  debt,  principal,  and  interest,  as  the  same  becomes  due. 
As  evidence  of  said  indebtedness  herein  authorized,  the  city  of 
Durham  be  and  it  is  hereby  emp'owered  to  issue  coupon  bonds, 
not  to  exceed  in  amount  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  ($250,000),  which  said  amount  shall  be  in  addi- 
tion to  the  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($500,000)  provided  for 
by  chapter  three  hundred  and  thirty-six  of  the  Private  Laws  of 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirteen,  and  the  election  held 
thereunder,  and  in  denominations  of  not  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100)  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  each, 
bearing  interest  from  the  date  of  bonds  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed 
five  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  siemiannually  until  said 
bonds  are  paid;  that  the  said  bonds  shall  be  serial  bonds,  payable 
to  bearer  at  such  time  or  times  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  said  board 
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of  aildermen  and  named  therein,  but  in  no  instance  shall  the  time 
named  be  more  than  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  said  bonds:

lution  authorizing  any  such  loan  or  loans  shall  set  forth  the  fact

or  any  of  them,  to  the  purchaser  thereof  until  the  purchase  money 
shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  city  and  his  receipt  to 
the  purchaser  produced  before  the  mayor  as  evidence  of  such 
payment;  and  the  treasurer  of  said  city  shall  receive  all  moineys 
paid  in  the  purchase  of  the  bonds  in  his  official  capacity  as  treas- 
urer of  said  city.  He  and  the  sureties  of  his  official  bond  shall  be  Liability  of  treas- 
liable  to  account  for  and  pay  over  the  same  as  is  provided  in  this 
act  or  may  be  otherwise  provided  by  the  laws  relating  to  the 
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treasurer  of  the  sg-id  city  of  Durham;  and  it  shall  he  the  duty  of 
said  hoard  of  aldermen  or  other  governing  authority  of  said  city 
of  Durham  to  see  to  it  tnat  the  bond  of  said  treasurer  shall  at  all 
times  he  sufficient  in  amount  and  with  satisfactory  sureties. 

That  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  said  honds  shall  be 
used  only  for  the  purpose  hereinbefore  stated,  the  board  of  alder- 
men, however,  being  hereby  specifically  authorized  to  use  the 
funds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  herein  authorized  to 
retire,  pay  off,  and  discharge  the  bonds  aod  mortgage  securing 
same  now  outstanding  and  a  lien  on  the  properties  of  the  Durham 
Water  Company,  purchased  by  the  said  city  of  Durham. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  board  of  aldermen,  or  other  governing  author- 
ity of  the  city  of  Durhami,  is  hereby  authorized  to  levy  and  collect 
each  year,  in  addition  to  all  other  taxes  levied  and  collected  in 
said  city,  an  ad  valorem  tax  upon  all  the  taxable  property  in  said 
city  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  and  principal  on  said  coupon 
bonds  authorized  by  this  act  as  same  becomes  due;  and  such 
taxes  shall  be  levied  and  collected  at  the  same  time  and  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  taxes  are  levied  and  collected  on  property 
in  said  city;  and  the  money  paid  Into  the  city  treasury  received 
from  taxes  levied  and  collected  under  this  act  shall  be  appropri- 
ated for  the  payment  of  said  bonds  and  coupons,  and  for  no  other 
purpose  whatsoever :  Provided,  that  all  moneys  remaining  in  the 
treasury  belonging  to  said  fund  after  all  the  aforesaid  bonds  and 
coupons  shall  have  been  redeemed  shall  then  be  transferred,  by 
order  of  the  governing  authorities  of  the  city  of  Durham,  to 
the  general  fund  of  said  city. 

Sec.  5.  The  board  of  aldermen  or  other  governing  authority 
of  the  city  of  Durham  may,  if  in  their  opinion  at  any  time  it 
becomes  necessary  or  advisable,  appoint  a  trustee,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  receive  such  revenue  as  may  be  collected  under 
this  act,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  interest  and  principal  on 
said  bo'nds  as  samie  becomes  due,  and  the  said  board  of  alder- 
men or  other  governing  authority  of  said  city  may  prescribe  the 
duty  of  said  trustee,  fix  the  amount  of  his  compensation,  and  the 
bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  duty  on  his  part. 

Sec.  6.  The  city  of  Durham  is  hereby  vested  with  the  power 
of  eminent  domain,  and  the  board  of  aldermen  or  other  govern- 
ing authority  of  said  city  is  hereby  authorized  to  purchase  or  ac- 
quire by  condem'nation  lands  or  other  property,  rights  in  lands 
and  water,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  suc- 
cessful operation  of  said  system  of  water-works.  Said  con- 
demnation proceedings  in  any  case  to  be  the  same  as  prescribed 
by  the  law  for  acquiring  right  of  way  by  railroads. 

Sec.  7.  The  board  of  aldermen  or  other  governing  authority 
of  the  city  of  Durham  is  hereby  specificalily  empowered  to  ex- 
tend the  water-works  system  owned  or  constructed  and  operated 
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by  it  in  the  city  of  Durham  to  include  the  towns  of  East  Dur- 
ham and  West  Durham,  or  such  mills,  manufacturing  enter- 
prises, residences,  or  other  properties  located  in  the  environs  of 
the  said  city  of  Durham,  and  to  furnish  and  supply  water  to  . 
and  to  collect  tolls  for  so  furnishing  and  supplying  water  to  the 
said  towns,  mills,  manufacturing  enterprises,  residences,  or  prop- 
erties. 

Sec.  8.     That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws,  including  any  and  all  Repealing  clause, 
sections  of  the  charter  of  the  city  O'f  Durham,  inconsistent  or  in 
conflict  herewith,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  9.     That  this  act   shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  ratification.

AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  CITY  OP  DURHAM  TO  EX-

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  the  city  of  Durham,  through  its  board  of  Extension  and  im- 
aldermen,  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  ex-  system, 
tend,  enlarge,  repair,  .and  improve  its  present  system  of  sewer- 
age and  disposal  plants,  and  to  establish,  construct,  maintain,  oper- 
ate, and  regulate  new  or  additional  systems  of  sewerage  and  dis- 
posal plants,  and  to  contract  for  the  extension,  enlargement,  and 
reparation  of  its  present  system  of  sewerage  and  disposal  plants, 
and  for  the  establishment,  construction,  maintenance,  and  opera- 
tion of  additional  sewerage  system  and  disposal  plants  for  the 
use  of  said  city  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  in  such  manner  as 

to    them   may   seem   necessary   and   proper ;    and    if   it   shall   be  Extension  beyond

are  authorized  to  borrow  money,  pledge  the  faith  of  the  city  of 
Durhams,  and  loan  its  credit,  and  levy  and  collect  taxes  neces-  Special  taxes. 
sary  to  pay  off  and  discharge  any  such  debt,  principal  and  inter- 
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est,  as  the  same  becomes  due,  and  to  that  end  they  are  also  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  for  and  to 
pay  off  and  discharge  the  indebtedness  herein  authorized,  at 
maturity,  and  the  taxes  necessary  for  such  purpose  shall  be 
levied  and  collected  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  taxes  are  levied  and  collected  on  pTOiperty  and  polls  in 
said  city,  and  the  money  paid  into  the  city  treasury  from 
taxes  levied  under  this  act  shall  be  used  for  the  payment  of  said 
bonds  and  coupons,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever. 

That  as  an  evidence  of  the  indebtedness  herein  au- 
thorized, the  city  of  Durham  be  and  it  is  hereby  empowered  to 
issue  coupon  bounds  not  to  exceed  in  amount  the  sum  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars  ($50,000),  and  in  denominatiions  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred  dollars  (|100)  nor  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars  (|1,000),  bearing  interest  from  date  of  bounds  at  a  rate 
not  to  exceed  five  per  centum  per  annum  and  payable  semian- 
nually until  the  said  boiuds  are  paid.  That  said  bonds  shall 
be  serial  bonds,  and  shall  be  payable  to  bearer  at  such  times 
and  in  such  amounts  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  said  board  of  alder- 
men, and  named  therein,  not  to  be  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
thirty  years  from  the  date  thereof:  Provided,  however,  that  at 
any  time  during  the  course  of  the  oonstruction,  extension,  en- 
larging or  reipairinig  of  any  of  the  present  sewerage  system,  or 
any  additional  sewerage  system,  the  board  of  aldermen  may  from 
■time  to  time  borrow  money  under  this  act  to  the  extent  re- 
quired to  p'ay  the  cost  of  such  co'nstruction,  extension,  enlarg- 
ing, or  repairing.  The  resolution  authorizing  any  such  loan  or 
loans  shall  set  forth  the  fact  that  the  said  loan  is  made  under 
and  by  virtue  of  the  powers  conferred  in  this  aict,  and  shall  pro- 
vide, as  evidence  of  said  sum  of  aioney  so  borrowed,  for  the 
issuance  of  notes  of  the  city,  payable  either  on  demand  or  at  a 
fixed  time,  not  more  tha^n  six  months  from  the  date  thereof,  and 
bearing  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent  per  annum.  Said 
notes  or  any  renewal  or  extension  thereof  shall  in  no  event 
exceed  six  months  from  the  date  of  the  original  issue  and  such 
temporary  indebtedness  incurred  under  the  authority  of  this  sec- 
tion, with  the  interest  thereon,  S'hall  be  paid  out  of  the  moneys 
raised  by  the  issue  and  sale  of  the  serial  bonds  herein  author- 
ized. The  said  serial  bonds  hereby  authorized  and  their  coupons 
shall  be  numbered,  and  the  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor 
of  the  city  of  Durham  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk  of  the 
board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Durham,,  and  have  the  corporate 
seal  of  the  said  city  affixed  thereto,  and  the  coupons  thereto

Sec.  6.  The  board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Durham  may,  Trustee, 
if  in  their  opinion  at  any  time  it  becomes  necessary  or  advis- 
able, appoint  a  trustee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  such 
revenue  as  may  be  collected  under  this  act,  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  interest  on  said  bonds  and  for  creating  a  sinking 
fund  to  pay  the  principal  of  said  bonds  at  maturity,  and  the 
said  board  of  aldermen  may  prescribe  the  duty  of  said  trustee, 
fix  the  amount  of  his  comipensation,  and  the  bond  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  duty  on  his  part.

That  the  city  of-  Durham  is  hereby  vested  with  the  ^g^^^^o'^j^ai^^ 
power  of  eminent  domain,  and  the  board  of  aldermen  is  hereby 
authorized  to  purchase,  or  acquire  by  condemnation,  the  lands 
or  other  property,  or  so  much  thereof  as  in  the  opinion  of  the 
board  of  aldermen  may  be  'necessary  for  the  extension,  erection, 
construction,  maintenance,  and  operation  of  an  adequate  system 
of  sewerage   and  disposal  plants  for  said   city  and  the   inhabi- 
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tants  thereof.  In  case  it  should  become  necessary  to  exercise  the 
authority  of  eminent  domiain  herein  grainted,  then  the  condem- 
nation proceedings  necessary  thereto  shall  be  the  same,  or  as  near 
the  -same  as  possible,  as  is  presoribed  by  law  in  acquiring  right 
of  way  for  the  constructiion  of  railroads  in  North  Carolina. 

Sec.  8.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws,  including  any  provi- 
sion in  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Durham  inconsistent  herewith, 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTEE  62 

AN  ACT  TO  ALLOW  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN  OF  THE 
TOWN  OF  SYLVA  TO  USB  CERTAIN  MONEYS  DERIVED 
FROM  BOND  ISSUE  FOR  PUBLIC  BUILDINGS  FOR  CER- 
TAIN   OTHER    INDEBTEDNESS. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 
Use  of  surplus.  SECTION  1.     That  the  board  of  aldermen  for  the  town  of  Sylva 

are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  use  any  and  all  moneys 
left  over  from  the  moneys  raised  under  chapter  four  hundred 
and  fifty-seven  of  the  Private  Laws  of  iniineteen  hundred  and 
thirteen  for  any  other  indebtedness  incurred  by  said  board,  as 
said  board  may  deem  best.

The  board  shall  organize  by  the  election  of  a  chairman  and 
a  secretary  and  a  treasurer,  who  shall  be  members  of  the  board, 
and  shall  make  such  by-laws  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  schools.  Tlie  treasurer  s^hall  give  bond  payable  to 
the  State  of  North  Carolina  in  such  sum  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
board  of  trustees  for  the  faithful  performance  of  Ms  duties  as 
such  treasurer.  All  money  collected  for  the  school  shall  be  paid 
by  the  treasurer  exclusively  for  the  benefit  of  the  schools  by 
voucher  as  directed  by  the  board  of  trustees;  said  vouchers  shall 
be  passed  upon  by  the  board  and  be  signed  by  the  chairman  and 
secretary. 

Sec.  4.  The  sheriff  of  Rockingham'  County  shall  collect  all 
taxes  levied  for  the  benefit  of  said  Sadler  Graded  Schools  and  pay 
the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees  thereof. 

Sec.  5.    This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratification.

of  water  of  the  kind  sold  is  pure  and  unpolluted. 

Sec.  22.  The  board  of  water  commiissioners  of  the  city  of 
Durham  shall  have  the  power  to  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  may  be  just  and  proper,  regulating  the  use  of  water  by  house- 
holders, persons,  firms,  and  corporations,  and  in  order  to  con-

CHAPTER  95 


AN  ACT  TO  ESTABLISH  CONOVER  GRADED  SCHOOL  DIS- 
TRICT IN  CATAWBA  COUNTY  AND  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  A 
BOND  ISSUE. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  all  the  territory  within  the  corporate  limits  Boundary  set  out. 
of  the  town  of  Conover  as  is  now  or  shall  hereafter  be  prescribed, 
and  all  the  territory  lying  without  the  corporate  limits  ot  the 
town  of  Conover  and  included  in  the  boundaries  of  Conover 
Special-tax  School  District  in  Newton  and  Cline's  townships, 
Catawba  County,  which  boundaries  at  the  time  said  district  was 
established,  and  since  added  to  by  the  county  board  of  education 
were  and  are  as  follows:  Beginning  at  an  iron  stake,  C.  R.

of  the  treasurer  of  the  town  of  Conover,  and  shall  be  dated  at 
such  time  or  times  as  shall  be  designated  by  said  board  of  trus- 
tees. Said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  of  said"  town  of 
Ccmover  and  attested  by  the  clerk,  and  shall  have  the  corporate 
seal  of  said  town  affixed  thereto.  The  interest  coupons  shall  be 
signed  by  the  mayor  only.  When  any  Oif  said  bonds  shall  have 
been  issued  by  said  board  of  aldermen  of  Conover  they  shall  be 
turned  over  to  the  said  board  of  school  trustees,  and  said  trustees 
shall  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  best  price  obtainable;  however, 
no  bonds  shall  be  sold  for  less  than  par  value  thereof  and  the 
proceeds  from  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  app'lded  first  to  the  dis- 
charge of  debts  incurred  in  the  erection  and  furnishing  of  a 
school  building  in  the  town  of  Conover,  the  ibalance  to  be  applied

AN   ACT   TO   EXTEND   THE    CORPORATE    LIMITS    OF   THE

Section  1.  That  section  one  of  chapter  fifty-eight,  Private  Laws 
of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  five,  and  section  two  of  chapter 
three  hundred  twenty-three.  Private  Laws  of  one  thousand  eight 
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hundred  and  ninety-nine,  be  and  the  same  is  herehy  amended  to 
Corporate  limits,  read  as  follows:  "That  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town  shall  be 
one  and  one-half  miles  long  with  the  Carolina  and  North-western 
Railway,  and  in  width  shall  extend  from  Gunpowder  Creek  om 
the  east  to  a  disitance  of  three-eighths  of  a  niile  on  the  west  side 
of  said  railway,  the  boundary  line  of  the  same  being  as  follows: 
Boundary  line.  Beginning  at  a  point  lin  the  center  of  track  of  said  railway  and 
one-half  mile  south  of  the  depot  as  located  at  present,  and  run- 
ning northeast,  or  thereabout,  to  Gunpowder  Creek;  thence  north- 
ward with  said  creek  to  the  mouth  of  Billy  Branch;  thence  west- 
ward with  said  Billy  Branch  and  continuing  on  a  line  one  and 
one-half  miles  from  the  south  line  and  parallel  therewith,  to  a 
point  on  the  said  railway  also  one  and  one-haLf  males  from  said 
south  boundary  line  amd  a  like  distance  from  the  point  of  begin- 
ning; this  boundary  line  leaves  Billy  Branch  at  a  point  one  and 
one-half  miles  distant  from  the  south  boundary  line  and  there- 
after runs  in  a  west  course  parallel  with  said  south  boundary 
line;  thence  a  west  course  from  said  railway  to  a  point  three- 
eighths  of  one  mile  from  said  railway  track;  thence  southward 
one  and  one-half  miles  to  a  point  three-eighths  of  one  mile  from 
the  point  of  beginning;  thence  eastward  three-eighths  of  one  mile 
to  the  point  of  beginning  on  said  railway  track." 
Commissioners.  Sec.  2.     That  section  three  of  chapter  three  hundred  twenty- 

three,  Private  Laws  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
nine,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  therefrom 
the  word  "three"  in  line  two  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
word  "five." 

Sec.  3.     That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  rati- 
fication.

Section  1.     That  Robert  C.  Jones,  TTiomas  J.  Purdie,  James  D.  Corporators. 
McNeill,  Fulton  R.  Hall,  Edward  J.  Miomaghan,  Charles  G.  Rose, 
and  Robert  W.  Herring  of  the  city  oi  Fayetteville,  and  their  suc- 
cessors in  office,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created   a  corporation  Incorporation, 
and  body  politic  under  the  name  a.nd  style  of  the  "Cross  Creek  Corporate  name. 
Cemetery  Commission,"  and  as  such  shall  possess  all  the  rights.  Corporate  powers, 
privileges,    and  powers   granted    under  the   general   corporation 
laws  of  the  State  and  any  amendments  thereto.

and  shall  be  enforcible  as  such  by  the  courts  of  competent  juris- 
■diotiion. 

Sec.  6.  That  in  order  to  keep  up  and  properly  maintain  the 
cemeteries  placed  under  its  care,  the  said  commission  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority,  by  and  through  duly  appointed  agents, 
and  from  time  to  time,  to  go  upon  the  lots  of  any  of  the  lot 
owners  in  such  ceimeteries  and  make  any  and  all  siuch  improve- 
ments in  and  upon  the  salm©  as  said  commission  shall  deem  neces- 
sary or  proper  to  the  beauty  of  the  symmetry  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  S'aid  commission  shall  have  the  power  and 
authority  to  take  subscriptions  or  levy  reasonable  assessments 
upon  the  owner  Oif  lots  in  the  cemeteries  under  the  care  and  con- 
trol of  said  commission  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper  from  time 
to  time  in  order  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  com.mission;  and 
upon  the  failure  or  refusal  of  any  such  lot  owner  to  pay  any 
subscriiptions  or  assessiments  so  taken  or  levied,  the  same  may 
be  collected  by  the  commission  by  suit  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction. 

Sec.  8.  That  said  commission  shall  have  full  and  exclusive 
power  and  control  over  all  cemeteries  for  the  burial  of  white 
perscois  of  the  city  of  Fayetteville,  and  all  matters  and  things 
therewith  connected,  and  of  all  property  thereto  belonging,  and 
not  inconsiistent  with  the  laws  of  North  Carolina. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  'Cross  Creek  Cemetery  Co'mp'any,  a  private 
corporation  created  by  chapter  thirty  of  the  Private  Laws  of  ' 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-three,  seventy-four,  shall 
have  full  power  aind  authority  to  sell,  transfer,  and  assign  to  the 
Cross  Creek  Cemetery  Commission  any  and  all  right,  title,  and 
interest  which  it  has  or  may  hereafter  have  In  and  to  any  ceime- 
tery  property  located  in  the  city  of  Fayetteville;  and  when  such 
conveyance  is  executed  said  Cross  Creek  Cemetery  Company 
shall  thereupon  be  dissolved  and  all  of  its  rights,  powers,  duties, 
and  liabilities  'shall  pass  to  and  be  exercitsed  by  said  Cross  'Creek 
Cemetery  Connmission:  Provided,  the  same  are  oi'ot  inconsistent 
with  this  act. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  city  of  Fayetteville  be  and  it  is  hereby 
authorize'd  and  emipowered  to  convey  to  said  commisision  by  deed 
or  otherwise  any  and  all  right,  title,  and  interest  which  it  may 
now  or  hereafter  have  in  any  cemetery  property  located  in  or 
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near  the  city  of  Fayetteville,  and  such  conveyance  may  be  exe- 
cuted by  ithe  mayor  and  city  clerk,  upon  due  authority  granted  by 
the  board  of  aldermen  of  said  city. 

Sec.  11.    That  the  property  of  said  commission  and  the  interest  Exemption  from

of  each  lot  owner  in  said  cemeteries   under   its  care   shall  be  taxation, 
exempt  from  execution  or  attachment  and  shall  not  be  subject 
to  the  payment  of  any  taxes  whatever,  except  that  the  commis- 
sion may  levy  and  collect  reasonable  assessments  from  the  lot 
owners   as   hereinbefore   provided   for.     No   streets,   lanes,    roads  Streets  and  roads. 
or  alleys  shall  at  any  time  be  made  or  established  over  the  lands 
held  by  said  cotoiimission,  or  any  part  thereof,  without  its  written 
consent,  except  those  laid  out  or  established  by  the  comimission, 
nor  shall  any  part  of  the  same  be  condemned  or  taken  in  any  Condemnation, 
manner  for  any  public  use  without  its  written  conseint. 

Sec.  12.     That  this   act  shall  be   in   force  from  and  after  its 
ratification.

CHAPTEK  99 


AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  LAWS  RELATING  TO  THE 
SCHOOL  AT  HOPE  MILLS. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.     That  all  the  territory  described  in  section  one  of  PuMc  school  dis- 
trict, 
chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  of  the  Private  Laws  of  North 

Carolina  of  one  thousand  nine  humdred  and  three,  emlbracing 
what  is  now  known  as  "The  Hope  Mills  Graded  School  District," 
be  and  it  is  hereby  declared  a  public  school  district  for  white  and 
colored  children,  which  shall  be  under  the  jurisdiction  and  sub- 
ject to  the  control  Oif  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  the  board 
of  education  of  Cumberland  County,  and  subject  to  the  laws  and 
regulations  of  said  boards,  and  shall  be  known  as  one  of  the  pub- 
lic school  districts  of  Cumberland  County. 

Sec.  2.    That  the  board  of  graded  school  trustees  as  provided  in  Board  abolished, 
section  nine  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty^eight.  Private  Laws 
of  one  thousand  oiine  hundred  and  three,  be  and   the  same  is 
hereby  abo'lished. 

Sec.  3.  That  D.  C.  Rogers,  J.  C.  Gilbert,  G.  W.  Singletary,  W.  H.  School  committee. 
Bullard,  and  J.  A.  Bynum  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  and 
constituted  the  public  school  committee  for  the  public  school  dis- 
trict created  by  section  one  of  this  act;  and  said  school  committee  Term. 
shall  iserve,  exercising  the  duties  and  powers  of  other  public 
school  committees  of  Cumherland  County,  until  the  regular  time 
for  appointment   of  public   school   cdmrnittees   for  said   county, 
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whem  the  county  board  of  education  of  said  county  shall  appoint 
five  committeemen  as  their  successors,  appoiinting  one  to  serve 
one  year,  one  two  years,  one  three  years,  one  four  years  and  one 
five  years.  Thereafter  at  each  time  for  the  appointment  of  public 
school  committeemen  the  county  board  of  education  shall  appoint 
one  coimmitteeman  to  serve  for  a  term  of  five  years. 

Sec.  4.  That  section  ten  of  chapter  ome  hundred  and  sixty- 
eight  of  the  Private  Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
three  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  title  to  all  of  the  school  property  in  the  school 
district  created  by  this  act  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  vested  in 
the  board  of  education  of  Cumberland  County. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  bonds  beretofore  Issued  by  the  board  of  trus- 
tees of  the  Hope  Mills  Graded  School  District  under  authority  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  Private  Laws  of  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  three,  be  and  they  are  hereby  declared  a 
valid  indebtedness  against  the  school  district  herein  'Created,  and 
the  county  board  of  education  of  Cumberland  County,  and  their 
successors,  are  hereby  appointed  and  constituted  commissioners 
of  the  sinking  fund  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  said  bonds 
at  miaturity,  and  are  required  to  set  apart  each  year,  out  of  the 
moneys  belonging  to  said  school  district,  such  amount  as  the 
trustees  of  the  Hope  Mills  Graded  School  District  have  heretofore 
set  apart  annually  for  such  sinking  fund,  and  to  invest  the  same 
for  that  purpose  in  first-mioirtgage  real  estate  securities. 

Sec.  7.  That  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  payment  of 
said  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon,  and  of  defraying  the  expenses 
of  the  public  school  provided  for  in  this  act,  the  said  school  com- 
mitteemen of  said  district  shall  annually  and  at  the  time  of  levy- 
ing the  county  taxes,  commencing  with  the  fiscal  year  in  one 
thousand  mine  hundred  and  seventeen,  levy  and  lay  a  particular 
tax,  under  the  authority  of  an  election  heretofore  held  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  of  the  Private 
Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  three,  on  all  persons  and 
property  subject  to  taxation  within  the  limits  of  said  public 
school  district,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  district  committee  and 
of  the  county  board  of  education  may  be  necessary,  said  special 
tax  not  to  exceed  thirty-three  and  one-third  cents  (33%)  on  the 
one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  assessed  valuation  of  property  and 
not  more  than  one  dollar  ($1)  on  each  taxable  poll,  and  said 
special  tax  shall  be  collected  in  the  manner  prescribed  for  the 
collectiooi  of  other  taxes.  All  moneys  levied  under  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  upon  collection  be  placed  by  the  treasurer  of 
the  county  school  fund  to  the  credit  of  the  school  comtaiitteemen 
of  said  district,  and  shall  be  expended  exclusively  by-  said  com- 
mittee in  establishing  and  maintaining  schools  in  said  district, 
for  the  white  race  and  the  colored  race,  under  such  rules  and 
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regulations  as  to  its  conduct  and  such  courses  of  study  as  shall 
he  prescribed  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction. 

Sec.  8.     That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Hope  Mills  Graded  Delivery   of   mon- 
School    District   as    at   present    constituted    shall    pay    over    and    ^     ^    papeis. 
deliver  all  moneys  and  school  funds,  books,  papers,  and  records 
now  in  their  possession  to  the  public  school  comnDittee  tor  said 
district  namgd  im  this  act. 

Sec.  9.     That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  inconsistent  wdth  Repealing  clause, 
this  act  be  and  they  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  10.     That  this  act   shall  be  in  force   from   and  after   its 
ratification.

It  shall  be  his  duty  to  see  that  all  laws, 
ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  of  said  town  are  properly  en- 
forced, and  that  all  its  officers,  agents,  and  employees  faithfully 
discharge  their  respective  duties.  He  shall  be  charged  with  the 
general  oversiight  and  superintendence  of  every  department  of  the 
to  alder-  town  government,  and  he  shall,  from  time  to  time,  when  deemed 
advisable,  imake  written  reiports  to  the  hoard  of  aldermen  touch- 
ing any  matter  herein  or  hereinafter  committed  to  his  charge  or 
oversight,  and  suggesting  such  action  as  may  (be  deemed  neces- 
sary for  the  correction  of  abuses  and  the  betterment  of  said  town. 
In  pursuance  of  resolution  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  he  shall,  in 
the  name  of  said  town,  execute  in  its  behalf  all  deeds  and  con- 
tracts. He  shall  have  power  to  appoint  special  policemen  when 
deemed  necessary,  and  to  administer  oaths  in  all  cases  whenever 
required,  and  he  shall  exercise  such  other  powers  not  inconsistent 
with  this  act  as  are  usually  incident  to  the  office  of  mayor. 
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Sec.  11.  That  the  mayor  pro  tern,  shall  enter  upon  and  dis-  Mayor  pro  tem. 
charge  the  duties  of  the  mayor  whenever  the  mayor  shall  be 
absent  from  the  town,  or  from  any  other  cause  unable  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  his  said  office;  and  said  mayor  i)ro  tem.  shall 
for  the  time  be  clothed  with  every  power  conferred  by  law  upon 
the  mayor. 

Sec.  12.     That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  treasurer  to  Duty  of  treasurer. 
receive  all  moneys  belonging  to  said  town,  and  all  other  moneys 
by  law  directed  to  be  paid  to  him;    to  keep  them  separate  and 
apart  from  his  own  funds,  and  to  apply  them  and  account  there- 
for as  required  by  law;   to  keep  a  true  account  of  the  receipts 
and  disbursements  of  all  such  moneys  in  books  provided  for  that 
purpose  hy  said  towm;   and  to  pay  out  such  moneys  only  upon 
proper  warrant,  as  directed  iby  the  hoard  of  aldermen  or  other 
lawful  authority;  to  call  upon  the  town  tax  collector  and  other 
officers  having  town  moneys,   or  other  public  funds   payable  to 
him,  in  hand,  at  least  once  in  every  month,  or  oftener  ii  neces- 
sary for  the  purpose  of  collecting  the  same;  to  exhibit  his  books.  Exhibit  of  books 
accounts,  and  public  moneys  to  the  board  of  aldermen  or  a  com-  ^^    accoun  s. 
mittee  named  by  said  hoard,  whenever  called  upon  to  do  so;  to  Annual  state- 
render  to  the  board  of  aldermien  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year  a  '"^'i*^- 
full,  perfect,  and  itemized  statement  of  all  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments, and  to  cause  to  be  published  a  copy  of  same  as  prescribed 
by  law  for  the  publishing  of  annual  reports  of  county  boards  of 
commissioners;  and  to  surrender  to  his  successor  in  office,  when  Surrender  of 
duly  elected  and  qualified,  all  books  and  other  records  of  his  said 
office  and  pay  over  to  him  all  public  moneys  remaining  in  his 
hands.

to  attest  the  execution  of  all  deeds,  contracts,  and  obligations  by 
the  mayor  in  hehalf  of  said  towm,  and  to  affix  its  common  seal  to 
all  deeds,  contracts,  and  obligations  as  it  shall  be  deemed  neces- 
sary to  so  attest,  and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  this  act  or  toy  the  board  of  aldermen.

frcm  time  to  time,  as  collected,  all  taxes  and  other  moneys  col- 
lected as  aforesaid;  to  keep  a  full,  true,  and  itemized  account  of 
all  moneys  collected  and  paid  over  to  the  town  treasurer  as  afore- 
said, and  such  other  reicords  and  accounts  as  the  h'oard  of  alder- 
men may  require,  in  books  provided  for  that  purpose  by  said 
town;  and  to  remder  to  the  board  of  aldermen,  upon  request,  a 
full,  perfect,  and  itemized  statement  of  all  moneys  collected  and 
paid  over  as  aforesaid,  and  of  all  unpaid  taxes  and  other  moneys 
due  on  account  of  light  and  water  service  if  so  ordered  to  col- 
lect the  same,  and  to  perform  all  other  duties  prescribed  -by  law 
or  by  the  board  of  aldermen.  And  for  the  collection  of  said  taxes 
said  tax  collector  is  hereby  clothed  with  every  power,  privilege, 
and  immunity,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  now  possessed  by  or 
which  hereafter  m,ay  he  conferred  upon  sheTiffs  and  tax  collectors 
in  the  collection  of  State  and  county  taxes. 

Sec.  15.  That  the  chief  of  police  shall  have  supervision  and 
control  of  the  ipolice  force  of  said  town,  and  he  shall  report  to  the 
mayor  and  hoard  of  aldermen  any  failure  of  amy  member  thereof 
to  properly  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office.  It  shall  be  his  duty

such  other  powers,  iprivileges,  and  immuniities,  not  inconsistent 
with  this  act,  as  are  usualHy  Incident  to  the  office  of  chief  of 
police  cf  cities  and  towns,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
as  are  prescrihed  by  law  or  as  may  from  time  to  time  he  imposed 
upon  him  hy  the  board  of  aldermen  of  said  town. 

Sec.  16.  That  in  case  the  chief  of  police  shall  for  any  cause  he

such   superintendent   of  public  works  shall   possess  such    other 

powers,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  as  may  be  conferred  upon 

him  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  and  he  shall  perforim,  such  other 

duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  said  board. 

Sec.  •20.     That  the  superintendent  of  health  shall  be  charged  Sujjerintendent

with  the  care  and  supervision  of  the  public  health  within  the  cor-

Sec.  21.     The  mayor  of  said  town  of  Nashville  is  hereby  con-  ^^yor  constituted

Sec.  22.  As  such  court  the  mayor  shall  have  authority  to  hear 
and  determine  all  cases  that  imay  arise  upon  the  ordinances  of 
said  town,  to  enforce  penalties  by  issuing  execution  upon  any 
adjudged  violation  thereof,  and  to  execute  the  laws  and  rules  that 
may  be  made  and  provided  by  the  board  of  aldermen  of  said  town 
for  the  government  and  regulation  of  the  said  town;  'but  in  all 
cases  any  person  dissatisfied  with  the  judgmieint  of  the  mayor  may 
appeal  to  the  Superior  Court  or  other  court  of  appeal  as  in  case 
of  a  judgment  rendered  by  a  justice  of  the  peace. 

Sec.  23.  In  all  cases  of  appeal  from  the  mayor's  court  to  the 
Superior  Court  or  other  court  of  appeal,  when  the  offense  charged 
is  the  violation  of  a  toiwn  ordinance,  the  mayor  sha;ll  send  with 
the  papers  of  the  case  a  true  copy  of  the  ordinance  alleged  to 
have  been  violated,  and  certify  under  his  -hand  and  seal  that 
said  ordinance  was  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  alleged  violation 
of  the  same. 

Sec.  24.  In  all  cases  where  judgment  be  entered  up  against  any 
person  or  persons  for  fines,  according  to  the  law  and  ordinances 
of  said  town,  and  a  person  against  whom  the  same  is  so  adjudged 
refuses  or  is  unable  to  pay  such  judgment,  it  may  and  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  mayor  before  whom  such  judgment  is  entered  to 
order  and  -require  such  persons,  so  convicted,  to  work  on  the 
streets  or  other  public  works  until,  at  a  fair  rate  of  wages,  such 
persons  shall  have  worked  out  the  full  amount  of  the  judgment 
and  cost  of  the  prosecution ;  and  all  sums  received  for  such  fines 
shall  be  paid  into  the  towm  treasury.  No  woman  shall  be  worked 
on  the  streets. 

Sec.  25.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  power  vested  in  said 
mayor,  he  shall  also  exercise  such  other  authority  and  powers  as 
may  be  contained  in  chapter  seventy-three  Revisal  of  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  five,  and  all  amendments  thereto.

modify  the  same;  and  said  board  shall  have  power  to  provide  the  ^^^^^^^^^f^^  °* 
enforcement  of  such  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  by  the  im- 
position of  penalties  of  not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  in 
each  instance  for  the  violation  thereof. 

Sec.  27.    That  the  board  of  aldermen,  in  addition  to  the  other  Further    powers, 
powers  herein  conferred,  shall  possess  the  following  powers:

4.  To  remove  from  office,  at  will  for  cause,  by  a  majority  vote  To  remove  officers. 
of  all  the  members  of  said  board,  any  other  officer  of  said  town. 

5.  To  fill  for  the  unexpired  term,  by  a  majority  vote  of  said  To  fill  vacancies. 
board,  any  vacancy  in  any  town  office  occurring  otherwise  than 

by  expiration  of  terim. 

6.  To  fix  the  compensation  of  all  officers  and  employees  of  said  To  fix  salaries, 
town  and  by  resolution  to  provide  that  the  stated  salary  of  any 

officer  of  said  town  shall  be  paid  in  lieu  of  all  costs  accruing  to 
him  in  any  action  instituted  or  tried  in  the  mayor's  court;  and 
to  require  such  officer  to  pay  over  all  such  costs  to  the  town  treas- 
urer. 

7.  To  require  the  town  treasurer  and  the  tax  collector,  in  the  To  i^equire  bonds 
discretion  of  the  board,  the  town  clerk,  the  chief  of  police,  the 
superintendent  of  public  works,  and  such  other  officers  of  said 

town  as  shall  have  the  care  and  custody  of  public  property,  to 
enter  into  bond,  payable  to  the  town  or  State,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  said  office  in  such  sum  and 
with  such  sufficient  surety  as  said  board  shall  deem  proper;  and 
said  board  may  from  time  to  time  require  any  such  bond  to  be 
strengthened  or  renewed.

To  pirevemt  vice  and  immorality,  to  suppress  gaming  and 
bawdy  houses,  and  to  impose  a  pe^nalty  on  the  owner  or  any 
building  or  his  agent  who  shall  knowingly  rent  or  lease  the 
same,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  use  of  a  bawdy  or  gaming  house, 
or  who  shall  knowingly  perimit  the  same  to  be  used  as  such. 

10.  To  regulate  and  control  the  sale,  use,  and  storage  of  gun- 
powder, dynamite,  gasolime,  naphtha,  and  all  other  dangerous 
explosives  or  dangerous  substances  within  the  corporate  limits 
of  said  town  or  within  one-half  mile  thereof;  to  prohibit  the  dis- 
charge of  firearms  or  the  firing  or  setting  off  of  fiireworks  or  other 
explosives  within  said  corporate  limits. 

11.  To  prohibit  the  establishment  and  maintenance  within  the 
coroporate  limits  of  said  town,  or  within  one-haM  mile  thereof, 
of  any  slaughter-house  or  slaughter ^pens,  or  other  place  produc- 
tive of  noisome  and  offense  odors,  or  the  exercise  within  said 
limits  of  any  dangerous  offensive,  oir  unhealthy  trade,  business,  or 
employment;  and  said  board  may  abate  such  nuisance  at  the 
expense  of  the  person  or  persons  causing  the  same,  or  at  the 
expense  of  the  'owner  or  the  tenaint  in  charge  of  the  land  upon 
which  any  such  nuisance  shall  be  mamtained. 

12.  To  prohibit  the  keeping  of  swine  within  the  coirporate 
limiits  of  said  town. 

13.  To  establish  and  maintain  one  or  more  town  pounds;  to 
prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  all  horses,  mules,  cattle,  swine, 
goats,  chickens,  geese,  turkeys,  and  other  barnyard  fowls  or 
quadrupeds  or  brutes;  to  prohibit,  oir  in  the  disoretion  of  said 
board,  to  regulate  the  running  at  large  of  dogs;  and  to  adopt  all 
necessary  rules  and  regulations  as  to  the  impounding  and  sale 
or  other  disposition  of  the  quadrupeds  or  fowls  enumerated 
above. 

14.  To  establish  and  maintain,  within  or  without  the  corporate 
limits  of  said  town,  one  or  more  cemeteries ;  to  appoint  a  keeper 
or  keepers  thereof,  and  to  prescribe  all  necessary  rules  a^nd  regu- 
lations for  the  care,  supervision,  and  control  of  such  cemetery  or 
cemeteries;  and  said  board  may  prohibit  interments  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  said  town. 

15.  To  provide  for  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  all  public

one  hundred  and  forty  seven  of  the  Private  Laws  of  North  Caro- 
lina, session  of  one  thousaind  nine  hundred  and  fifteen,  a  special 
tax  of  not  more  than  sixty  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars 
assessed  valuation  of  all  the  property,  real,  personal,  and  mixed, 
choses  in  action  and  solvent  credits,  and  not  to  exceed  one  dollar 
and  eighty  cents  on  all  taxable  polls  in  said  town,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  subsections  one  a,nd  two  of  this  act. 

Sec.  29.  That  the  board  of  aldermen  shall  annually,  at  its  first 
meeting  in  May  of  each  year,  appoint  either  the  mayor  or  o-ne

Said  board  shall  meet  annually  for  the  purpose  of 
equalizing  the  valuation  of  property  listed  and  assessed  for 
valuation  as  aforesaid,  not  later  than  the  third  Thursday  in  July 
of  each  year,  of  which  meeting  due  notice  shall  be  given  by  publi- 
cation in  some  newspaper  published  in  said  town;  and  in  the  dis- 
charge  of  the   duties   imposed  by  this   act  said  board  shall  be 
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clothed  with  every  power,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  con- 
ferred by  law  upon  county  boards  of  equalization  in  equalizing 
the  valuation  of  property  in  their  respective  counties  listed  and 
assessed  for  State  and  county  taxtion,  and  shall  proceed  in  like 
manner,  unless  herein  otherwise  provided.

taxation,  upon  the  corresponding  county  officer  in  the  levy  and 
collection  of  State  and  county  taxes  of  like  character,  and  shall  Proceedings. 
proceed  in  like  manner,  unless  herein  otherwise  provided;  and  all  Liens. 
liens  under  said  laws  existing  and  enforcible  in  favor  of  State 
and  county  taxes  of  every  character  whatsoever  shall  in  like 
case  exist  and  be  enforcible  in  favor  of  the  municipal  and  other 
taxes  by  this  act  authorized  and  directed  to  be  levied  and  col- 
lected.

Upon  all  four  sets  of  Description  of 
ballots  the  names  of  the  candidates  for  mayor,  arranged  alpha- 
betically, shall  first  be  placed  with  a  square  at  the  left  of  each 
name,  and  immediately  below  the  names  of  such  candidates  shall 
appear  the  words,  "Vote  for  one."  Following  these  names,  like- 
wise arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  shall  appear  upon  the  bal- 
lots for  the  First  Ward  the  names  of  the  candidates  for  council- 
man of  said  First  Ward,  with  a  square  at  the  left  of  each  name, 
and  below  the  'names  of  such  candidates  shall  appear  the  words, 
"Vote  for  one."  In  like  manner  shall  there  be  printed  upon 
the  ballots  for  the  Second,  Third,  and  Fourth  wards  the  names 
of  the  candidates  for  councilman  of  the  respective  ward. 

The  ballots  shall  be  printed  upon  plain,  substantial  white  paper, 
and  shall  be  headed:     "Candidates  for  nomination  for  mayor  and  Heading.

Having  caused  said  ballots  to  be  printed,  the  said  city  mainager 
shall  cause  to  be  delivered  at  each  polling  place  a  number  of 
said  ballots  equal  to  twice  the  number  of  votes  cast  in  such  poll- 
ing pirecinct  at  the  last  general  municipal  election  for  mayor. 
The  persons  who  are  qualified  to  vote  at  the  succeeding  munici- 
pal election  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  at  such  primary  election, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  challenge  made  by  any  resident  of  the 
city  of  High  Point  under  such  rules  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  city  council,  and  such  challenge  shall  be  passed  upon  by 
the  judges  of  election  and  registrars:  Provided,  however,  that 
the  law  lapplicaible  to  challenges  at  a  imiunicipal  election  shall  be 
made  applicable  at  such  primary  election.  Judges  of  election 
shall,  immediately  upon  the  closing  of  the  polls,  count  the  bal- 
lots and  ascertain  the  number  of  votes  cast  in  such  wards  for 
each  of  the  candidates,  and  make  return  thereof  to  the  city 
manager  upon  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  said  city  manager, 
within  six  hours  of  the  closing  of  the  polls.  On  the  day  follow- 
ing the  said  primary  election  the  city  manager,  under  the 
supervision  and  direction  of  the  mayor,  shall  canvass  such  re- 
turns so  received  from  all  the  polling  precincts,  and  shall  make 
and  publish  in  all  newspapers  of  said  city,  at  least  once,  the 
result  thereof.  Said  canvass  by  the  city  manager  shall  be  pub- 
licly made.  The  two  candidates  receiving  the  highest  number  of 
votes  for  mayor  and  the  two  candidates  receiving  the  highest 
number  of  votes  for  councilmen  for  each  of  the  respective  wards 
shall  be  the  candidates,  and  the  only  candidates,  whose  names 
shall  be  placed  upc^n  the  ballot  for  mayor  and  councilmen  at  the 
next  succeeding  general  municipal  election.

9.  That  all  persons  entitled  to,  vote  for  members  of  the  General  Voters.

In  all  cases  where  there  is  only  one  aspirant  for  nomi- 
nation for  mayor  to  be  voted  for  by  his  political  party,  and  only 
two  aspirants  for  nomination  for  aldermen  in  one  ward,  the  city 
clerk,  upon  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  filing  the  notice  as  re- 
quired in  section  two,  shall  declare  him  or  them  the  nominee  or 
nominees  of  his  or  their  party,  and  his  or  their  name  shall  not 
thereafter  be  placed  on  the  primary  ballot.  In  case  there  shall  be 
any  office  for  which  no  one  has  filed  his  declaration  for  nomina- 
tion during  the  proper  time,  if  the  vacancy  shall  be  for  the  office 
of  mayor,  it  shall  be  filled  by  the  members  of  the  precinct  execu- 
tive committee  of  the  several  wards;  and  in  case  the  vacancy 
shall  be  for  an  office  to  be  voted  for  by  a  ward  or  precinct  only, 
it  shall  be  filled  by  the  precinct  executive  committee  of  said 
ward;  such  vacancies  shall  be  filled  at  least  five  days  before  the 
primary,  and  their  nomlination  shall  be  certified  by  the  city  clerk 
as  provided  in  this  section. 

Sec.  4.  The  city  clerk  shall  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  regis- 
trar of  each  precinct  not  less  than  twenty-four  hours  before  the 
time  fixed  for  the  opening  of  the  polls  the  official  primary  ballot 
of  each  political  party,  and  the  number  thereof  for  each  political 
party  in  each  precinct  shall  be  one  hundred  for  each  fifty  votes 
cast  in  each  precinct  by  the  said  political  party  at  the  last  pre- 
ceding election. 

Sec.  5.  All  electors  who  are  duly  qualified  to  register  and  vote 
under  the  provisions  of  the"  general  election  law  of  the  State, 
and  who  is  a  member  of  any  political  party  participating  in  said 
primary,  shall  have  the  right  to  register  and  vote  in  said  primary 
election  under  the  same  penalties  and  subject  to  the  same  punish- 
ments for  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  as  are  prescribed 
by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina.

Each  political  party  shall  have  one  ballot  box,  which 
shall  be  labeled  with  the  name  of  the  political  party,  and  the 
poll-holders  of  each  political  party  shall  keep  before  them  at  the 
balllot  boxes  the  ballots  of  their  respective  party,  and  no  ticket 
shall  be  placed  o^n  the  shelf  or  table  herein  provided  for,  nor 
shall  the  poll-holders  allow  any  person  to  carry  away  from  said 
voting  precinct  any  official  ballot.  The  voter  shall  demand  of  the 
poll-holder  the  ballot  that  he  desires,  and  may  then  take  same  to 
the  table  or  shelf  to  prepare  same.

CHAPTEE  16S 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  CHARTER  OF  THE  GRADED 
SCHOOLS  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  ROANOKE  RAPIDS. 

Tlie  General  Assembly  of  Xorth  Carolina  do  enact: 

Sectiox  1.     That  chapter  one  hundred  and  eighty-nine  of  the  Laws  repealed. 
Private  Laws  of  North  Carolina,  session  nineteen  hundred  and 
seven,  as  ajmended  by  the  several  laws  ame'ndatory  thereof,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed  and  the  following  enacted  as  a  substi- 
tute therefor: 

"Sectiox  1.  That  all  territory  lying  within  the  corporate  limits  Boundary  of  dis- 
of  the  town  of  Roanoke  Rapids,  and  all  of  the  portion  of  Halifax 
County  not  embraced  within  said  corporate  limits,  but  lying  con- 
tiguous thereto  within  the  following  boundaries,  to  wit:  Begin- 
ning at  a  point  on  Roanoke  River,  being  the  dividing  line  be- 
tween the  farms  of  the  estate  of  M.  A.  Hamilton,  deceased,  and  the 
late  B.  W.  Bass  tract;  thence  south  to  the  canal  of  the  Roanoke 
Navigation  and  Water  Power  Company;  thence  dowai  the  canal 
to  Medlin  and  Fulghum's  line;  thence  a  straight  line  to  the 
Weldon  and  Gaston  County  road;  thence  west  along  said  county 
road  to  Tilghman's  Cross  Roads;  thence  along  the  southern  fork 
of  the  couaty  road  to  Chocoyote  Creek;  thence  up  Chocoyote 
Creek  as  it  meanders  to  the  dividing  line  between  J.  G.  Simmon's 
tract  and  John  D.  Shaw's  line;  thence  along  the  western  line  of 
J.  G.  Simmons'  tract  to  the  northwestern  corner  of  said  tract  on 
the  canal  bank  of  the  Roanoke  Navigation  and  Water  Power 
Company;  thence  from  this  last  named  point  due  north  to 
the  banks  of  the  Roanoke  River;  thence  down  said  river  as  it 
meanders  to  the  point  of  beginning,  shall  be  and  is  hereby  con- 
stituted a  public  school  district  for  white  and  colored  children, 
to  be  known  as  the  'Roanoke  Rapids  Graded  School  District.'         Name. 

"Sec.  2.     That  for  the  purpose  and  benefits  of  this  act  the  pro-  Laws  extended  to 
visions  of  all  laws  governing  the  assessment  of  real  estate  and  '^'^*^"''^*- 
personal     property,  the  levy  and  collection  of  miunicipal  taxes, 
and  the  holding  of  municipal  elections  in  the  town  of  Roanoke 
Rapids  shall  be  and  are  hereby  extended  to  that  portion  of  school 
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district  lying  without  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town  as  fully 
as  if  the  same  lay  within  said  corporate  limits,  and  that  in  ail 
elections  held  under  this  act  the  portion  of  said  school  district 
lying  without  the  said  limits  shall  be  deemed  a  ward  of  said 
town. 

"Sec.  3.  That  the  board  of  school  trustees  hereinafter  provided 
for  shall  be  and  is  hereby  author'ized  and  empowered  to  issue 
bounds  of  said  school  district  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  seventy- 
five  thousand  dollars,  of  such  denomination  and  of  such  propor- 
tion as  said  board  of  trustees  may  deem  advisable,  bearing  in- 
terest thereof  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum, . 
with  interest  coupons  attached,  payable  semiannually,  at  such 
time  and  at  such  place  or  places  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  by 
sa'id  board  of  trustees,  said  bonds  to  be  of  such  form  and  te^nor 
and  transferable  in  such  way  and  the  principal  thereof  payable 
or  redeemable  at  such  place  or  places  and  at  such  time  or  times 
as  said  board  of  trustees  may  deem  advisable  and  determine: 
Provided,  that  said  board  of  trustees  shall  issue  said  bonds  at 
such  time  or  times,  in  such  amount  or  amounts  as  may  be  re- 
quired to  meet  the  expenditures  hereinafter  provided  for  in  sec- 
tion four  of  this  act. 

"Sec.  4.  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds, 
or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  'necessary,  shall  be  expended  by 
said  boaTd  of  trustees  in  providing,  by  purchase  or  otherwise, 
such  graded  schood  buildings  as  may  be  required,  and  in  fur- 
nishing the  same  with  school  furniture  and  other  necessary 
equipment. 

"Sec.  5.  That  none  of  said  bonds  shall  be  disposed  of  by  sale, 
exchange,  hypothecation,  or  otherwise,  for  less  price  than  their 
par  value;  nor  shall  said  bonds,  nor  their  proceeds,  be  used  for 
any  other  purpose  than  that  declared  in  section  four  of  this  act. 

"Sec.  6.  That  said  bonds  and  their  coupons  shall  not  be  sub- 
ject to  taxation  by  the  town  of  Roanoke  Rapids  until  they  become 
due,  and  tender  of  payment  shall  have  been  made,  and  such 
coupons  shall  be  receivable  in  payment  of  all  taxes  and  other 
dues  of  said  town  for  any  fiscal  year  in  which  said  coupons  be- 
come due  or  thereafter;  and  if  the  holder  of  said  coupons  shall 
fail  to  present  the  same  for  payment  at  the  time  or  times  and 
at  the  place  or  places  therein  named,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
interest  thereon  for  the  time  they  shall  have  been  outstanding 
after  maturity. 

"Sec.  7.  That  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  payment  of 
said  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon,  and  of  defraying  the  expenses 
of  the  public  graded  schools  provided  for  in  this  act,  the  board  of 
school  trustees  shall  annually  and  at  the  time  of  levying  the 
municipal  taxes  in  the  town  of  Roanoke  Rapids,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  practicable,  commencing  with  the  fiscal  year  begin-

Date  of  election.  iSection  1.  That  on  the  first  Saturday  after  the  first  Monday 
in  June,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventeen,  there  shall 
be  held  in  the  city  of  Asheville  and  also  in  the  town  of  West 
Asheville  an  election  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether 
there  shall  be  a  consolidation  of  the  city  of  Asheville  and  the 
town  of  West  Asheville  into  a  municipality  to  exist  thereafter 
under  the  corporate  name  amd  style  of  the  City  of  Asheville,  with 
all  the  rights,  powers,  privileges,  and  immunities  now  belonging 
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to  and  vested  in  the  city  of  Asheville  by  and  under  its  charter 
which  shall,  if  said  consolidation  is  had,  be  and  continue  to  be 
the  charter  of  the  city  of  Asheville.

Asheville  as  then  constituted  shall  be  liable  for  all  debts  and 
obligations  of  the  two  respective  municipalities  consolidated  by 
and  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.

CHAPTER  173 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  CHAPTER  126,  SECTION  2,  PRIVATE 
LAWS  OP  1909,  EXTENDING  THE  CORPORATE  LIMITS 
OP  THE  TOWN  OP  PARMVILLE,  NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Sectiox  1.  That  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-six,  sec- 
tion two,  of  the  Private  Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  nine,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows:  "That  the  corporate  limits  of  the  said  town,  until  Corporate  limits. 
otherwise  ordered,  shall  be  as  follows:  Beginning  at  a  stake 
in  the  easterly  right-of-way  line  of  the  Snow  Hill  branch  of 
the  Norfolk  and  Southern  Railway,  where  said  line  is  inter- 
sected by  the  southern  boundary  line  of  the  said  town  of 
Parmville,  which  line  divides  the  R.  L.  Davis  and  Whitehurst 
lands,  said  beginning  stake  being  the  southeast  corner  of  the  said 
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town  of  Farmville;  thence  north  forty-one  degrees  forty  minutes 
east  along  the  said  easterly  right-of-way  line  of  the  said  Snow 
Hill  branch  of  t-he  said  Norfolk  Southern  Railway  one  thousand 
two  hundred  feet  to  a  staked  corner  located  about  sixty  feet 
south  of  the  section  house  of  the  said  Norfolk  Southern  Railway; 
thence  north  seventy-two  degrees  nineteen  minutes  south  seven 
hundred  and  ninety-one  and  five-tenths  feet  to  a  staked  corner  in 
the  southerly  right-of-way  line  of  the  said  Norfolk  and  Southern 
Railway  Company's  main  line  running  between  Raleigh  and 
Chocowinity;  thence  south  seventy-five  degrees  twenty  minutes 
east  along  said  southerly  right-of-way  line  of  the  said  Norfolk 
and  Southern  Railway's  main  line,  seven  hundred  and  fifty-six 
feet  to  a  staked  corner,  said  corner  being  on  a  line  dividing  the 
lands  of  M.  T.  Horton  and  R.  L.  Davis;  thence  north  thirty-eight 
degrees  fifty  minutes  east  along  said  dividing  line  between  the 
M.  T.  Horton  and  R.  L.  Davis  lands  and  crossing  the  said  Norfolk 
and  Southern  main  line,  six  hundred  feet,  to  a  staked  corner 
located  at  Pitt  and  Church  streets,  in  the  same  town;  thence 
north  forty-two  degrees  five  minutes  east  along  the  easterly  line 
of  said  Pitt  Street  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy-six  feet 
to  a  staked  corner  located  at  Pitt  Street  and  Home  Avenue; 
thence  north  fifty-five  degrees  ten  minutes  west  along  the  north- 
erly line  of  said  Home  Avenue  five  hundred  feet  to  a  staked 
corner  located  at  Home  Avenue  Waverly  Street;  thence  north 
forty-two  degrees  five  minutes  east  long  the  easterly  line  of  said 
Waverly  Street,  produced  through  the  Murphrey  lands,  four  hun- 
dred and  sixteen  and  seven-tenths  feet  to  a  staked  corner  in  the 
Murphrey  lands;  thence  north  fifty-five  degrees  ten  minutes  west 
through  Murphrey's  lands  and  on  a  line  parallel  with  Home  Ave-

Street;  thence  running  diagonally  to  intersection  of  Jones  Street 
and  Moore's  Lane;  thence  southerly  with  Moore's  Lane  to  La^ng 
Street;  thence  with  Lang  Street  westerly  to  George  Street,  ex- 
tended; thence  with  George  Street  southerly  to  the  north  line  of 
Home  Avenue;  thence  with  the  north  line  of  Home  Avenue  west- 
erly to  the  western  side  of  the  East  Carolina  Railway  right  of 
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way;  thence  with  the  west  side  of  the  East  Carolina  Railway 
right  of  way  in  a  southerly  direction  to  a  staked  corner  near  the 
center  of  Wilson  Street;  thence  south  nine  degrees  thirty  minutes 
west  along  the  right  of  way  lands  of  the  said  East  Carolina  Rail- 
way and  crossing  the  said  Norfolk  and  Southern  Railway  Com- 
pany's main  line  again,  four  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eight 
feet  to  a  staked  corner  in  R.  L.  Davis's  lands,  being  the  south- 
west corner  of  the  said  town;  thence  south  forty-two  degrees 
twenty  minutes  east,  crossing  the  said  East  Carolina  Railroad 
and  along  a  line  through  the  R.  L.  Davis  lands  four  hundred 
and  sixty-four  and  four-tenths  feet  to  a  staked  corner  on  a  line  di- 
viding the  R.  L.  Davis  and  Whitehurst  lands,  thence  south  sev- 
enty-three degrees  twenty  minutes  east  on  said  line  between  R.  L. 
Davis  and  Whitehurst  lands,  and  crossing  Main  Street  (formerly 
called  the  Mjarlborough  road)  and  the  Snow  Hill  Branch  of  the 
Norfolk  and  Southern  Railway,  one  thousand  one  hundred  and 
seven  feet  to  a  staked  corner,  the  place  of  the  beginning  at  the 
southeast  corner  of  the  said  town  of  Farmville,  North  Carolina. 

Sec.  2.     This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratification.

AN  ACT  TO  EXTEND  THE  CORPORATE  LIMITS  OF  THE

That  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Greenville 
New  boundary,  on  the  Western  end  shall  be  enlarged  by  beginning  at  the  Norfolk 
Southern  Railroad  on  T.  R.  Moore's  line  and  running  up  his 
eastern  line  to  north  side  of  old  plank  road,  of  Dickerson  Avenue; 
thence  eastwardly  along  Dickerson  Avenue  to  the  western  side  of 
Manhattan  Street;  thence  aloing  Manhattan  Street  to  the  north- 
ern side  of  Myrtle  Avenue;  thence  along  Myrtle  Avenue  to  the 
old  corporate  line  on  said  avenue,  embracing  and  including  all 
territory  between  this  and  the  old  line.

CHAPTEE  177 

AN   ACT   TO   EXTEND   THE    CORPORATE    LIMITS    OF   THE 
TOWN  OF  WEST  BLADENBORO  IN  BLADEN  COUNTY. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact:

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CHAPTEE  209 

AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OP  THE 
RAEPORD  GRADED  AND  HIGH  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  TO 
ISSUE  BONDS  IN  THE  SUM  OF  $10,000  FOR  THE  EREC- 
TION OF  A  SCHOOL  BUILDING  AND  TO  PROVIDE  FOR 
THE  PAYMENT  OF  SAID  BONDS  BY  TAXATION. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  public  school 
building  in  the  Raeford  Graded  and  High  School  District  the 
board  of  trustees  of  said  district  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  bonds  of  said  district,  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  dollars,  to  draw  a  rate  of  Interest  not  to  exceed  six 
per  centum  per  annum,  and  to  mature  at  such  time  or  times  and 
to  be  payable  at  such  place  or  places  and  to  be  in  such  denomina- 
tions as  the  said  board  of  trustees  may  determine. 

■Sec.  2.  That  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds  shall  be  used  by  the 
said  board  of  trustees  for  the  erection  of  a  public  school  building 
in  the  aforesaid  district. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  the  county 
of  Hoke  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  annually 
an  property  and  polls  taxable  in  said  district  a  special  tax  of 
sufllcient  sum  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds  as  it  becomes  due 
and  the  principal  at  maturity. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  sell  said  bonds  in 
such  manner  as  they  shall  deem  best,  at  either  public  or  private 
sale,  such  sale,  however,  not  to  be  in  derogation  of  the  general 
laws  of  the  State.

thereon;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  said  district  who  are  Effect  of  election. 

qualified  to  vote  in  said  election  shall  vote  "For  School  Bonds," 

then  said  bonds  shall  be  issued  a.nd  sold  and  said  special  tax  shall 

be  levied  as  hereinbefore  provided;  otherwise  said  bonds  shall  not 

be  issued  and  said  special  tax  shall  not  be  levied. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  the  said  Levy  of  tax. 
county  of  Hoke,  in  case  the  bond  issue  is  approved  by  the  voters 
as  aforesaid,  shall  levy  annually  the  special  tax  provided  for  in 
section  three  of  this  act,  the  levy  to  be  made  at  the  time  of  the 
levy  of  the  county  tax,  commencing  with  the  fiscal  year  beginning 
next  after  the  approval  of  the  bond  issue  by  the  voters  at  the 
aforementioned  election. 

Sec.   7.     That  this   act   shall  be   iii  force  from   and  after   its 
ratification.
